Closer Trade Relations Between Ger- 
many and China— Oilicials 
at Kiaochou, 



Berlin, Jan. 15.— Twice during the 
past week Emperor William called un- 
announced at the Russian embassy and 
had a Ioiir conversation with Count von 
Austin-Sacken, the ambasBitdor. It is 
learned on p;ood authority that the con- 
versations were solely on the Far 
Iviatern questions. The Emperor is un- 
certain as to Japan's future stepB in re- 
gard to China and Korea, and Count von 
Austin-Sacken, on the strength of re- 
cent St. Petersburg information, was 
able to enlighten his Majesty fully on 
tbe subject. 

The entente with Russia continues un- 
disturbed. The Czar, in a lengthy per- 
sonal letter, explained to Emperor Wil- 
liam, Bborlly after tbe seizure of Port 
Arthur, Russia's intentions and plans 
regarding Manchuria and North China. 

The changed relations between China 
and Germany are strikingly shown in 
the fact that the now Chinese ambassa- 
dor who has just arrived is accredited to 
Berlin only and not to several courts, as 
heretofore, and his corps of secretaries 
and attaches has been increased from 
six to thirty. 

The existing commercial treaty with 
China will he retained, although in an 
interview, Ambassador Uuehlbnan ehid : 
" By tbe deBire of both countries some 
modifications will be necessary. Ger- 
many is satisfied with the old treaty, but 
she desires certain improvements in re- 
gard to the admission of German iron- 
ware, lamps, etc., while China wishes to 
be on terms in regard to tbe duty on 
tea." 

It iB reported that the customs offi- 
cials at Kiaochou are to be Germans 
peraed in both English and Chinese, so 
that the commercial interests of the 
port may be better promoted. 

The bill asking for appropriations for 
tbe expenses of the Chinese expedition 
cannot be printed until the next Reich- 
stag meetB. 



" ALICE IN WONDERLAND." 

Death of tbe Popular Writer or These and 
Other Good Stories for Children, 

London, Jan. 15— The death of " Lewis 
Carroll" (the Rev. O. H. Dodgson), 
author of "Alice in Wonderland," has 
been heard with the greatest regret in 
all parte ol Great Britain. Tho papers 
are full of reminiscences ol his many 
stories, showing how intense was his 
love for children and how universal was 
his ehyness and dignity to others. 
"Lewis Carroll" was very particular 
as to his personal appearance. His alert 
figure and general vigor conveyed the 
impression that he was much younger 
than Bix'y-five. Ho never wore anover- 
coat in his life, and continued to take 
long constitutionals to the end. The de- 
ceased was Btaying with his sister at 
Guildford when he died.

London, Jan. 15. — Temporarily, as 
foreshadowed, the movements of the 
French in the Upper Nile are again be- 
coming unpleasantly prominent to those 
who imagined that Great Britain had 
undisputed claims upon these regions. 
It is immaterial to discuss the exact 
whereabouts of tbe French expeditions. 
IteufliceB that, according to the bulk of 
tho evidence, they have penetrated to 
Bahr-el-Ghazel, tbe most fertile province 
of the Egyptian Soudan, with the dis- 
tinct mandate of their government. If 
this is true, and the declarations of suc- 
cessive British cabinets meant anything, 
M. Hanotaux, the French minister for 
foreign affairs, has brought about a casuB 
belli. Thus far, M. Hanotaux Beems to 
have the advantage, but the game is 
dangerous. 

Fear of war with Franco will not stop 
Britain recovering the whole of the 
Egyptian Soudan and driving out any 
French expedition which may be found 
there, when, in the opinion of the Mar- 
quis of Salisbury, the proper time lias 
arrived. In the meantime, Prince 
Henry of Orleans is fitting out at Mar- 
seilles, and evidently with the approval 
of tbe government, aa armed expedition 
to Bubdue the equatorial provinces which 
the Negua presented, claiming they be- 
longed to Abyssinia in prehistoric times, 
but in reality these provinces are identi- 
cal with those Great Britain is Eeeking 
to restore to Egypt.

A NOTABLE NUMBER. 



VANCOUVER) Jan. 15. — (Speuial) — Yu- 
konera are arriving daily. Every train 
ia crowded. At some hours in the day 
the fitreeta present the appearance of a 
fair, while numerous well-dressed stran- 
gers crowd the higher priced hotels. 
Water Btreet iB literally running over 
■with prospectors. Mr. C. R. Tuttle, of 
Chicago, ia the moat conpicuoua man on 
the, street. Ho is a typical hustler, 
big, jovial and impressive. He said to 
the Colonist correspondent thirj morn- 
ing: 

" I have been trying to keep my busi- 
ness nut of the newspapers here, but I 
eee that you British Columbians are as 
eager after news as they are in Chicago. 
It ia unite true that! am bringing over 
2,000 men through Vancouver and have 
instructions from Mr. Lyon, banker of 
Chicago, to close a contract with the 
Hudson's Bay Company for some :?500,- 

000 worth of goods." Mr. Tuttie pro- 
duced the contract in evidence. " Be- 
sides this, these men will Btay in Van- 
couver about three days. 

" The company have already booked 
2,170 people and received their deposit, 
but that will not be all. I would like to 
express myself regarding Canadian 
duties but might bo misunderstood. In 
Chicago in spite of their high protective 
tariff they are bitterly opposed to pay- 
ing duty to the Canadian govern- 
ment. I have ueed every effort 
to convince them that it iB 
wiBer for them to buy their 
goods in Canada and save unnecessary 
expense and have told those who have 
booked with us that they receive protec- 
tion in the North from the Mounted 
Police in exchange for their revenue tax 
and will find comparative peace under 
the strong protecting arm of Major 
Walsh." 

There was considerable talk on the 
streets to-day over the fact that the 
Hudson's Bay Company had got the half 
million dollar order for outfits from the 
Chicago firm in strong competition with 
the other merchants in the city, and 
certainly without the whole-heart- 
ed assistance of the board 
of trade, who naturally thought 
thata division of Buch a big order among 
a number of firms would be more bene- 
ficial than that one firm should get the 
entire contract, (i'n the other hand 
there was a feeling of pride that one firm 
doing business here could on a day's no- 
tice close such a gigantic deal. 

Mr. Lockyer, on being interviewed on 
the the subject, said : " It is true I have 
contracted to outfit 2(000 or more men. 

1 am to receive two weeks' notice before 
each order. This deal was not a ques- 
tion of sentiment. If any sentiment baa 
arisen in connection with it I regret it, 
should it be favorable or otherwise. As 
a straight matter of business I tried 
to secare the contract from Mr. 
Tuttle in competition with many firms 
in the city. I did not promise to do 
anything I could not andertake and was 
absolutely fair in my proposition. The 
HudBon's Bay Co. is not appalled at the 
magnitude of the business to be done 
here this year, and Vancouver will bene- 
iit by the advantages we have of filling 
huge orders. Wo now employ 45 hands 
and I am making arraneementa to 
double this stall'. We will have 100 
men engaged. 

Mr. Lockyer statPS that manufac- 
turers in the East are taxed to their 
utmost to manufacture goods to supply 
the demand. There iB no dancer of 
Vancouver not being able to outfit all 
who come if they can secure the goods 
from the factories.

There was a buBy time down at the 
C. P. N. wharf yesterday when the 
steamship Danube was being prepared 
for her first trip of the aeason to 
Wrangel, Dyea and Skagway. She iB 
not, of course, the first steamer of a Vic- 
toria line to the North thia season, but 
practically her departure marks tho 
opening of the spring ruah of gold seek- 
ers from this point. She had every 
available inch of freight space and all 
her paBBenger accommodation taken, and 
this is just the beginning of what will 
now throughout the summer bo aeen 
every day on Victoria's water 
front. Tho Danube returned from 
the Sound yeaterday morning at 
S o'clock and immediately began 
Btowing away freight aa faat aa it could 
be slung aboard. In fact ao much waB 
offering that though timed to start at 
eight o'clock last evening it waa soon 
seen that the Danube would not get 
away till some time thia morning. Her 
passenger list was auumented by a largo 
number of arrivals from the Sound, tlie 
George E. Starr last evening bringing 
over a contingent of L'5 Yukon-bound 
passengers from Seattle to board tier 
here. The Evangel, too, had aboard 
yesterday a squad of Port Angeles peo- 
ple, five in number, who outfitted 
in Victoria, aa indeed did the 
great bulk of the passengers. 
At Vancouver, where tho Danube 
touches to-day, twenty-one members of 
the Northwest Mounted Police and 
thirty or thirty-five other passengers 
will board the ateamer, and her list will 
be augmented by ten more at Nanainio.

It will bo noted that many of the pns- 
aengera are taking tho Stickeen route in 
preference to the passee, and it ia evi- 
dent that the feeling in favor of the all- 
Canadian route is growing steadily.

THE OLD UNIFOKM. 

When I was n clerk in the war clo- 
pnrtmeufc, I hud for ;ni associate a man 
11 timed Jeau Vida], :i former uoncom- 
missiiiuctl oiflcer. He had lost his left 
arm in the Italian campaign, but his 
tight arm remained, and with it he 
cculd execnte prodigious feats in pen- 
manship, milking a little bird in tho 
flourish of his signature with a single 
stroke of his pen. 

This Vidul wus an excellent fellow, 
a soldier of the old type, upright and 
pure. Though ho was only -10 rears 
old ami had but few gray hairs in his 
light beard, cut after the old zouave 
fashion, everyone called him " Father 
Vidul, 1 ' more from respect than from 
familiarity, for wo all knew what an 
honorable and self sacrificing life he led 
in his little homo nn Greuelio street, 
whi te he supported a widowed .sister, 
with several children.

Ope oven jng — I believe, God forgive 
me, I . bad give.n two glasses of absiuth 
to Vidal — as wo were walking along 
the wretched street on which lie lived 
lie stopped abruptly beforo a shop whore 
secondhand military clothing was hung 
out for sale, one of many such in this 
locality. 

It was a dirty, uninviting place, hav- 
ing a window display of rusty pistols, 
howls full of buttons, tarnished epau- 
lets and in front ainopg some filthy 
tags were hung somo old officers' uni- 
forins, rotted and faded by the rain and 
sun.

It belonged to him, for ho was 
not oui! of those to run away from tho 
canteen, and he could drink 12 littlo 
glasses for tho 12! strokes of noon. Ho 
was a sergeant in tho Second regiment, 
uud he marched besido mo. A good sol- 
flier, too — a very good soldier — and a 
drunkard, loving fights and all tho bad 
practices of the soldier in Africa. Ho 
was as bravo as a lion. His eyes, were 
as blue and as cold us steel in his bronz- 
ed,, red bearded face, and, looking into 
them, nuo could sco that ho was hard to 
uiunuue. 

"When I joined the battalion, La 
Soif's time had just expired. He re-en- 
listed, took his bounty money and went 
on a three days' debauch. With four or 
five boon companions in a carriage with 
hi to he rode about the lowest quarters 
of Algiers, carrying a tricolored flag 
bearing the inscription, 'JEnjoy yourself 
while you may.' He was brought back 
to the barracks with his head cut opeu 
by a saber stroke. Ho hud been in, a 
drunken row where one of the party 
had been killed. 

"He recovered, was put in the guard- 
house fjr | ;, days and lost his sergeant's 
stripes, it was the second time they 
had been taken away from him. If he 
had behaved himself, ho would have 
been an officer long before, for he came 
of a good family and was well educated. 
After this affair, however, ho lost his 
decorations and did not get. them back 
until is mouths later, through tho in- 
dulgence of our captain, who was old 
in the African service and had been an 
eyewitness of ha Soif's bravery. 

"After a time our captain was pro- 
moted to chief of battalion, and it new 
cue was put over us, a Corsicun named 
tientile. Ho was only 2S yours- old, fresh 
from school, cold and ambitious, full of 
nn rit, it was said, but very exacting in 
the matter of discipline, giving a mail 
severe punishment for a rusty spot cu 
his gun or a missing button on his uni- 
form. He knew nothing of service in 
Algiers, and he would not tolcrato a 
particle of irregularity or lax discipline. 
At the very lirst Captain Gentile and 
Xjii Soif came into conflict. It could not 
be otherwise. The first time the ser- 
geant failed to respond to evening roll 
call, eight days in the guardhouse; the 
first time ho was tipsy, IB days. When 
the captain, a swarthy fellow, with a 
mustache like an angry cat's, gave the 
sentence, adding in a stern voice, 'I 
know you, sir, arid I will conquer yon,' 
La Soif said nothing, butwulketl quietly 
oil besido the guard, but the captain 
would not have felt very comfortable, 
just tho same, if he had seen tho blood 
surge into the sergeant's face as soon as 
his head was turned and tho lightning 
flash of his steely blue eyes. 

"About this time the emperor de- 
clared war with Austria, and we em- 
barked for Italy. It is not necessary to 
speak of the campaign, so I will keep to 
my story. Tho night beforo tho battle 
of Melegnano, where I lost my arm, 
you know, our battalion encamped in 
the heart of a little village, and beforo 
breaking ranks our captain gave us a 
little talk — and he was right — to re- 
mind us that wo were in it friendly 
community, that it. was <jur honorable 
duty to conduct ourselves well, ah 3 
that if any soldier should in tiny way 
disturb the peaceful inhabitants around 
us lie would be rtuuijied as an example. 
While ho was talking La Soif, who 
could not stand straight without the aid 
of his gun, shrugged his shoulders. 
Fortunately the captain did not see the 

"In the middle of the night J was 1 
awakened by a tumult. I spranp from 
the bundle of straw on which t was 
sleeping in a farmyard, and I taw in 
the moonlight u crowd of soldiers and 
peasants rescuing a young girl from the 
grasp of La Soif, who fought like ;m 
enraged lion. I ran our to lend my aid, 
but Captain Gentile was there before 
me. With one look he subdued the ser- 
geant, then, alter reassuring the girl by 
some words spoken in Italian, he cann 
and stood in front of the offender, pull- 
ed up his i bin v. all fingers that tri m 
bled and said : 

" 'Such a scoundrel as you ought to 
have his brains blown "lit! As soon a:- 
I see tiie coloni 1 you will lose your 
straps, and for good this time. There 
will be a battle tomorrow. Try to get 
killed. ' 

• We lay down to rest, again, but tho 
captain bud told the truth, and at day- 
break we were awakened by tho can- 
nonade. We rushed to tirrns, formed in- 
to line, and La Soif, whoso cursed blue 
eyes had never looked so wicked, took 
Ids place beside me. The battalion mov- 
ed to tho attack. It was necessary to 
dislodge the whitreoats, who wore for- 
tified witn cannon in the village of 

Melegnano. 

" ' Forward, march I' We had gone hut 
a few pace;; when a volley of grape 
Struck us on the flank and cut down 
about 15 men in our company. Then 
our officers, who were awaiting the 
com tn ami to charge, ordered us to 
crouch down in tho cover like sharp- 
shooters, Avhilo they remained standing, 
am! I can assure you that our captain 
was net the least erect. Wo kept up a 
fire on the fort that wo were to carry. 
Suddenly I felt a hand on my shoulder, 
and, turning, 1 saw La Soif, who was 
looking ut mo witli ouo corner of hie 
mouth drawn up in a peculiar maimer 
as he loaded his gnu. 

" 'Do yen see the captain?' said lie, 
nodding his head in his direction. 

" 'Yes. What of it?' I answered, 
glancing at tho officer, who was stand- 
ing not 20 steps from us. 

"'Well, he made a mistake talking 
f-"i me as he did last night.' 

"Then witli u rapid movement ho 
pat his gun to his shoulder, fired, aad 
I saw too captain bond backward, beat 



colonel, bareheaded, on his steaming 
horso was there, pointing with his saber 
to tho Austrian fort and shouting ut tho 
tup of bis voice: 

'• 'Forward, zonavesl Chargo with 
Iho bayonet !' 

"That was all 1 could do, wasn't it — 
charge with tho others? Ah, that chargo 
has passed into history, that charge of 
tho zouaves ut Melegnano I Have you 
ever seen tho full sea beat against a 
rocky wall? Wi ll, this was just tho 
same. Each company beat up against 
tiie fort like tho soa against tho rock. 
Three times tho battery was Aovered 
with bluo jackets and white trousers, 
and tlireo times wo saw it reappear with 
its formidable embrasures unshaken as 
tho rock after tho beating of tho waves. 

"The fourth company, ours, must 
surely take the fort. In 20 bounds I 
reached the redoubt. Helping myself 
with the barrel of my gun, I clambered 
up the steep side, but I had just time 
to see a yellow mustache, a blue cap- ami 
the muzzle of a carbine- which almost 
touched me. Then I felt such a blow in 
my left shoulder that 1 thought my arm 
was torn out. I dropped my gun, every - 
thing swam beforu my eyes, I fell on 
my side noar a caisson wheel and faint- 
ed away. 

"When I came to my senses only a 
distant sound of musketry wus to bo 
heard. The zouaves wero standing 
around in a semicircle, brandishing 
their guns uud shouting, 'Long live tho 
emperorl' 

"An old general, followed by his 
staff, came up at a gallop. He checked 
his horse, took off his helmet, waved it 
joyously uud cried: 'Pravo, zouaves! 
You are tho bravest of the brave!' 

"I was sitting on the ground near tho 
caisson wdieel, supporting my broken 
arm with my right bund, thinking of 
La Soif's frightful crime.

In my rational hours I esked myself 
what I ought to do about La Soif Fx- 
pose hinl? That was clearly my duty, 
but how could I prove his crime? 1 lien 
I said^o myself: 'He is a villain, but 
ho is brave, He killed Captain (1. utile, 
our Be took a flag frwu the enemy.' I 
did not know what ife, 

"Finally, when I was convalescent, 
7 heard that in recompense! f '-r his brave 
deed he -.'"1 been promoted to tho rail!;:' 
of the giiardn ;:»'! had been decorated. 
Ah, that new* marie, nn 1 disgusted with 
the cross which our colonel hud fastened 
tin my hospital coat. Still La Soif t'.e- 
servrd Ins, too, but his Legion of Honor 
should have served us a target and tho 
platoon ordered to sboot him. 

"It is all past and gone now. I hints 
never seen the sergeant since my return 
to civil life, but at sight of that coat a 
moment agi — Mod knows how it came 
then — bung out only a few reds from 
the garrison where the assassin is quar- 
tered, I thought of the unpunished 
crime, and n seemed as if the captain's 
blood was crying out for justice." 

I quieted b'athi i' Vidal as well as 1 
could, fur the recital of his story had 
greatly excited him. 1 assured him that 
ho had acted for the best mid that the 
sergeant's heroism offset his crime. 

A few days afterward, on arriving at 
my office, 1 found Vidul there, and he 
bunded me a paper so folded that one 
item only was visible, murmuring 
gravely, "What did I tell you?"

Mallet was taken to tho military 
hospital at Gros-Oaillon, from which lie 
will bo transported to the lunatic asylum 
at Oharenton, in Corsica, as ho prob- 
ubly will never regain his reason. " 

As I returned the paper to Vidal he 
gave me a knowing look and said: 

'Captain Gentile was a Corsicun. Ho 
is avenged."

Til E HOLIDAY "COLONIST.'' 

To-day we present to Colonist readers 
a holiday number. It comes a little late, 
the fault lying with the railway com- 
pany by which the white paper was 
shipped. But we are satisfied that the 
public will agree with us that so good a 
thing ia always timely. This is the 
largest paper ever issued in this pro- 
vince. It contains twenty-eight pages, 
and we venture to say twenty-eight 
pases which for intrinsic value have 
never been surpassed by the special 
issue ol any paper. There is no padding 
or sensationalism about it. It is essen- 
tially a business man's paper. It tells 
of the progress and possibilities of the 
province and the Northwest in plain 
atia'ghtforward fashion. We draw 
attention to a Bpecial feature of the 
issue, namely, that men who have by 
personal experience been enabled to 
learn the progress of the province in 
various lines tell the story for them- 
selves. This lends a special value to the 
number. 

Tne object has been to produce a paper 
which everyone would be glad to send 
abroad iu order to let the world know 
what British Columbia is doing. We 
think we have succeeded, and in expec- 
tation of a large demand a large edition 
lias been printed, which can be obtained 
at the couuting-house of the Colonist at 
the usual price of the paper, namely, 5 
cents a copy. 

NO ONE'S MOUTH CLOSED. 

One of the defendants in the libel pro- 
secutions haB undertaken to discuss the 
conduct of the committing magistrate in 
not permitting him to prove a justifica- 
tion on the preliminary examination. 
We are under the impression that in 
ruling against the admission of such tes- 
timony the magistrate acted strictly in 
accordance with law, which does not 
contemplate that he shall try an issue 
but shall confine himself to seeing if 
there is sufficient evidence to support a 
prima facie case. The question of justi- 
fication is a matter for the jury, not for 
the magistrate. It is worse than non- 
sense to claim that this ruling is a blow 
at liberty, and it is infamous to suggest, 
as has been suggested, that it was done 
for the purpose of preventing the accused 
from bringing out facts damaging to 
the prosecution. We do not hesitate 
to say, in view of the comments since 
made by one of tho accused, who com- 
plains of being now debarred from show- 
ing up the ministers until after election, 
that the whole business from the pro- 
posed examination of Hon. Mr. Turner 
down to the latest comment on the case 
and including Mr. Archer Martin's ex- 
hibition in Mr. Bostock'a case, is simp'y 
a play to the galleries. We have no par- 
ticular objection to this. Our only re- 
gret is that those who have been driven 
to 6uch a line of action have not been 
able to give effect to their plans without 
cas'.iog .i slur upon a worthy magistrate 
aud upon tho whole administration cf 
justice. We say it is disgraceful that 
such a thing should be done in this pro- 
vince, where the fountains of justice are 
pure, if they are pure in any part of the 
world. 

The opinion has been expressed that 
the subject matter of the libel may per- 
haps not now be debateable even in the 
legislature. To Bay this is to admit 
ignorance of the powers of parliament. 
No court in the land hsi8 tiie power to 
say what tho legislature Bhall and what 
it shall not discuss. To suggest that the 
legislature would put itself in contempt 
by taking up the question of the libels is 
ridiculous. No one's mouth has been 
closed by the ruling of the magistrate. 
The defendants, if they believe they can 
justify their gros3 libels, have just as 
much right to do bo now through the 
press as they ever had or ever can have 
There is no power on earth that can stop 
them. There is nothing to prevent a 
man who ia innocent of a crime with 
which ho has been charged from 
proclaiming his innocence from 
the housetops, if ho chooses, 
lie can cry out publicly on tho atreela 
day and night that he is innocent. He 
can publish his innocence and the proofs 
of it in any way,, ahapo, manner or form 
that hia ingenuity can devise. There ia 
no power that can stop him. In view 
of this fact, any pretence that what the 
magistrate did has the effect of closing 
the defendants' mouths ia absurd, and 
the f ujgeBtion that tho magistrate acted 
with that intention becomes infamous. 



MANIFESTATIONS OF DEITY. 

Granting the existence of a supreme 
power, controlling material and spiritual 
nature and independent of it, there ia 
leBB difficulty in conceding that thero 
may be manifestations of it than in 
maintaining the contrary. If one Bays 
there ia no God, that is the end of all 
argument in respect to manifestations 
of divine power; but when once the ex- 
istence of a Deity is admitted, it follows 
almost of necessity that we shall admit 
that He impresses Himself upon the 
Universe in ways that are recognizable 
by the intelligent portion of creation. 

A Deity can never be more than a 
hypothesis when considered intellectu- 
ally from physical data. It is impossible 
by reasoning to demonstrate ilia exist- 
ence. All we can do is to gather tho 
available facts and draw from them the 
logical conclusion. To illustrate: 
The law of gravity is deduced 
from observation of phenomena. 
Certain events are observed to 
ojcur iu a certain sequence, and from 
this sequence philosophy has inferred 
the existence of a law in nature, wMch 
is called the law of gravity. No one has 
proved absolutely that such a law exists. 
There are some people, making a claim 
to extensive knowledge, who are dis- 
posed to question it. Thero are otherB 
who say that it ia simply one phase of a 
general law, and that its operation may 
be altered. However the weight of 
philosophical opinion is to the effect 
that, as far aa reeearch has gone, any 
other hypothesis than the existence of 
the law of gravity, as it is commonly 
understood, is untenable. Hence 
we speak of it as the dominant law in 
the physical universe. Whether inves- 
tigation may not show later that the 
views of philosophy on this point will 
'have to be recast is a matter with which 
we need not concern ourBolves. There 
are certain phenomena associated with 
vibration, which when fully understood, 
may completely annul all the teachings 
of the books, or at least show that our 
beat scientific theories will have to be in 
part altered. 

From the earlieBt period man has been 
a reasoning creature. No race exiete of 
ao little intelligence that it does not seek 
from effects to discover the cause. The 
secrets of nature are many, aud races of 
men on a low plane of knowledge en- 
deavor to explain them all by reference 
to supernatural forces. The hypothesis 
of many deities is the first that occurs 
to the mind of the savage. It is hia only 
way of accounting for what he doeB not 
understand. As to little children tho 
explanation of thunder, that it is caused 
by some one rolling barrels in the sky, 
is perfectly satisfactory, so to the prim- 
itive races the readiest way to account 
for things that do not carry their own 
explanation on their facos is that some 
deity, demon, sprite or fairy is reaponsi 
ble lor them. Ab knowledge advances 
it is found that much which seems in 
explicable is easily explained, si 
that for nearly everything, which is 
manifest to the ordinary observer, 
there iB no need for any hypothesis at 
all, because an explanation is available. 
In this way science has rendeied wholly 
unnecessary the belief in a multitude of 
mysterious agencies. It has substituted 
the hypothesis of laws for that of super 
natural beings. From the existence of a 
law we assume the existence of a law- 
giver. The idea of self-creating laws is 
unthinkable. We may think of such a 
thing, butwe cannot distinguish between 
such a conception and that of a Deity, 
fjr if a law is [self-creative and able 10 
adapt itself to every phase in which 
matter can exist, we are warranted in 
saying that such a law is all there can be 
ot Deity as far aa physical nature is con- 
cerned. 

The custom ia to say that science 
'cannot discover God, which is true 
enough, if what iB meant is that aspect 
of the Deity which touches the human 
hsart, conscience and boiiI ; but we 
m lintaio that if science Iihh discovered 
] that there are in physical nature, with 
which science alone deals, certain immu- 
table laws which appear to be self-creat- 
ive and eelf-sutlicient, it has discover, d 
one manifestation of the divine. 

Science having dispelled the host of 
genii and demons, which our ancestors 
once regarded aa affording tho only ex- 
planation of natural phenomena, has 
given us iiiBtead laws which, it ia el tim- 
ed, render the hypothesis of a Deity un- 
necessary. Herbert Spencer said he 
thought he perceived in physical nature 
everything requisite to nccount for 
everything that is; but the great phi- 
losopher was only looking for those 
manifestations of the divine, which are 
enfolded in tho material universe. He 
would not look for a God of love, mercy 
and justice in the physical creation any 
more than he would look for a God of 
gravity, motion or inertia in the 
spiritual creation. He dealt only with 
what he could weigh, measure or dis- 
cover by chemical or othor scientific 
testa. What can be discovered thus urn 
great thinga, it ia true; but they are not 
i be croateBt things, forjudged from the 
human standpoint tho greatest object to 



be attained by creation is the advance- 
ment of human happiness ; yet you can- 
not weigh happiness, nor measure it 
with a yardstick, nor discover it with a 
microscope. Science deals only 
with an aspect of creation, where- 
in certain manifestations cf the 
Diety are discernible, and it has 
found theee in what it calls natural laws, 
for we maintain that what is self-creat- 
ive aud self-sufficient is necessarily divine 
because thero can bo nothing higher 
than this. But we also claim that it 
does not follow that, because so much baa 
bejii discovered, ail has been, for 
what maybe called spiritual phenomena 
remain to bo taken into account. These 
appear to point to controlling laws, aa 
self-creative and self-sufficient as those 
in physical nature ; and if so, it is surely 
not unreasonable to claim these laws to bo 
a manifestation of the same existence 
which exhibits itself in the lawa of the 
material universe. But some may aak 
if we do not by this process of reasoning 
reduce the Deity simply to a system of 
laws. Wo answer by propounding the 
question which the wisdom of an ancient 
■but highly enlightened age found unan- 
swerable: "Canat thou by searching 
find out God?" and by quoting the 
diviuest Teacher of all, who said : "'God 
ia a spirit, and they that worship Him 
must worship Him in spirit and in 
truth."

Laet year there were only 41 schooners 
engaged in the sealing ; and still another 
idea may be gained of the decline of the 
industry when it is mentioned that 
while in 1890, 807 whites and 903 In 
diana made a livelihood sealing, only 
-1!(5 whites and 587 Indians were last 
year on the pay roll of the Victoria, fleet. 
The catch of .'id, HOskins for 18'.)7aa com- 
pared with 66.677 skins for the previous 
year has undoubtedly stimulated prices 
and sales to date, and this year's short- 
age in supply, as at present viewed, 
should not only greatly improve prices a 
year from now hut have an important 
effect on the sales of that part of the 
181)7 catch yet to be disposed of. An- 
other important feature not to be over 
looked in describing the sealing industry 
is the almost total abandonment of the 
Japan coast hunting grounds as un- 
profitable.

THE FULL COURT. 

Appeals Dismissed— Centre Star v. Iron 
Musk Stands Over. 

The Full court yesterday disallowed 
with costs the appeals in Turnbull v. 
Jones and Moore v. Hall Mines.

A PIONEER'S STORY. 

Experiences of an Early Christmas Season 
on Vancouver Island. 

Christmas Day, 1803, was ushered in by a 
bright eastern sky and a rosy morn, such 
as Vancouver Island has been noted for at 
all times since the advent of the white 
man to the then crown colony of British 
Columbia. 1883 was, as it were, an oil' 
year— the great rush to the Cariboo mines 
had taken place the year previous. Hun 
dreds had returned with well-Iilled bags of 
dust, and as Christmas time approached 
the festive time of all the year, it was 
Looked forward Id with anxious hearts, for 
in many cases the return ol loved ones who 
had braved the hardships of a t rip to the 
famous mines ol' Williams, Antler, Light- 
ning and other creeks in the new found 
El Dorado. 

Assembled in one of the dining rooms of 
the Hotel de France, which in those days 
stood on the site of the present Arcade on 
Government 3treot, were several well 
known bachelor friends, who had arranged 
to have their Christinas dinner together. 
There was J. [).. who had made a most suc- 
cessful trip to the inland gold fields of the 
Cariboo mountains, and by his wisdom in 
the selection of his stocks, for supplying 
the hardy miners, he was eminently suc- 
cessful, and through his energy and fore- 
sight had reaped a most handsome reward 
for his summer's operations. 

Six of the party were mini who bad ar 
rived at Fort Victoria in 1H58, with the firs 
rush to the Krnser river bars, and bad made 
money; and when the excitement of 1801-2 
followed, had also drifted miner like to the 
new discoveries, found upwards of 100 miles 
farther inland. The Cariboo country had 
made thorn rich; rich far beyond their fond 
anticipations. 

One of the party was T. O. V., a medlci 
man, who had gone in with the first rusl 
and by his untiring professional practice 
had amassed a very comfortable sum, in 
addition to holding a substantial interest in 
one of the new discoveries. 

During the courses which followed, the 
convivial glass was frequently tilled, and 
the hearty health of those wdio hud chosen 
to pass the season of the rigors of a Cari 
boo winter al the mines, was drunk. Nor 
were the old folks at home forgotten 
Taken altogether the dinner party was one 
of the most enjoyable and pleasant reun- 
ions that had taken place in tbe spaciou 
rooms of the pioneer hostelry. After din- 
ner speeches were in order, and the one 
made by John Wilson was a most pleasing 
feature. 

In rising to respond to the " Old Folks at 
Home.," Mr. Wilson said: "We cannot 
help but feci that ill our meetimr here, we 
are carrying out find Introducing to the 
westernmost part of the British Empire, 
one of England's time honored customs, 
and one that will be observed long after the 
maghiricent mines of Cariboo have yielded 
many millions to enrich the cotfers' of a!" 
who seek the shores of this bospitahl 
country and come under the protection of 
that llag which assures justice and ri^ht 
to the peoples of all nations and from all 
climes." 

Mr. Wilson concluded by referring to bis 
first experience in tbe use of snow shoes, 
during the siiriug of 1802. The joke was a 
good deal of the jus-handle variety, '• not 
t lie little brown jug," but was nevertheless 
all on one side, and quite different to the 
usual run of stories. It was much 
against the good naturedJohn Wilson, who 
did not wish to make himself a hero. Tl 
comparison ho made as between the lirst 
experience of putting packs on a mule and 
the lirst attempt of a tenderfoot on snow 
shoes was amusing. Mr. Wilson said the 
snowshoe experience took the palm. In 
MarJh,18G2, a pi rt/ of them started oil'fr m 
Yale ; the others were well up in the art, 
but our friend Wilson was rather slow to 
catch on, as the boys of those days, like 
those of the present time, designate it. The 
putting on of moccasins and the proper 
wrapping un of the feet was easily accom- 
plished, and the start from Yale was looked 
upon as a picnin hi't alter results. Mr. Wil- 
son said, quite knocked all picnic schemes 
out of his head. Descending the snowbanks 
was a pleasing feature, but the upward 
movement resulted in many a header, and 
had it not been for tha others in the party, 
Mr. Wilson jokingly said, as far as he 
was concerned, he would nol hav< been 
left to tell the tale. Ho trusted that the 
affording of proper means of communica- 
tion would give the future inrush of gold- 
seekers a more pleasant experience in 
reaching the miu s ttian bad in the past 
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pormil of more than a passim 
the many varied incidents ci 
the ever changing scenes in i 
Shortly after my arrival ; 
secured the (services of a sij 
paint and place my shingle, i 
ill Wi stern parlance, in I 
position o^-er llie fronl door of my cabin in 
Barkorville. The laugh ible features in one 
way, although exceedingly painful to an 
old miner known as Ned Killings, illustrate 
the proverbial good nature and forgiving 
spirit of minere generally. While passim; 
my office during a very strong wind storm 
that almost levelled everything in the min- 
ing town, my sign unbooked in some un- 
accountable way and descended on Neil s 
head, felling him to the ground, in which 
position he remained unconscious for some 
time. 

I had him as quickly as possible picked 
up ami taken into my otlice, where I ap- 
plied restoratives and did my best to make 
him comfortable. 1 thought at tbe time 
wdiat a singular and remarkable introduc- 
tion it was, professionally, to the mining 
community," the Doctor jokingly reinark- 
I, " securing as it were one of my own 
victims. The amusing feature of the inci- 
lentwas Ned's remark to me when he had 
•ecovered himself, and illustrates the 
pleasant disposition of most miners. I 
asked him if he felt improved and expressed 
regret that I was the cause, indirectly, of 
Hie severe blow he had received. 'Ned 
ipened his eyes and in a half dazed way re- 
marked, ' 1 say, Doc, that sign of yours is 
stii n uer.' " 

I'his little incident, the Doctor said, wns 
it nearly so funny m the first lire that 
look place in a cabin on Williams creek 
luring tho summer of 1802. Jim Albright's 
:ahin, which was situated on a little rise of 
ground some distance up from the creek, 
without exception, the neatest cabin 
anywhere about. While he and his part- 
ner were ut work along the line of sluices, 
lire was seen to issue from the roof of the 
little cabin, much to the consternation ami 
excitement of both Albright and his part- 
ner. Albright was n good natured Irish- 
man, while Sandy Maclean, his partner, 
vt as a broad shouldered Highlander. When 
they Were asked Low they managed to ex- 
tinguish the flames, Sandy replied, about 
as follows: 

We both had laid in a stock o' gro

in." It is needless to say Sandy saved his 
whiskey and used all the water nhout the 
premises to nut out. the lire, which, alter a 
hard light, they succeeded in doing. 

During the Doctor's professional career 
iu Cariboo he subl the funny Bide of life 
was not always in view; many were the 
sad scenes lie had witnessed, in and 
about Barkorville; scenes that had 
so impressed him that time could 
never eiase them. While attending tho 
last illness of poor Dnve Cleveland, an ill- 
ness induced by exposure during the win- 
ter ol ISlll, the dav before Ins death, he re- 
lated to me the following almost incredible 
story : 

He said that in 1849 he arrived 
in the city of Han Francisco, hav- 
ing spent' nine years in the 
mines in California, and during 1838 
dril'ted to the Fraser river. A portion of 
his fortune, consisting of $2,000, he hud 
brought to Victoria, and in 1802 was the 
lirst depositor in the then new Bank of 
British Columbia. This money, he said, 
u his request was for me 
and send il lo lib aged 
Harrisbllrg, Peiih. This 
Accomplishment, but iie. 
further stated that previous to leaving Cali- 
fornia he had buried an additional $2,000 
one mile northeast ol Marysville, at the 

foot of a bay tree on the border of 

creek, He had buried this treasure there 
tinder tho most distressing circum- 
stances. It appears that he and his 
partner were waylaid by two masked 
men; they each had two bugs of 
dust, with them. His partner was killed 
outright, while he was left lor dead, After 
the departure of the highwaymen he re- 
covered himself sufficiently to look about 
him, and in t he hurry the robbers had 
overlooked one of the sacks of dust be- 
longing to his partner. 

Cleveland (rave me instructions to try 
and secure the dust, and also lo advertise 
for tho relatives of his dead partner, whose 
name was Andrew Touikins, and to de- 
liver to them the dust saved from the en- 
counter with the ruffians, just outside 
the town, on that eventful night in 
1K.")T, when, as by a miracle, he 
escaped a dreadful death at the hands 
of desperadoes. 

Of course the Doctor said this was only 
one of many commissions he hud to per- 
form. There was another, u little soiled 
bag of nuegcts, representing two months' 
labor of Thomas Snell, who was injured 
and only lived live hours after dropping 
down n shaft on Williams creek. His last 
request wns for nie tu deliver the little 
faded sack 10 his aged mother, who was 
then u resident ol the city of San Fran- 
cisco. 

After the conclusion of Dr, V.'s remarks, 
Dan. Campbell, one of the successful 
miners, said bis experience since bis ar- 
rival in British Columbia, February, IttfiS, 
had been comparatively without excite- 
ment, excepting during bis lirst canoe trip 
from Victoria to Itoston liar, during April 
of that year. He and his three partners 
had purchased a large Indian canoe 
and complete OUtllt 10 lust six 
months, from the Hudson's Hay Com- 
pany's Btore, inside the fort. Their 
trip out oi the harbor and to Plumper l J uss 1 
was without ail) thing of moment occur- 
ring It is true t hey passed the Hudson's 
Hay Co. 's steamer Beuver, bound lor the 
fort, in Sidney channel, and camped thai 
nielit on Moresby island, and hud retired 
lor the night They had observed many 
camp tires <m adjacent islands, but felt se- 
cure from molestation, us the natives w ere 
looked upon •« ■o'ucr'Uivoly harmless, 
unless, perchance, a' .N orthern canoe load 
led Hydahs should happen that 



every possible scheme was resorted to to I 
keep u |> the ruling high prices. My feu- I 
Hires were drawn in earical ore to illustrate 
bow well 1 was fed, while Ben Stevens, of 
Stout's tiulcli, the thinnest man lever saw, 
was pictured as one who cooked for him- 
self. ' As il matt T of fact, the truth was, 
lien boarded at the restaurant, while I 
cooked for myself. Ben was a peculiar 
character. My ow n opinion is that if Ben 
had really cooked for himself, and had 
three meals a day from the restaurant- 
keepers in addition to his own meals he 
would still have been thin. 

II tvus the nature of Bill; nothing would 
put llesh on bis cane of bones. About this 
time an opportunity occurred for revenge, 
on my part, on that Cariboo restaurant 
man. A travelling theatrical troupe were 
to ftive several evenings' performances in 
liarkerville. and on the handbills 1 had the 
manager place " How Meals Are Ser- 
ved in Cariboo." Tbe scene presented 
in the Barkerville theatre brought down 
the house, As a matter ol lact the audi- 
ence were convulsed with laughter. 
Both Bill and 1 appeared on the stage, 
and the following amusing incident 
was indulged in by both of us. Of course 
we had taken the usual precaution to dis- 
guise our features," It was revenue we 
were both bent on, and the tunniiig to 
earth of io.it restaurant fiend who had 
been making sport .'.'I both of us. 

The scene presented was as near ns pos- 
sible the restaurant in question, and a com- 
plete showing up of how the food was man- 
ipulated, there was the re-hashed meat 
made from all the scraps gathered up Irom 
the table after every meal. The giving of 
the appearance of a grid-iron to a steak by 
placing a red hot rod across it in several 
places; in fact, we made a complete ex- 
pose ol the whole business, lieu marched 
around the stage, with the words, in 
big bold letters on his narrow back, " The 
efl'ect of six months' restaurant board in 
Cariboo." You should nave beard the 
miners laugh ; it is still ringing in my ears. 
The n 'Xt morning before 7 o'clock the 
restaur tint man cubed upon us and oll'ered 
us $5,000 in gold il we would withdraw the 
play. " Revenge is sweet." and to coin- 
jdete the performance was our determined 
aim. We took the part successfully for ten 
nights, and in less than two week's one of 
the trickiest restaurant keepers that ever 
gouged a miner packed up bis traps and 
It'll Cariboo. 

Tbe hour was now past three in the 
morning, and the bachelors of the early 
days drank each other's health in Mowing 
bowls and departed in joyful mood to 
t heir rooms.

In Snn Francisco rocently tho Exam 
iner published wlmt is complained oi ub 
a criminal libel reflecting on a political 
and business opponent, Clans Spreckels, 
the sugar king, who is also interested in 
the (Jail. Proceedings wore instituted 
against tho managing editor, and be has 
been committed for triul by Judge Gamp- 
bell, who in giving his decision made an 
interesting reviow of the law on the sub- 
ject. In this he said : 

"The article was offered and road in 
evidence and is libelous perse. It wits 
a clipping from an interior paper. The 
defendant seeks to escape responsibility 
because be had employed a competent 
man, one C. S. Aiken, to select clippings 
from exchanges, and that he, defendant, 
being absent the evening of t tie publica- 
tion nt the theatre, ditl not see the pub- 
lished article until some time afterward, 
and, therefore, is not chargeable with 
the publication thereof. 

"At the common law if a libel ap- 
peared in a newspaper the proprietor, 
the editor and tho printer and the pub- 
lisher were each liable, both civilly and 
criminally. All tho text writers agree 
in this. 

"To the same effect are all the Eng- 
lish decisions prior to the act of t! and 7 
Victoria. By the act of and 7 Vie. the 
rule was changed. 

"Tho law regarding criminal libel will 
be found fully laid down in chapter 10 of 
ti tie 8 of part 1 of the penal code, sec- 
tions '_M8 to 257, both inclusive. Section 
253 penal code is as follows, viz : ' Each 
author, editor and proprietor of any 
book, newspaper or ferial publication is 
chargeable with the publication ol 
any words contained in any part 
of such book or number of such news- 
paper or serial.' The English language 
docs not contain any words that could 
make the meaning of this section plainer. 
It means just what it BayB, vz: that 
each editor of a newspaper is chargeable 
with the publication of any libel appear- 
ing in such paper. 

" The contention of defendant that a 
malicious intent must be shown in crim- 
inal libel by direct evidence of witnesses, 
hecause of the language of section 24V) 
Penal Code avails bun nothing because 
of the plain expression of section L'50 
of the Penal Code, which reads aa fol- 
lows : 

" The caeo of State vs. Maoon, 20 Or,, 
273, decided in November, 1894, is almost 
identical with the one now before me. 
In that case the samo plea was made by 
the defendant as is internosed here, but 
the Supreme court of Oregon in a very 
learned and exhaustive decision, written 
by Chief .Justice Bean (one of the bright- 
est legal minds iu our country), brushed 
it aside as founded neither in law nor 
justice. 

" In that case it waH decided that 
' Under a statute providing that if any 
person shall publish or cause to be pub- 
lished concerning another any false or 
scandalous matter with intent to injure 
or defame, bo shall be punished etc., 
it is nit necessary to constitute the 
offense of libel that the publisher should 
have entertained a specific malicious in- 
tent to injure and defamo the proeecut- 
ing witness aa the natural and probable 
consequence of the publication is to in- 
jnre and defame, and the law will infer 
that the publisher intended the results 
of his act.' 

" Our Supreme court in Taylor vs. 
llenrst, 107 Cal., 202, ubcb this language, 
which is very apposite: 'Libel is n 
fulae and unprivileged publication which 
exposes any person to hatred, contempt, 
ridicule or obloquy, or which causes him 
to be shunned or avoided, or which has 
a tendency to injure him in his business, 
and the proprietor of a newspaper in 
which a libel is published, though he 
had no knowledge of the publication at 
tho time, is as responsible for it as ho 
would have been if it bad been done by 
bun personally or under his direct super- 
vision.' 

"Such should be the law. The pub- 
lisher or managing editor of a newspa- 
per should be made civilly and crimin- 
ally responsible ior libels appearing 
therein. Otherwise the publisher anil 
editor could reside in New York and 
publish the worst libels against tho best 
citizens of California, Bnd escape pun- 
ishment because thev did not personally 
see them before publication. 

" If a man gives another man a ton of 
powder and a lighted torch to play with, 
and an explosion results, surely be 
should bo held liable."

Tin: returns of the city police depart- 
ment for the year ending December 31 
last show that the efforts of the police to 
suppress crime have continued highly 
successful. During 1897 thero were 58 
leas charges heard by the police niagiE* 
trate than in 1896. Of the 700 charges 
brought, 558 were against whites, 70 
against Indians, and 00 against Chinese, 
The charges brought against Indians 
during the year were by no meanB of a 
serious nature. The following convic- 
tions were recorded in tho police 
court: Assault 2, drunk 44, malicious 
injury to property 1, possession of in- 
toxicants 22. A notable feature in re- 
gard to the Indians charged with offences 
against the law is that there was not 
during tho year a single conviction for 
theft. 

In the case of tho Chinese, the report 
does not show so favorably. The crimes 
committed by the sons of tho Flowery 
Kingdom were indeed varied. Drunks 
were infrequent, only one conviction be- 
ing recorded. There were nine convic- 
tions for stealing, and aix Chinese 
charged with this o Hence were dis- 
charged. Convictions for infractions of 
the city by-laws number twenty- 
one. Tho following shows the nature 
of the crimes committed by the Chinese 
during the year, and the convictions re- 
corded: Assault, 1 conviction ; assault- 
ing police, 1 do. ; infraction of city by- 
laws, 21 do. ; drunk, 1 do. ; attempted 
Biiicide, 1 sent for trial ; attempted rapp, 
\ sent for trial ; cutting and wounding, 1 
sent for trial ; forgery, 1 sent for trial; 
gambling, 2 sent for trial ; intent to com- 
mit felony, 1 conviction; obtaining 
goods by false pretences, 13 do. ; posses- 
sion of Btolen property, 3 do. ; supplying 
intoxicants to Indians, 3 do. ; stealing, 
9 do. Altogether 64 chargeB were heard 
against Chinese residents, 11 convictions 
were made, were sent up for trial, and 
17 were discharged. 

The offences committed by " whites 
and others," as it is put in the report, 
were more serious and more varied than 
those recorded against either the Indians 
or Chinese. The most serious cases 
brought before the magistrate were : 
Criminal assault, 1 sent for trial ; em- 
bezzlement, 1 conviction; forgery, 'J sent 
for trial; housebreaking, 7 sent for trial; 
aggravated assault, S convictions; point- 
ing a revolver", 2 convictions ; shooting 
with intent to kill, 1 Bent up for 
trial ; threatening to kill, 1 conviction. 
For infractions of tho public morals by- 
law 21 convictions were recorded. 
Twenty-seven convictions for theft were 
made in the police court and four pris- 
oners charged with this offence were 
Bent up for trial. The following addi- 
tional ligureB ehow the extent and 
nature of the crimes committed by- 
whites during 18!)7 : Assault, 27 convic- 
tions; assaulting police, 1 do.; arson, 1 
sent for trial ; infraction of animals act, 
3 convictions; burglary, 8 sent for trial ; 
cruelty to animals, 1 conviction; carry- 
ing concealed weapons, 1 do. ; 
creating a disturbance, 4 do. ; in- 
fraction of city by-laws, 64 do. ; 
drunk, 133 convictions; frequenting 
houses of ill-fame, 4 convictions; 
gambling, 1 Bent for trial ; indecent ex- 
posure, 2 convictions; infraction of 
liquor license act, 0; malicious injury to 
property, 11 convictions; neglecting to 
provide for family, 1 do. ; possession of 
stolen property, 8 do. ; perjury, 2 con- 
victions; supplying intoxicants to In- 
dians, 4 do.; vagrancy, 11 convictions.

The Lower Prices in Victoria Make 
a Great Difference in His 
Outfitting Expense. 



Mr. L°e Stanley of Rochester, X. V., 
is an American "through and through," 
as ho expresses it, but be has come 
direct from Seattle to this city to pur- 
chase a two years' outfit for the Northern 
gild fields. Mr. Stanley is an experi- 
enced miner, having spent six months 
in the Omilak mines of Alaska, and a 
number of years in Nevada, California 
and Oregon engaged in mining. 

To the Colonist last evening he stated 
most emphatically that a miner could 
save at least 10 per cent, all round on 
American prices by outfitting in Vic- 
toria. This conclusion, he said, had not 
been arrived at without careful investi- 
gation, lie had travelled direct from 
Rochester to Seattle, having heard a 
great deal in favor of the latter place as 
an outfitting point, and he had spent 
two days looking into the prices there. 
On Friday evening ho came over to Vic- 
toria, and as a result of his enquiries 
here he says he will save on his own 
outfit, costing about $900, and his fare 
to the north, at the least $250. 

Mr. Stanley is organizing a party of 
ten experienced miners here, and will 
remain in the city about, ten days. lie 
estimates that the total outfit of the 
party will cost in the neighborhood of 
$10,000. Speaking of this matter of out- 
fitting Mr. Stanley says: 

" I know what I am Bpeaking of when 
I say that Victoria is the proper place 
at which to outfit for tho North. Your 
merchants thoroughly understand the 
outfitting trade ; their goods are of the 
best quality; and above all they don't 
try to get the better of a man 
here. InjjSeattlo it is different. If a 
man asks for a woollen shirt thero he is 
immediately asked if he is going to 
Alaska. If he answers in the affirma- 
tive he can expect to get robbed. Robbed 
is a strong term, but it is the only one to 
use. 1 am convinced now that had I 
purchased my outfit thero I would have 
literally been robbed of at least $200. 

" Now this illustrates what I say," 
continued Mr. Stanley, producing a 
splendid pair of field glasses, a com- 
pass and a barometer. "These 
articles I purchased in Victoria 
to-day, paying for the three 
$49. I priced the same goods in Seattle, 
and had I purchased them would have 
paid $63. I alBO bought a pair of boots 
hero for $7. In Seattle boots not qnito 
up to them in quality aro selling at $10. 
In fact, in clothing, provisions and my 
passage up I am saving (duty included) 
about 10 per cent by purchasing hero. 

" I am very sorry that all my friends 
in the East do not know this, as many 
are going to Seattle to outfit, not having 
heard much about Victoria. It is a 
pity your city did not do more 
advertising in the east, for I believe that 
with the advantages you can offer here, 



Victoria would be crowded with prospec- 
tive gold hunters to-day. As it is many 
people who go to Seattle to outfit will 
end in coming here. They are bb 
rapacious aa wolves about money getting 
over there, and I sure many will leave 
disjusted as I did." 

Mr. Stanley says that in the matter of 
distributing circulars, Victoria is far 
behind Seattle. He picked up one 
of the B. C. Board of Trade circulars 
in Cleveland, but Baid he did not see 
any in New York. The Northern Pacific 
circulars and literature booming Seattle 
as an outfitting point were being freely 
disseminated all through the Eastern 
States. 

" Yotr.r people," he said, " do not put 
matters strong enough in then eiieulare. 
T know Irjm my own expeiienee that 
they can safely say a miner can save at 
least 40 per cent, on Seattle prices by 
purchasing here." 

While at the Northern Pacific station 
on Monday evening last Mr. Stanley 
says he saw a telegram which stated 
that Ihe prices for transportation 
from Seattle to the north, had been 
raised at least 20 per cent, owing to the 
rush of people there. 

As soon as Mr. Stanley forms his party 
here he will go to the Yukon gold fields, 
probably by way of the Stickeen river, 
lie is anxious to meet practical miners 
and will bo at the Pritchard house for a 
fortnight. Like many other parties that 
have gone in, he intends to work in the 
gold fields on the co-operation plan, 

A DILATORY STEAMER. 

The " Geo. E. Starr " Keeps Crowds Wait 
ing and Business at a Stand Still. 

There was a great deal of importance 
attached to the Geo. E. Starr's arrival 
from the Sound, and when tho hours be- 
gan to elapse after the time she was due 
in port and thero was jet no Geo. 
E. Starr, there more than post 
otlice clerks, hackmen and hotel 
men in arms about her. The Danube 
could not sail for the North until she re- 
ceived a quantity of freight tho Starr 
was bringing, and the many miners 
aboard neariy exhausted their season's 
tobacco supply in waiting for the 
dilitory steamer. At hiHt she arrived 
some six hours late, it being after 10 
o'clock instead of 1 :30 o'clock when she 
reached port. 

THE " COQUITLAm's " OVERHAULING. 

When the repairs to tho steamer Co- 
quitlam aro completed that veBeel will 
have been on Turpel's ways upwards of 
a fortnight, having been hauled out on 
Thursday last. The repairs consist of 
the renewal of two plates on the steam- 
er's bottom, and the patching of a third. 
All aro located on tho vessel's noBe 
where bIio had come in contact with the 
rocks in Northern waters. 

MARINE NOTES. 

Tho steamer Willapa on sailing for 
West Coast points yesterday evening 
carried away a very large freight. She 
also had several passengers, some of 
whom aro West Coast settlers and others 
prospectors. 

Steamer Alki which was scheduled to 
Bail for tho North yesterday did not 
call here, all passengers and freight for 
Skagway and Wrangel having been sent 
on tho Danube

Various Routes by Which The Klondyke 
May Be Reached Cheaply and 
Quickly From Victoria. 



THERE are many routes into the Yukon, but five of them or at 
most six are likely to attract much attention this year. 
These are the Stiekeen-Teslin, or all-Canadian route, the 
Taku route, the White Pass or Skagway route, the Dyea or Chil- 
koot route, the Chilkat Pass or Dalton Trail, and the St. Michael's 
route up the Yukon from its mouth in Behring Sea. 

The Stickeen route is available now for the transportation of 
prospectors and will doubtless be available during February and 
March, and perhaps part of April for winter transportation of 
freight. Those going by it will take a steamer at Victoria for YVran- 
gel, which is situated on an island about six miles from the mouth of 
the Stickeen. VVrangel is in territory now occupied by the United 
-States. It is 800 miles from Victoria. British subjects have the 
right to the free navigation of the short part of the Stickeen which 
flows through territory in the possession of the United States. In 
the season of navigation, steamers can sail from points in British 
Columbia up the Stickeen past the conventional boundary, and 
hence will not be subject to interference in any way from the United 
States Custom House officer at VVrangel, except that they are ex- 
pected to report, but during the winter season and in cases where 
during the season of river navigation the sieamers transfer cargoes 
at VVrangel, Canadian goods must be reported to the Custom 



Teslin lake, Mr. Saint Cyr and his party sailed down the lake 
in boats, and it may be noted for the benefit of miners that while 
the lake lies northwest the prevailing winds are southeast, the 
most favorable for those going laden towards the Yukon. Besides, 
the wind is steadier and not so stormy as at Bennett, where so 
many boats have come to grief. At Teslin lake there is no 
trouble of this kind. The end of the lake was reached in the 
middle of October and it took five days to sail up the lake. The 
narrows were frozen by this time, but surveyor Duchesnay's party 
had gone through the narrows the day before and so left a channel 
which Mr. Saint Cyr's boats utilized. The lake itself is so large a 
body of water that it could not possibly freeze till very much 
later." 

One of the Yorke party, engaged in taking- a saw mill to the 
lake, writes of the country between Telegraph Creek and Teslin 
lake as follows : 

"It is a picnic to what I expected. The only work will be 
getting to the summit. The chain of lakes all run to the north, 
and the wind blowing from the north blows the snow oil" the lakes 
and fills up the swamps between the lakes solid, so a man can 
make a road over the tops of the bushes. Everyone turned out to 
cut a road up Telegraph creek. We followed the creek all the 
way when about four miles from here instead of keeping to the 
high hard ground." 

Arrangements are in progress and will doubtless he carried 
out whereby steamers will be put upon Teslin lake and the Hoota- 
linqua river early next season, so that passengers can be taken 
from the head of the lake directly to Dawson City. 

THE TAKU ROUTE. 

The Taku route is fully described in Mr. Ogilvie's paper 
printed in this issue. At present there does not seem to be a 



journey of more than four hundred miles. After the Pass has 
been surmounted, and the trail here is not described as especially 
difficult, the traveller finds himself in a country consisting of a 
succession of hills of no very great altitude with narrow valleys 
between them. There are not many serious difficulties in the way 
of travel and there is a good deal of grass on the way for pack 
animals. Probably if an early start were made, that is as soon as 
the grass was sufficiently grown to afford feed, this route would 
be found very serviceable for driving beef cattle into the Yukon 
valley. Plans for rail way construction there are also being formed 
and will doubtless be put in execution during the coming summer. 

The terminal points of sea navigation at the head of Lynn 
Canal are in territory in possession of the United States and 
consequently all goods intended to be transported into the Yukon, 
and not the product of the United States must be reported there 
to the Customs officer in charge of the sub-port of Dyea. Arrange- 
ments have been made between the government of Canada and 
that of the United States for the carriage of goods to the con- 
ventional boundary upon terms that will be satisfactory to miners. 
All goods not the produce of Canada must, on reaching Tagish 
lake, be reported to the Canadian Custom House officer there 
and duty must be paid on them. This duty averages about 
30 per cent, on the cost of the outfit. If the ultimate destination 
of the goods is Alaska, the owner will receive a certificate, 
which will entitle him to a return of the amount paid in duty 
when he has returned his goods to United States territory. It is 
thought that this arrangement will be wholly satisfactory to people 
of every nationality. 

the st. Michael's koute. 

The Si. Michael's, or all water route, is very much the longest 
of all, and is available only tor a short period, less than three 
months, every year. By it the traveller ascends the Yukon river 
from its mouth, the distance from Behring sea to Dawson City 
being about 2,000 miles. British subjects are entitled by treaty to 
the free navigation of the Yukon. The distance to the mouth of 
the river and thence up to the gold fields is so great that transpor- 
tation by individuals of their own outfits is entirely out of the ques- 
tion, so that everything in this line will have to be done by 
transportation companies. This will relieve individuals of any 
expense or trouble in the matter of bonding goods during the time 
they are in transit through United States territory, as the transpor- 
tation companies will see to this. To reach the gold fields by this 




House officer, at Wrangel, who will give a certificate enabling- the 
owner to carry them into Canadian territory without paying duties. 
The route lies up the Stickeen a distance of about 148 miles to 
Telegraph Creek. A landing may be made at points nearer the 
coast and probably during the summer there will be a number of 
trails opened from the river across the country to Teslin lake; but 
at present the terminal point of travel, either in summer or winter, 
is Telegraph Creek. Thence a trail, from 125 to 150 miles in 
length," according to the route taken, leads to Teslin Lake. The 
■country between the river and the lake is not difficult and plans 
are now being formed for the opening and maintenance of a winter 
road suitable for sleighs drawn by horses to be used during the 
months of February and March next. A road is to be opened on 
the Stickeen river for sleighs, so that if the winter is not excep- 
tionably unfavorable, a good team road will be available from the 
mouth of the river to the lake. In the spring and summer steamers 
will carry passengers up the river. For the first four or five weeks 
such passengers will be able to make their way across to the lake 
upon the same road that the sleighs will use, as the ground re- 
mains, frozen until late in May. The passengers by the first boats 
up the Stickeen ought to be able to use the sleigh road for a pack 
trail. It is the intention of the Dominion and Provincial govern- 
ments to unite in making a good trail between the river and the 
lake at the earliest possible day, and a wagon road will be begun 
as soon as the snow goes off. The advantage of this route is that 
the country is broad and open, with food for pack animals on the 
way. There is no single narrow defile through which all travel 
must pass, but a wide expanse of country over which prospectors 
may select different routes, if they find it necessary. Teslin lake 
is a splendid sheet of water nearly a hundred miles long and very 
free from storms. Its outlet is the Hootalinqua river, which is a 
very fine navigable stream, 122 miles long from the lake to its 
junction with the Lewis river. Mr. Hamlin, C. F., provincial land 
surveyor, says he found the water to he at least 11 feet in depth 
except in one place where it was live feet deep, but he thinks that 
was on a bar. The current was from 2 to 5 miles an hour. The 
point of junction with the Lewis is below lake Lebarge and hence 
the route via Teslin lake avoids the dangerous White Horse 
rapids. This route is also through a region that is known to 
contain many valuable placers and in which prospecting is certain 
to be very active next year. Arrangements are in progress which 
it is hoped will lead to the completion of a railway from Telegraph 
•Creek to Teslin lake before next autumn. The accommodation 
•on the river during the season of navigation will be all that can 
be desired. The C. P. N., the Hudson's Bay Co., the Canadian 
Pacific, the Klondyke .Mining, Trading and Transportation com- 
panies, will all have steamers on the route. The Stickeen-Teslin 
route will unquestionably be .1 very popular one, both during the 
winter and summer. The following from the CoLOMST of Decem- 
ber 1 5th, is apropos : 

" Mr. Saint Cyr, is a Dominion land surveyor. Mr. Saint 
Cyr came out to the coast by way of the Skagway trail, and now, 
speaking of his experience, he says that assuredly if he were going 
.to the Yukon he would choose the Stickeen route. He left VIC-

likelihood of its being- much used during the coming season, 
although in the event of great congestion of travel on the Skag- 
way and Dyea routes many persons may seek to enter the Yukon 
by this way. No arrangements have yet been made towards 
getting it ready for use and so far as is known, none are in 
contemplation. Yet for the reason just given, and in spite of some 
serious objections to it, the existence of such a route to the interior 
ought always to be kept in mind. Until the construction of a 
railway, all routes to the Yukon will be more or less difficult and 
travel over them will be tedious and in some cases attended with 
serious danger. The Taku will therefore, in certain contingencies, 
have its share of travel. A railway has been surveyed over this 
route and it is understood that construction will be begun as soon 
as the snow goes off. 

THE LYNN CANAL ROUTES. 

The next route in order going Northward up the Coast is the 
White Pass or Skagway route ; next comes the Dyea or Chilkoot 
route, and on the opposite or Western side of Lynn Canal is the 
Chilkat Pass or Dalton trail. All wf these routes will be used this 
year by hundreds and no doubt thousands of prospectors. The 
first two are better known than any of the other routes into the 
country for the reason that they have been travelled by thousands, 
backwards and forwards, during- the past two years. Description 
of them is scarcely necessary, but those who wish to refresh their 
memories in regard to them will find detailed descriptions in Mr. 
Ogilvie's paper. Every effort is being made to facilitate travel 
over them during the coming season. At the Dyea Pass a wire 
tramway is being constructed to carry goods over the most difficult 
part of the journey. At Skagway a transportation company is' 
building a wagon road, another company expects to build a tram- 
way and it is hoped that a railway will be constructed during the 
coming summer. Plans are being matured for the construction of 
a tramway around the White Horse rapids, which will remove one 
of the most serious objections to this route. During the present: 
winter hundreds of miners have gone North intending to make 
their way over either the White Pass or the Chilkoot Pass to the 
lakes at the head of the Lewis river, where they will take boats 
as soon as the ice breaks up. • 

At Skagway a town is rapidly under construction and business 
establishments of all kinds can be found there. It is the intention 
of several business firms to go into trading quite extensively here. 
It boasts of three wharves, each sufficient for the accommodation 
of two vessels at the same time. The town is growing rapidly 
and has at present a large transient population. At Dyea there is 
also the beginning of a new town, although not so many people 
live there as at Skagway. Probably the resident population of 
Dyea may be put at 750 and that of Dyea at upwards of a 
thousand. These numbers take no account of persons in transit. 
At present Dyea is without wharf accommodation, but at least one 
pier will be ready for the spring rush. Pending its construction 
goods have to be lightered from the steamers to the shore. 

The Chilkat Pass or the Dalton trail presents a good summer 
route' to the Yukon: valley, although it involves an overland 



route an ocean steamer must be taken at Victoria or some other 
one of the Coast cities, whence such steamers sail. The voyage is 
Northwesterly across the Pacific ocean as far as O.unalaska in the 
Aleutian archipelago, thence northward to St. Michael's, an island 
lying North of the mouth of the Yukon, and about sixty miles from 
it. Here a transfer is made to river steamers and the long journey 
up the Yukon is begun. The navigation of this great river is not 
attended with any danger to life, but owing to the shallowness of 
the water in many places, steamers of any but very light draft 
are likely to run aground, thereby entailing vexatious delays. The 
experience of last season has proved a very useful guide to steam- 
boat men, and the new steamers in course of construction are 
specially adapted for use on the river. With the single exception 
of the Five Fingers rapids, the Yukon river is navigable by light 
draft boats all the way from Behring sea to Teslin lake. The Five 
Fingers rapids, it is believed, will be passable by steamers of good 
power. Mr. Ogilvie's description of navigation on the Yukon may 
be referred to for other particulars. 

St. Michael's, where the transfer is made from ocean to river 
boats, belongs to the United States, and is at present administered 
by the War Department under regulations of which the following 
is a summary : 

Applications for permission to conduct legitimate business- 
enterprises must be accompanied by testimonials of good character 
and standing, reciting the nature of the business to be conducted; 
the location, as nearly as possible, on unoccupied land within the 
reservation ; the area of land necessary ; number and character of 
buildings, etc., to be erected, and probable date when occupancy 
is to be commenced and terminated. 

Those located on this reservation at the time the reservation 
was made, will, in like manner, present their applications for 
permits. 

The permit will authorize the grantee to maintain the specified 
business, and none other, at the places named. 

The permit will not be negotiable, and will be of no value or 
effect until presented and recorded by the commanding officer of 
Fort St. Michael, and the location staked out by him. 

It will not be transferable without the approval of the Secre- 
tary of War, except where both parties to the transfer are on the 
ground and one desires to dispose of his interest ; in which event 
the commanding officer for St. Michael will authorize the transfer. 

It will give no right or title to ownership of lands and is re- 
vocable at the will of the Secretary of War. 

Occupants under these permits will be subject at all times to 
such police regulations as may be imposed from time to time by 
the commanding officer of Fort St. Michael or higher authority. 

In case of naturally restricted landings, sites for buildings or 
ship yards, no monoply will be given to any person or corporation 
and no permit will be construed to do this ; and disagreements 
between holders of permits will, after a careful hearing- by him, be 
settled by the commanding officer of Fort St. Michael. 

No retailing of distilled spirits in the reservation will be 
allowed, but this prohibition shall hoi include light wines or beer.

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Mr. William Ogilvie Traces 
Their History. 



River which empties its waters into this inlet about two miles 
Below the glacier, runs over a pretty wide valley; and is full of sand 
bars that divide the waters into many streams, rendering' it some- 
what doubtful for steamboat navigation. 1 have heard it stated 
that this river was navigable for steamboats, but this is very ques- 
tionable. During the months of June and July, an ordinary river 
steamer probably could make her way up to the first forks— some 
sixty miles — but no further. From the forks, the route from this 
inlet follows the left hand, or Nakinah branch, up past the mouth 
of the Slocoh branch, joining from the west, and up which there is 
a route over which the Indians travel to Tagish Lake. The Indians 
report this an easy route, with two low summits to cross ; but it 
offers no distinct advantage over the next two routes which 1 will 
notice. About eleven miles above the mouth of the Slocoh, we 



A Comprehensive Resume of All That 
One Wants to Know of The Great 
Northern Treasure Land. 



THE following is the complete lecture delivered in Victoria, 
B.C., on the 5th of November, 1897, by Mr. William Ogilvie, 
explorer and surveyor of the Government of Canada in the 
Yukon District of the Northwest Territories, bordering on the 
Territory of Alaska. The district is more generally known by the 
name of the " Klondyke Gold Fields," from the phenomenally rich 
mines discovered on the branches of the Klondyke. The manu- 
script has been revised and amplified by Mr. Ogilvie since the 
delivery of the lecture, and its publication is authorized by him. 
Mr. Ogilvie's statements are of the greatest value, and can be 
taken as absolutely correct, not only because of his well-known 
ability and integrity, but because they are the result of his actual 
observation, experience and work, he having spent many years in 
the Yukon region in the service of the Dominion Government. 
Me is conceded to be the best living authority upon all matters 
concerning this far northern portion of America, and what he has 
to say as to the Yukon country generally, the several routes giving 
ingress to it, its natural resources and mineral formation — as well 
as the glimpses which he permits of the life of the miners at the 
fever period of the great rush- is here presented: — 

Mr. Ogilvie said : " To make a commencement of the subject 
we will assume that we want to visit the Yukon country. I may 
say that 1 object to the use of the name- Klondyke, because that is 
so small a portion of the territory we have up there in the Yukon 
region, in comparison with which the area of the Klondyke is an 
insignificant quantity, and nearly all that vast stretch of country 
has yet to be prospected. 1 will first introduce you to the several 
routes into this gold bearing region which are now known. 
Leaving Victoria by any one of the steamers which run from here 
we make our way through the well known Seymour Narrows, 
taking care to time the passage to reach there at a suitable stage 
of the water, for it is well known that no ship can go through 
except at either high or low tide. In a few days, according to the 
capacity of the steamer, we reach Port Simpson, the most northerly 
seaport in British Columbia or Canada on the Pacific Ocean. If- 
we wish to make our way farther in British bottoms, we can here 
take the river steamers and proceed from Port Simpson to VVrangel, 
it being about 170 miles from the former point to the mouth of the 
Stickeen River, proceeding up that river about 150 miles, or 
perhaps a little less distance as will be found when the surveys are 
made for the proposed railway facilities. That distance occupies 
sixty hours or a little more. From the head of the Stickeen the 
road would follow through an undulating country which presents 
no serious obstacles to railway construction, and for the greater 
part of the distance of 150 miles is pretty well covered with timber. 
Mr. W. T. Jennings, C.E., who lately made an examination of 
that route for the Government, gave me some notes on it and 
asked me to say that the natural food supply for horses or cattle 
as he saw it,' was not more' than sufficient to feed a couple of hun- 
dred head. Any greater number would soon crop it bare. Those 
contemplating entry by that route may take this as a warning, and 
carry with them a sufficient quantity of food to obviate any risk in 
this direction, otherwise the consequences may be serious. The 
surface consists of low, sandy ridges, interspersed with low, 
swampy ground, the passage of which would be difficult for pack 
animals. Arrived at the head of Teslin Lake, we produce our 
whipsaws and commence to get out lumber for our boats. Now, 
whipsawing has been said to be one of the. inventions of Satan, 
and when two are doing that work it is necessary for success that 
one shall push and the other shall pull; but when, as is too often 
the case with the tenderfoot, both either pull or both push, there is 
likely to be some inquiry from the man who is above as to what 
the other fellow is. doing, and there may be some uncomplimentary 
language indulged in and the man below may ask his partner 
to'come down and have it out. And if this same 
man below gets a grain of sawdust in his eye during 
the progress of the quarrel there will be quite a 
sulphurous atmosphere around there for some time. 
After a while though, in spite of these difficulties, 
the boat will be finally got ready and then com- 
mences the trip down the Teslin Lake, which is 
eighty miles long and bounded on both sides by high 
mountains. This lake takes its name from that of 
a large fish found in its waters. The Teslin-tuh, 
which discharges the waters of this lake, means in 
the Indian tongue 'the Teslin River,' and to call 
it the Teslin-tuh River is but a repetition of words, 
the proper rendition being Teslin River. The Hoota- 
linqua or Teslin River is about 125 miles long, or 
a total distance from Victoria to its confluence with 
the Lewis of about 1,300 miles by this route. At 
two points only are there hindrances to navigation 
on this river— one of them reported to be a short 
distance below the lake, consists of a number of 
islands, with narrow, shallow channels between. In 
very low water in autumn there is not more than 
two and a half or three feet of water through, but 
as the bed of the river is gravel and the distance is 
said to be not more than a couple of hundred yards, 
this could easily be amended by opening the best 
channel and concentrating nearly all the water in 
the river there. The other obstacle is even less 
serious than this. It is farther down the river, and 
as I understand it from report, consists simply of a 
sort of dyke of rock running across the river some- 
what higher than the general bottom. In low water 
it is said a steamer might touch, this in passing over 
it, but this also could be easily and cheaply remedied. 

" I leave you now at the mouth of the Teslin, 
and go back to Wrangel, where we take an American 
boat to Juneau. There has been during the past 
few months some talk in regard to a proposed route srwr 
bywayofTaku Inlet. In 1894 and 1895 I was instruct- 
ed to go into that portion of the country. Taku Inlet is about. 18 
miles long and heads in a glacier of the same name, which is the 
liveliest glacier I have seen in Alaska. During the summer of 1S93 
I was camped for three weeks in its vicinity, and several times 
every clay the noise from its discharges of ice was like salvos of 
artillery, and could often be distinctly heard at a distance of twelve 
or fifteen miles. It keeps the head of the inlet almost continuously 
full of ice, many pieces of which are veritable icebergs. The tides 
and the winds play with these and keep them drifting back 
and forth around the head of the Inlet to such an extent as 
to render it almost useless as a harbor. Compared with this it 
seems to me the celebrated Muir glacier is tame indeed. I visited 
it three times, and never once saw it discharge any ice. Taku 




leave the Nakinah and go up the valley of a small stream which 
flows through a rocky defile that might appropriately be termed a 
canyon. VVe follow this about four miles, and turning sharp to 
the right ascend the valley of anothej- small stream some four 
miles to the summit. There would be considerable difficulty in the 
last eight miles in the construction of a railway, but from here on 
to Teslin Lake, some fifty or sixty miles, I do not apprehend any- 
serious hindrance to construction of a suitable road. While on the 
ground I noticed that a portion of the worst of this route might be 
avoided by going around a mountain to the westward of it, which 
seemed to me at the time to afford easier grades and a more suit- 
able country, but which would be several miles longer. I have 
since learned that an engineer who was sent in this summer to 
search for a route through this country, examined the latter part 
and found it practicable. This route, as does the Stickeen, takes 
us to the head of Teslin Lake, from where they are one. We have 
here then, two routes, one of them offering to us the advantage of 
a river which is certainly navigable for fair sized steamers during 
several months. They both offer the advantage of being all- 
Canadian routes, because in the Anglo-Russian treaty of 1825, 
while Great Britain conceded a coast strip to Russia which was to 
be bounded by the summits of the mountains running parallel with 
the sea— except where such summits were more than ten marine- 
leagues from the Coast, in which case a line ten marine leagues 
distant was to be the boundary — she at the same time reserved the 
right to navigate forever, freely and without hindrance, all 
streams, rivers, bays and inlets leading from the Interior to the 
waters of the ocean. Now, under this article, we clearly have the 



face, with very little soil for filling or grading purposes. We now 
return to Skagway, and go through by the Dyea route, which has 
been used by the Indians for generations. And it is evident that 
the Indians knew their business in selecting this route. The word 
' Dyea ' is itself an Indian one, meaning ' pack ' or ' load ' — a very 
appropriate name for the trail. From tide water to the mouth of 
the canyon it would be easy to build a road — as easy almost as to 
construct one along a city street. From the mouth of the canyon 
to Sheep Camp construction is more difficult, in fact it would 
probably be necessary to suspend the road by iron girders from 
the side of the cliff. From Sheep Camp to the summit is still 
more difficult, as all who have gone over the road will heartily 
ngree. It is in many parts very steep, especially the last bit at the 
summit, where an ascent of over 500 feet is made up h, very sharp 
incline covered with masses of broken rock which add much to the 
difficulty of the climb. In the months of February, March and 
April, and, in fact, May and June, this is smoothed by the snow 
which falls on it to the depth of fifty or sometimes sixty feet, so 
that it is only in the months of July, August, September and 
October that this difficulty presents itself. The summit is about 
3,600 feet above tide water. Between the summit and Lake 
Lindeman, a distance of about 15^ miles, there is a fall of about 
1,320 feet. During the summer months, three lakes in this 
stretch, aggregating something over four miles, lessen very much 
the hardships of packing. The pack trail though at places a little 
rocky, is not a difficult one. Lake Bennett, where we ended our 
White Pass route, is separated from Lake Lindeman by a sandy 
riclge about three-quarters of a mile across. The upper twelve 
miles of this lake averages a little more than half a mile wide, and 
is comparatively shallow. About fifteen miles down, the south- 
west arm of the lake joins, and down this latter, fierce winds blow 
which frequently get up a very ugly sea, decidedly dangerous for 
small boats, as I have myself experienced, being twice windbound 
there for three days. Cariboo Crossing, which is about two and 
a half miles long, brings us to Tagish Lake, some seventeen miles 
in length as traversed by this route. Between Tagish Lake and 
Marsh Lake there is about five miles of river which is easily navi- 
gable for any ordinary river steamer, the shallowest part being at 
the head, where even at the lowest water I think four feet can be 
found. The rest of it is ten or twelve feet in depth. On the bank 
of this river, about one and a half miles below Tagish Lake, the 
Canadian police and customs officers are stationed. Marsh Lake 
is about nineteen miles in length, and from it to the canyon is 
about twenty-five miles. For a fair sized boat the canyon is easily 
practicable. Its length is about five-eighths of a mile, and the run 
through is made in about three minutes. To makethe runsuccess- 
I fully, keep your boat in the middle of the channel. If you 
allow it to be caught in the eddies on the sides, it is immedi- 
ately whirled round and round and is probably dashed against 
the steep basaltic sides. It is almost imperative, to avoid this, 
that enough men be in the boat to keep good stcerway on her 
by rowing. If not, the steersman soon loses control of her, 
very probably with the result above mentioned. Just at the 
foot of the canyon are three heavy swells, where if the boat 
runs fast she will dip water. To avoid these, incline her a little 
to the left, and pass them. When once past these swells, 
turn sharply to the right and a few powerful strokes will 
bring you into an eddy which will land you whether you 
will or not, on the eastern bank. Here tie your boat for a few 
minutes — walk down and examine the rapids which begin less 
than half a mile below the canyon and extend about half a mile. 
The water in this rapid is rougher than in the canyon, and re- 
quires a little care to run through, but as every boat going down 
*wi»w» '--j has run it, and I have heard of no accidents, you need not be 
over-apprehensive of any trouble here. Below this rapid less than 
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right to navigate both the Taku and "the Stickeen, for which 
reason they may both be termed all-Canadian routes, but it 
appears from what we know at present that the Stickeen is best 
adapted for the purpose. 

" We go back again to the Coast now, and proceed a hundred 
miles from the Taku up to Skagway, where we find the celebrated 
White Pass route. From tide water to the summit of the White 
Pass is a distance of about seventeen miles, four miles being 
through a flat, timbered valley. Above this, the valley becomes 
contracted, and any road built through to the summit would neces- 
sarily have to keep very much along the hillside. The summit is 
about 2,600 feet above tide water, from where the remainder of 
the thirty-five miles to Lake Bennett is undulating, rocky sur- 



half.a mile of smooth water, in which there are two sharp bends in 
the river, brings you to the head of the White Horse. Now, the 
White Horse has been run by a great many boats, and by many 
successfully. But I have traced the death of thirteen men by 
drowning at this point in the summer of 1895, and 1 fancy that is 
a large percentage of those who attempted to run it in that year. 
Many who escaped, lost their effects or had them damaged by 
water. It is, no doubt, a very nice thing to talk of running the- 
White Horse after you have gone through it, but it takes much of 
the glory off when you have to admit that you lost most of your 
outfit or had your boat filled with water. I would strongly recom- 
mend you to pack your outfit past this, and if you must run the 
White Horse, do so in an empty boat. 

• " I only know the Dalton trail by report. I had an interview 
with Mr. Dalton, from whom this trail is named, in the summe- 
of 1896, and got copious notes from him of its direction, extent and 
condition. Our government sent Mr. McArthur, one of our. sur- 
veyors, over it this year to examine and report. His report has 
not yet been submitted to the department, and of course I can say 
very little concerning it until that is clone. But I will submit the 
following from his diary: The summit of this trail is about forty- 
five miles from the Coast and 3,000 feet above the sea. The 
watershed is about 75 miles from the Coast, and Dalton's trading 
post, ioo miles from the Coast. Thence to the Pelly is about 200 
miles farther. This route passes over a nice, undulating plain, 
well timbered in the valleys and with grass on the slopes, although 
not enough to feed any large number of animals. Mr. McArthur 
asked me to say that two or three hundred animals passing over 
it would soon crop it bare, and I make this state- 
ment as a warning to those who may be contem- 
plating entry by that route. The first thirty-four 
miles of the Dalton trail is in disputed territory ; 
the rest of it is in Canada, just as is partially the 
case with the Dyea and Skagway trails too. Now, 
for my part, 1 think it is our duty as Canadians to 
sink all political differences — to let the fire of patriot- 
ism consume all feelings that would tend to retard 
the construction of an all-Canadian route to our 
own gold fields, so that we may enjoy as fully as 
possible the benefits that region will bring if we use 
our rights wisely and well. We have the best end 
of the Yukon River— that is certain. The steamers 
of both companies trading in [that region have 
several times ascended as far as Fort Selkirk, at 
the mouth of the Pelly, and have never found, any 
difficulty in so doing. In fact, one of the companies 
wintered its steamer here for several years. In 
going down the Yukon in a steamer recently from 
Dawson City to the mouth, 1 noted no trouble until 
we got down to Circle City, to get into which we 
had to cross a shallow gravel bar, which required 
careful navigation. Below Circle City the river 
spreads out over what is known as the Yukon flats, 
and every year there is more or less trouble in navi- 
gating the waters here. During the present sum- 
mer both companies had boats stuck here for several 
days. One of them lay on a bar for three weeks, 
and could only be got off by digging the bar from 
under her -cutting a canal as it were, in the bar, 
and letting her slip into it. Another boat stuck 
near the same place for several clays until a sister 
steamer came along and butted her over, but in 
doing so stuck herself on the same bar — and I don't 
know how long she stayed there. 

"The navigation of the Yukon River in the 
upper part is open from May until the middle of 
October; while at the mouth it is not open before 
the 1st of July, and navigation does not last longer than the 
1st of October — that is only from two and a half to three 
months — and it takes river steamers fourteen, fifteen, and even six- 
teen clays to get up the river to Dawson, St. Michael's, the head- 
quarters of the river boats, is eighty miles from the mouth of the 
river, and only in calm weather can the steamers cross that bit of 
open sea. In addition to this the bars at the mouth of the river 
often catch steamers on their way both in and out, and delay them 
hours — even days. In one instance, in 1896, a steamer lav on a 
bar at the mouth, for fourteen clays, until a combination of favor- 
able winds and tides raised the water sufficiently to float her. It 
is almost impossible to mark a channel at this place, for the move- 
ment of the ice in Behring Sea is continually changing the depths 
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at this point, so that what might be the channel one season would 
not be the next. From this cause, and high winds making it too 
rough for river steamers to cross the intervening eighty miles from 
St. Michael's to the mouth, there is much delay here, and it would 
be impossible to fix regular dates of sailing. To deepen one of the 
channels sufficiently to allow ocean vessels to enter the mouth ot 
the river would be very expensive, and even when done could 
hardly be expected, under the conditions, to be permanent. The 
two companies which have traded on the river in the past, had in 
August last plying on that stream a fleet of seven steamers — four 
the property of the Alaska Commercial Co., and three of the North 
American Trading and Transportation Co. These are fair-sized 
boats, capable of carrying from 350 to 400 tons each, and make 
three, four or five trips per season, as conditions suit or necessities 
require. There were also two other smaller steamers in course of 
construction at St. Michael's in August last, but they were too 
small to materially affect the transportation question. I believe 
that it is in contemplation by the two companies named to place 
more steamers on the river during the coming season. 

" Next let me tell you something about the discovery of gold 
in the Yukon. Early in the *7o's an attempt was made to get over 
to Teslin Lake, by Cassiar miners who had lea/ned of the exist- 
ence of a large lake northward from Cassiar. Several people tried, 
but unsuccesstuliy and returned, disgusted. In 1872, September 
2, two north-of-l'reland men, from County Antrim, named Arthur 
Harper and Frederick W. Hart; George VV. Fitch, who came 
from the vicinity of Kingston, Ontario; Andrew Kanselar, a Ger- 
man; and Sam. Wilkinson, an Englishman, left Manson Creek to 
go on a prospecting trip down the Mackenzie River. Harper, 
because gold had been found on the Liard, which empties into the 
Mackenzie and is one of its principal branches, was under the 
impression that there was gold on the Mackenzie. They made 
their way down Peace River by the Finlay branch, to what is 
known as Half Way River. There they met a party of men sur- 
veying for the Canadian Pacific Railway, and unwittingly helped 
to drive a spike in our great national highway, because they gave 
their boat to the survey men to make their way up the Peace 
River. Harper and the others packed their provisions up the 
Half Way River and over a twenty-live or thirty mile portage to 
the waters of the Nelson River, down which they went until they 
found it safe for the passage of canoes, where they made a cache 
and proceeded to make two dug-out canoes, with which to ascend 
the Nelson. 

" In [S91 1 was sent by the Dominion government to examine 
the north east portion of this province, and coming out by the 
trail followed by Harper I saw the cache which Harper had told 
me about in 1887. Well, Harper's 'party made their way down to 
the Liard River where they met tw o men named McQuesten and 
Mayo. Wilkinson determined to try his luck on the Liard, and 
left the others. Harper, Hart and Kanselar went down the Mac- 
kenzie, across to the Peel, and thence over to Bell's River, an 
affluent of the Porcupine — and down the Porcupine to Fort Yukon, 
where Harper saw an Indian who had some native copper which 
he said came from White River. Harper determined to try for it. 
With Fitch and Hart he went four hundred miles up the Yukon 
to White River in September, and thence up White River until 
they were stopped by running .ice, when they halted, and made 
preparations for winter, building a cabin of suitable dimensions 
for shelter. From this point they made prospecting excursions in 
various directions, mainly in search of the copper, which they did 
not find. Harper attributes their non-success to the late closing 
of the river, and the thickness of the ice-drift which precluded any 
attempt to cross it. He believes he saw, across the river, rock of 
such peculiar colors as to justify him in at least assuming that he 
had found a copper vein of considerable extent. He kept that 
matter a subject of inquiry with the Indians during his long so- 
journ in the country, and now thinks that he is certain of its 
location, having from time to time obtained from the Indians of 
the locality pieces of native copper and copper ore, all of which 
seem to him to point to one locality. Where this is, he did not 
yet tell me, but he hopes if he lives long enough to be able to dis- 
cover and prospect what he considers a very extensive copper 
bearing district. 

'.' In the spring, being short of provisions, they made their way 
down the river, prospecting as they went, and found very good 
indications in the vicinity of the mouth of the Stewart. Hut the 
shortage of provisions prevented their taking advantage of these 
discoveries. On their way up they ascended Forty Mile River two 
or three miles prospecting, and found very good prospects, but the 
Indians whom they met on that river scared them away by telling 
them that there was a very dangerous and impassable canyon some 
distance farther on. We now know this is not the case. They 
found no gold on the Mackenzie, and the result of their prospect- 
ing, Harper summed up to me thus: On the Nelson, nothing; on 
the Liard, colors; on the Mackenzie, nothing; on the Peel, fair 
prospects; on the Porcupine, colors; on the Bell, nothing; and on 
the Yukon, prospects everywhere. To obtain provisions they had 
to make their way to St. Michael's, and on their way back they 
encountered McQuesten and Mayo, who had gone into the service 
of the Alaska Commercial Co. Near the mouth of the Kovukuk, 
Harper saw an Indian with some gold which he said came from a 
mountain in the v icinity. Harper spent the winter of 1874 and 
1875 prospecting at the point indicated, but found nothing. Mc- 
Ouesten and Mayo, as the result of a conversation with him, went 
up the stream and established Fort Reliance in August and Sep- 
tember, 1874. Harper joined them the following summer, and a 
partnership was formed which existed until 1889. Now, Fort 
Reliance is only six and a half miles from the mouth of the 
renowned Klondvke. While trading it appears that they made 
very few and short attempts at prospecting. The valley of the 
Klondvke and its affluents is a favorite hunting ground, but they 
never 'prospected there, and if they had done so in the Klondyke 
itself they would have found nothing, for its bed consists of coarse 
gravel through which fine gold would hav e soon gone out of sight, 
and at that time no prospecting was done except surface prospect- 
ing. In the summer of 1887 the valley of the Klondvke was pros- 
pected for upwards of forty miles, with no result . Again in 1893 
it was prospected, and nothing found: 

" Early in the 8o's gold was found on the Stewart River 
by miners' prominent among whom were two brothers named 
Boswell, from Peterboro, Ontario. There is little doubt but 
that much of the early mining done in the country was due to 
the reports of Harper, who had written to old comrades in 
British Columbia, where he had mined for many years, trying to 
induce them to try their luck on the Yukon. In 1886, Mr. Harper 
erected a trading post at the mouth of the Stewart, for the 
benefit of the miners there, some thirty or more in number. In 
the same year, coarse gold was found on Forty Mile. Now, as 
coarse gold is what all miners principally search for, as soon 
;is this discovery was made known, Stewart. River was de- 
serted. Harper left Stewart River in June, 1887, and went 
down to the mouth of the Forty Mile, where he began the erection 
of a residence and trading house, the nucleus of the famed town of 
Forty Mile. The Forty Mile was prospected its entire length, and 
to enumerate the many creeks and gulches on its headwaters on 
which gold was found, would now be a waste of time. From the 
headwaters of Forty Mile many went over to the headwaters of 
Sixty Mile — the two being only separated by a low, narrow divide 
- and Miller and Glacier Creeks were discovered. Miller was 
considered the richest creek in the entire country for several years, 
but would not at all compare with Bonanza or El Dorado. Miller 
and Glacier Creeks were believed to be in Alaska until I produced 
the 141st meridian, which is the international boundary line, and 
found them well in Canada— so far that there can never be any 
question as to which side of the line they are on. I may state for 
the information of many, as a case *>f" what those contemplating 
entry to that country may regard as the usual thing, that Miller 
Creek was prospected' three different times, and on each occasion 
given up as worthless. Yet, after all, it turned out to be the 
richest creek known in the country until 189(1. Forty Mile, with 
Sixty Mile, was THE mining ground in that vicinity until I891, 
when gold was found on the headwaters of Birch Creek, This 
discovery was led up to by a Canadian missionary, Archdeacon 
Macdonald, of Fort MacPherson on the Peel River. This gentle- 
man, in connection with his missionary labors, had travelled a 



great deal over the country, and in coming from Tenana River he 
found a nugget in a gulch on one of the head streams of Birch 
Creek. He reported the find to some miners and they made 
search for the place where he. had found it. But although they did 
not find the place answering the description he had given of it, 
they found the gold. This was the origin of Circle City, which is 
on the banks of the Yukon, about 200 miles below Forty Mile, 
and eight miles from the head of Birch Creek. This town was 
begun in 189 1 and absorbed the attention of a great many at 
Forty Mile, and the bulk of the new comers. There are a couple 
of gulches at the head of Birch Creek which were thought to be 
rich, and are good — but they cannot be compared with El Dorado 
or Bonanza. I will use the words of an old, experienced miner, 
who said to me that the Birch Creek diggings ' are only Chinese 
diggings ' compared with Bonanza or El Dorado. 

" 4 Why,' he went on, ' I know one or two claims on the El 
Dorado that I would not give for the whole Birch Creek district.' 

" A good creek was discovered on the head of Forty Mile in the 
fall of 1895, named Mosquito Creek. As the law allows a claim 
of 1,320 feet measured in the general direction of the creek, the 
few who were in the country at the time of discovery took up the 
whole creek by locating claims of that extent, while the rule up to 
that time had been claims of 500 feet only. 

" As I have before told you, we own Miller and Glacier Creeks, 
besides some others affluent to Sixty Mile. I will now proceed 
to show you we own 
a vastly larger area 
and also much richer. 
The discovery of the 
gold on the Klondyke 
as it is called, al- 
though the proper 
name of the creek is 
in Indian 'Troan-dik,' 
was made by three 
men : Robert 
derson, a Canadian 
and a native of Prince 




Edward Island ; Frank Swanson, a Norwegian ; and another 
named Munson, whose nationality I do not know — who in July, 
1896, were prospecting on Indian Creek. They proceeded up the 
creek without finding sufficient to satisfy them until they reached 
Dominion Creek, and after prospecting there they crossed over the 
divide and found Gold Bottom, an affluent of the Klondyke, where 
they got good prospects and- went to work. Provisions running 
short, Henderson retraced. his steps to the mouth of Indian Creek, 
leaving the two others at work. From the mouth of Indian Creek 
he went up to Sixty Mile, but failing to obtain a supply there he 
had to make for Forty Mile. On the way down he passed an old 
mining comrade named George W. Carmack, a native of California, 
who had associated with him two Indians, Tagish Jim and Tagish 
Charlie, natives of the upper waters of the Yukon, who proudly 
claimed to be ' King George men,' or British Indians. Now one 
of the'articles of the miner's code is that he shall proclaim all dis- 
coveries made by him as soon as possible, and Henderson at once 
informed Carmack of the discovery on Gold Bottom, and advised 
him to try there. Making inquiries of the local Indians as to the 
situation of Gold Bottom, he learned the route to it, and along with 
the two Indians mentioned, started, climbing over the ridge which 
divides the valley of the Yukon from the valley of Bonanza Creek, 
down into that creek and up it to El Dorado. He went up it about 
three miles and then followed the ridge dividing its waters from 
those of Bonanza until he struck the watershed between Indian 
Creek and Klondyke, along which he travelled until he reached the 
head of a creek that he assumed to be the Gold Bottom. He went 
down, found Swanson and Munson at work, but was not satisfied 
with the prospects there and determined to return and prospect the 
creek now known as Bonanza from its head downward, as it lay 
in the direction of his way home. He found nothing of note until 
he came down about midway, where from a little nook in a bend 
of the creek he panned out a good prospect This encouraged him 
to try again. He did so, and in a few moments panned out $12.75, 
which he put in an old Winchester cartridge shell and corked 
with a piece of stick. This was on the 10th of August, 1896. 
The next day he staked discovery claim and No. 1 below for 
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himself, No. 2 for Tagish Charlie, and No. 1 above for Tagish 
Jim. He then made his way clown the creek as fast as possible, 
and went down the river for a supply of provisions. On the way he 
met several miners and informed them of his discovery. At first 
they would not believe him, as his reputation for truth was not 
above par. These miners said they could not tell when he was 
telling the truth if he ever was, as he was the greatest liar this side 
of — a great many places. Some of them came to me and asked my 
opinion. I pointed out to them that there was no question about 
the man having the $12.75 m gfold . The only question, then, was 
where did he get it? He had not been up the Sixty Mile, nor yet 
the Forty Mile, and he must have got it somewhere near where he 
was engaged fishing, and that was right at the mouth of the 
Klondyke. Then followed the excitement. Boatload after boat- 
load of men went up from Forty Mile. They went up anyhow and 
anyway, starting at all times of the day and night. Men who had 
been drunk for weeks and weeks in fact were tumbled into boats 
and taken up without any knowledge that they were travelling. 
One man, indeed, was so drunk that lie did not realize that he had 
left Forty Mile until he was more than two-thirds of the way to the 
Klondyke. And yet he owns one of the very best claims in the 
Klondyke district today. The whole creek, a distance of about 

• 



twenty miles, giving in the neighborhood of two hundred claims, 
was staked in a few weeks. El Dorado Creek, seven and a half or 
eight miles long, providing eighty claims, was staked in about the 
same length of time. Boulder, Adams and other gulches were, 
prospected, and gave good surface showings, gold being found in 
the gravel in the creeks. Good surface prospects may be taken as 
an indication of the existence of very fair bedrock. It was not 
until December, however, that the character of the diggings was 
established. Twenty-One above discovery on Bonanza was the one 
which first proved the value of the district. The owner of this 
claim was in the habit of cleaning up a few tubfuls of dirt every 
night and paying his workmen at the rate of a dollar and a half an 
hour. Claim No. 5, El Dorado next produced a pan of $57.00. 
This was succeeded by one of upwards of $80.00. Then came one 
of $112.00. Soon after, Claim No. 16 showed up a pan of $212.00, 
and this it was that causejd the intense excitement in that country. 
I believe the excitement outside was even greater than it was 
there. The news went down to Circle City late in December, and 
it at once emptied itself and came up to Dawson. The scenes of 
the Forty Mile rush were repeated. The miners came up any way 
they could, at all hours of the day and night, with provisions and 
empty handed. On their arrival they found that all the creeks had 
been staked weeks before. A good many Canadians and others 
who at Circle City had out-Americaned the natural native-born 
Americans in their protestations and professions of Americanism, 
came up to our territory in this rush, with certain expectations of 
realizing something in the new finds by reason of their nationality, 
and in Canada made loud professions of loyalty, cursed their 
luck, and declared it strange indeed that a Canadian or a Briton 
could not get a foot of ground in his own country. One of these 
men who arrived too late was an Irishman, who when he found 
that he could not get anything here, went up and down the creeks 
trying to bully the owners into selling, informing them that the 
claims would be cut down from 500 to 250 feet and that they 
might as well sell him a half interest as have the claims taken 
away from them. Afterwards he actually threatened to have this 
done, and declared that he had a ' pull ' at Ottawa, and could 
accomplish it. He came one day to where 1 was at work, entered 
into a discussion with the man assisting me, and offered to wager 
the sum of $2,000 that all the claims in the district would be cut in 
two — that is reduced to 250 feet, before the 1st of August next, this 
being in March. One of the parties who heard him, came to me 
and asked what I thought about it. 

•' ' Do you gamble?' I asked him. 

"'Well— a little,' he replied. 

"'My friend,' said I, 'you should have taken that bet then, 
for you were never surer of winning $2,000 in all your life.' 

" But this Irishman and others of his kin rang the changes so 
much on the theme of the cutting in two of the claims that to quell 
the excitement I put up notices calling attention to the fact that 
the length of the claims was regulated by an act of the Parliament 
of Canada, and that no change could be made in their extent 
except by the same body; and I further told the claim owners to 
pay no attention to the threats. One man tried, by securing a 
fraction between two claims, to force the owners to come to his 
terms, forgetting that the law of this country does not allow any 
man to play the hog. For some time he kept the owners of the 
adjoining claims very uneasy. As I was making a survey of the 
claims on El Dorado at that time, and gradually approaching the 
claims concerned, 36 and 37, there was much anxiety as to what 
the result of my survey would be. When I arrived at this spot I 
found the fraction in which this man was interested was only a 
matter of inches, and so I determined to have some- fun at the 
party's expense. In order to run the line bounding the fraction 
and the claim, I had to set a tall pole up at the boundary post, 
which was down in a hollow. The man whom I sent to set it up 
could not get it plumb enough to satisfy me. I wasted a good 
deal of time in trying to get him to plumb it, and at last in 
assumed vexation I said, 'Oh, I'll go down and plumb it myself 
— and started towards the post. Now, I had made it a rule never 
to tell anyone the extent of a fraction, but marked it on the post 
bounding it, and if there was more than one person wanting it, 
the first seeing the extent and properly marking it of course had 
the prior claim to it. While I was standing by the post, the frac- 
tion claimant came up to me and piteously asked if I would not 
tell him how much of a fraction there was, as it was getting late 
and he had a long way to go home. I said I can't tell you whether 
it's three or four inches until I get this picket plumbed. He made 
no reply — just one look, and then he started down the creek, 
pulling up his stakes as he went, to the great amusement of the 
bystanders. He is now known as Three Inch White throughout 
all that country. 

" Bonanza and El Dorado creeks afford between them 278 
claims ; their several affluents will yield as many more, and nearly 
all of these claims are good. I have no hesitation in saying that 
about a hundred of those on Bonanza will y ield upwards of S30,- 
000,000, and about thirty on the El Dorado will yield a million 
each. These two creeks will, I am quite confident, turn out from 
$60,000,000 to $75,000,000, and I can safely say that there is no 
other region in the world that has afforded so many homestakes — 
that is, fortunes enabling the owners to go home, and enjoy the 
remainder of their days at their ease — considering that the work 
has had to be done with very limited facilities, the scarcity of pro- 
visions and of labor, and that the crudest appliances only are as 
yet available. When 1 tell you that to properly work each 
■ claim, ten or twelve men are required, and that only 500 were 
available that season, it will give you an idea of the difficulties 
which had to be contended with. 

" On Bear Creek, which joins the Klondyke about seven 
or eight miles above that, good claims have been found; and 
also on Gold Bottom, Hunker, Last Chance and Cripple creeks. 
On Gold Bottom as high as $15 to the pan has been taken, and 
although we cannot say that they are as rich as 1-21 Dorado or 
Bonanza, they are richer than an)- other creeks known in that 
country. Then, thirty-five miles higher up the Klondvke, Too- 
Much-Gold creek was found. It obtained its name from the 
fact that the Indians who saw mica glistening in its sand, 
mistook it for gold and so named it. 

" A fact that I am now going to state to you, and one 
easily demonstrated, is that from Telegraph Creek northward 
to the boundary line, we have in the Dominion and in British 
Columbia an area of from 550 to 600 miles in length and from 
100 to 150 miles in width, over the whole of which rich prospects 
have been found. We must have from 90,000 to 100,000 square 
miles, which, with proper care, judicious handling, and im- 
proved facilities for the transportation of food and utensils, will 
be the largest, as it is probably the richest gold field the world 
has ever known Your Provincial Minister of Mines may wish 
to extend that down to the boundary line, but that, of course, I 
leave to him. 

"The Stewart and the Pelly are in this gold-bearing zone, 
and also give promising indications. As I before mentioned, the 
Stewart River had been mined on for several years before the 
discovery of coarse gold on Forty Mile. After the discovery of 
Forty Mile it took the attention of all the miners entering the 
country until the discovery of gold on Birch Creek. The Forty 
Mile District, together with the Birch Creek District, engaged all 
the transportation facilities of the two companies trading on the 
river, and there was no provisions to spare for any other than 
these two points, This prohibited prospecting on the Stewart or 
elsewhere, but many of the old timers declared, and do so yet, 
that with a proper supply of provisions placed convenient to the 
Stewart, it will be the camp of the country, if, with its affluents 
aggregating about 800 miles of stream, on the bars of Stewart 
River, year after year, . grub-stakes have been cleaned up, the 
supply being replaced annually. It is now easy to make $8.00 a 
day off' those bars, and the discoverers for several years made 
$20.00 a day and upwards. Now, it is obvious from the yearly 
renewal of this gold that it must come from somewhere. That 
somewhere has not yet been found. Give us facilities and a very 
short time will settle the question. The Stewart itself, it is claimed 
by those who ought to know well, is navigable for a distance ot 
about 150 miles from its mouth. This in itself is a valuable asset 
in the development of that district. Robert Henderson, whom I

It is to be understood that these permits are issued subject to 
any subsequent legislation of congress. 

Provision is made for reserving sufficient lands for the post at 
St. Michael, and for the modification and termination of permits. 

Reference may also be made to the route through Central 
British Columbia, starting from Ashcrott by way of the Cariboo 
road. This is a strictly overland route for the whole distance to 
Lake Teslin. For upwards of two hundred miles there is a good 
wagon road, thence a good trail extends to Hazleton on the Skeena 
river. From Skeena to Telegraph creek there was formerly a good 
trail, but it has since grown up. It is hoped that it will be cut out 
again during the present summer, because it would afford an 
excellent route by which cattle could be driven from the interior of 
British Columbia to the Yukon. Such a trail would also be avail- 
able to prospectors. Being through Canadian territory for its 
entire length, no question arises as to the bonding of Canadian 
goods.

What Constitutes An Outfit. 



Necessary Items In The Miner's Pack And 
Where They Can Most Profitably 
Be Purchased. 



THAT very many men will join in the rush to the'rich'gold fields 
of the Canadian Northwest Territories during the coming- 
spring everyone is now prepared to admit. Thousands of these 
have doubtless not yet decided, however, what route they will go in 
by— or in fact made any preparation for the arduous journey. They 
are for the most part waiting until they come to some one of the 
Pacific Coast cities, whence the real start is made for the gold 
lands. As all necessary information can, however, be obtained in 
this city, which will unquestionably be the starting point of a very 
great proportion of the out-going army. — as a fleet of thirty 
steamers is to be operated continuously between here and the 
towns at the entrance to the Passes — the COLONIST has, for the 
immediate information of these intended pilgrims, secured all 
details as to the necessities of outfit, their cost, duties thereon if 
purchased outside of the Dominion, etc. This information is 
asked for daily, and no doubt will be appreciated by those who 
are now preparing to hurry northward in search of gold.

The total for cooking utensils and tools is thus about $45.00, 
making the total cost for clothing, sundries, provisions, cooking 
utensils and tools, approximately $350.00. The intending miner 
in making his pilgrimage to the Klondyke, and in buying his outfit 
should consider the advantage to be gained by outfitting in Canada. 
Besides saving money by getting the necessary goods at a low 
figure there is the question of duty always to be considered. Out- 
fitting in the Dominion is the great economy, as thereby 30% on 
an average is saved in duties. Should a miner buy his outfit at 
any point outside the bounds of the Dominion he will be taxed this 
30% on ,all his goods — the only exemption being as everywhere 
else, for personal property in actual use— on passing the boundary 
line at Tagish Lake. Or should he go by the Stickeen route, at 
•Glenora ; or Fort Cudahy if he goes by St. Michaels and up the 
Yukon. Too much attention cannot.be given to this fact, for in a 
great many instances during the past fall, miners outfitted at 
Seattle or San' Francisco; by the advice of the merchants of those 
cities, who assured them that only goods taken in for sale would

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be charged duty — special concessions having been obtained by the 
Canadian customs. Of course this was only a trap to catch the 
trade, and many unfortunate miners were in consequence obliged 
to abandon their intended trip to the mines, having not sufficient 
money left to pay the customs duty. The point in a nutshell is 
this -all needful goods are obtainable as cheap in the Canadian cities 
as elsewhere, and goods so purchased are free of all tariff charges. 

What man is there who willingly will contribute $100 or a 
third of the cost of his outfit, to the Dominion exchequer, when he 
can just as well credit it to himself and keep it in his pocket ? And 
that is simply what the proposition amounts to. 

The merchants of Victoria have a very extensive experience in 
outfitting. They know just what a man wants, or rather what he 
needs. Victoria' has been an outfitting point for miners for over 
fifty years, the merchants of this city not only fitting out the 
Yukon gold seekers, but serving their apprenticeship as outfitters 
for the Fraser river bar diggings, Cariboo, Cassiar and Lillooet. It 
is natural that the American cities should do all they can to capture 
the Klondyke outfitting trade, but say what they will or do what 
they may they cannot change the unalterable facts —

General Conditions 



Of The Auriferous Country So Lately Be- 
come Famous To Which AH Eyes 
Are Directed. 



AS thousands will in a few months join those who have already 
begun their rush to the gold fields of the Yukon, it is well 
that they should become acquainted with the country to 
which they are directing eyes of hope and impatient feet. The 
Colonist has therefore interviewed a number of those who have 
recently returned from the gold land as to its climate, laws and 
the administration thereof, so that those who go Klondykeward 
may know in advance the conditions to which they must defer. 

In the spring and summer the climate is wet— the rainfall last 
summer was very heavy. Although there is sunshine almost 
continuous! v, it often shines while rain is falling heavily. Evapor- 
ation is very slow as the thick moss will not conduct the heat. 
The ground is in consequence swampy and there is a dampness on 
everything. It is only after several years of draining that the 
ground will become sufficiently dry to allow the frost to go out in 
the spring and fall, and then only for a few feet. During the 
winter the cold is intense with usually considerable wind. These 
winds, which are like the breath of the Frost King himself, 
solidify the garments of the miner and almost chill the marrow 
in his bones. 

A heavy mist usually rises from the open places of the river 
and settles down in the valley during the calm extreme weather. 
This dampness causes the cold to be felt more and is conducive to 
rheumatic pains, colds, etc. 

Miners are very prone to sickness for they oft become indolent 
and careless and neglecting the laws of nature pay the penalty. 
One especially noticeable cause of illness in the far north is the 
closeness of the cabins. The regulation miner's cabin is but 12 x 
14 feet with walls 6 feet and gables 8 feet in height, and as there 
are often as many as four men living in a small cabin like this 
with no ventilation to speak of, it is easy to see that they must fall 
victims to disease. Then again when "shovelling" in the summer 
time, they work hard and long, sparing but little time for eating 
and less for cooking. They eat hut those foods which are readily 
cooked and prepared. This manner of living, which is quite 
common among beginners often leads to debility and sometimes 
scurvy. The diseases chiefly met with in this country are dyspep- 
sia, anmmia, scurvy, (caused by improperly cooked food, sameness 
of diet, overwork, want of fresh vegetables, overheated and badly 
ventilated cabins, etc), rheumatism, bronchitis, enterites, cystitis 
and other acute diseases, from exposure to wet. and cold ; debility 
and chronic diseases due to excesses. Venereal diseases are also 
not uncommon and last summer many graves have been filled by 
typhoid. 

So much for the laws of Cod ; the laws of man are also to be 
considered. Unlike the mining camps of California when even- 
man was a law unto himself, the camps of the Klondyke mining 
region are as peaceable and as law abiding as any city, town or 
village over which Hies the British flag and which is controlled by 
the honest, just and upright laws of Her Majesty the Queen. The 
representative of the government in the Klondyke is Major Walsh, 
the administrator of the Yukon mining district. Law and justice 
is meted out there by Mr. Justice F. P, McGuire who has recently 
been appointed by the Dominion government to sit on the bench 
at Dawson, and punish the guilty who may happen to he brought 
before him. Those who will act as guardians of the peace are. 
the Northwest Mounted Police, a strong, healthy and reliable 
body of men, already not unknown to fame. Under Inspector 
Con'stahtine a large detachment are stationed in the Klondyke, 
their headquarters being at Fort Constantine, an imposing log 
structure surrounded by a high stockade. Detachments are also 
stationed at points on the routes in to the mines from the Coast. 
At the junction of the Hootalinqua, or as the miners usually 
abbreviate it the " Hoot," and the Lewis a number are situated ; 
another detachment is located at White Horse rapids, another at 
'Famish lake and another at Lake Bennett. 

Besides seeing that the criminal laws are obeyed, these officers 
look after the customs laws and assist in the collection of duties, 
for on all goods bought in the United States a duty is imposed as 
it crosses into Canadian territory atTagish lake or at Fort Cudahy. 
Those at the White Horse rapids have also added to their services 
the salvation of life. They have dragged many victims from the 
clutches of the angry rapids. 

The records show that the work of the Northwest Mounted 
Police and their officers has been most effective, for the crimes 
which have occurred at Dawson, or anywhere else in the Canadian 
Yukon have been extremely few, for miners, no matter what 
nationality, have a wholesome regard for the laws as adminstered 
by the Canadian authorities. Whether it is the fear of retribution, 
for in Canada punishment follows fleetly after crime, or the 
prevention of the police, the present scribe is not able to say, but 
the fact is well established that the laws of man are rarely broken 
in the gold fields. There may be little squabbles over claims and 
other matters but these are readily settled by the Administrator, 
Inspector and their assistants. Dawson is verily as law abiding 
as a city of the Quaker state, and as lor carrying revolvers and 
bovvie knives, no man ever thinks of doing so, for who would 
carry around luggage unnecessarily. They are not needed. 

Taken at its best, however, the life of the gold fields is a 
wearing one, as the looks of any old-timer will testify. No man 
should go to the Klondyke unless he is sober, strong and healthy. 
He should be a practical man with sound lungs and free from 
rheumatism or rheumatic tendency and able to quickly adapt 
himself to his surroundings. He should he of a cheerful, hopeful 
disposition and a willing worker, for those who are of sullen, 
morose natures are very apt, as soon as 'the novelty wears off, to 
become dissatisfied, pessimistic and victims of melancholia. 



A WIRE cable to carry goods and supplies about 1,100 feet of 
the steep grade over Ghilkoot Pass is promised to be in readiness 
in the spring. 

The only government in the country is on the British side of 
the boundary. The administration of the United States laws is 
still confined to Sitka. The Canadian government has sent a 
detachment of mounted police to Dawson, and the officers are 
equipped with all the powers necessary to make life and property 
as safe in the gold fields as in the most settled portions of the 
country. 



An Excellent Educational System -Large In- 
crease in Attendance and Buildings. 



BRITISH COLUMBIANS are proud of their public school 
system and with very good reason, for although the 
province covers a vast area and the population is small 
and scattered, yet the advantages for giving the children a good 
Common school education compare favorably with the facilities of 
any of the other provinces and more than favorably with some. 
To provide adequate educational facilities takes a large slice of 
the provincial revenue, something over $250,000 being voted by 
the legislature for the present fiscal year, about the same as in the 
preceding twelvemonth. 

The total number of children enrolled in the schools of the 
province was last year 16,000, an increase of about 1,500 over 
1896. This gives a daily attendance of over 10,000 children 
against 9,200 for 1896, showing that the population is growing at 
no insignificant pace. A comparison for the past five years shows 
the increase to be as follows : 

1893 11,496 1S95 13,4^2 

1894 12,613 1S96 1.1,460 

1S97 16,000 approximately. 

Of these children Victoria's schools last year had enrolled 
2,600, with an average actual daily attendance of 1,900. To keep 
pace with the increase in attendance there had to be many new- 
school buildings erected. Naturally these were more in the mining 
districts of the Kootenays which a few years ago were wild 
solitudes, until here and there little mining camps grew up, some 
of which have become rapidly-growing towns, like Nelson and 
Rossland, with their needs of new schools to meet an existent 
demand. There were over twenty new schools built in Kootenay 
alone, during 1896. 

Of course an increase in schools means an increase in teachers 
and so far the number of certificated teachers fully meets the 
requirements. At present owing to the efforts that have had to 
be made to meet the expenses attendant upon providing Common 
school education throughout the province, the government have 
found it impossible, with the means at their disposal, to provide 
a Normal school for the training of teachers. In view, however, 
of the fact that it is desirable that the teaching positions should be 
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SOME OF VICTORIA'S CHURCHES AND SCHOOLS. 

filled by British Columbians it may be expected that before long 
the legislature will see the expediency of making some provision 
for a Normal school in this province. 

The policy of British Columbia in dealing with the schools is 
a very liberal one and a great benefit to the settlers, especially in 
the very sparsely settled districts. In rural communities where 
there are very few people, the government are given authority to 
assist the schools where the school population is not enough to 
have a regularly created school district. An assisted school is one 
where the government pays the salary of the teacher and makes a 
small grant for the incidental expenses, upon the parents and others 
agreeing to provide a suitable school-room, furnishing and meeting 
all other expenses in connection with its maintenance. The- re- 
quired number of children in such a case must be not less than 
10, with an average daily attendance of not fewer than 8 pupils. 

In a created school district there must be in attendance, daily, 
not fewer than 10 pupils and not fewer than 20 children of school 
age in the district. The province pays all the expenses of these 
created school districts, except in the four large cities of the 
province — Victoria, Vancouver, Westminster and Nanaimo. 

Owing to a large increase in the schools and to better make a 
supervision of them, the Council of Public Instruction during the 
past year decided to divide the province into three school inspect- 
orates. These were : 

I. — Vancouver Island and adjacent islands, 
II. — New Westminster, Cariboo, Lillooet and the northern 
part of the province. 

III. Yale and the Kootenays. 

Mr. S. B. Nctherby was appointed inspector of No. 1, with 
headquarters at Nanaimo ; Mr. F. M. Cowperlh waite of No. 2, 
with headquarters at Vancouver, and Mr. VVm. Burns of No. 3, 
with headquarters at Nelson. Inspector Wilson remains at Vic- 
toria as assistant to Dr. Pope and to supply any additional 
assistance needed. 

A revised manual of the school law has just been issued and 
will be distributed to the trustees and others through the province. 

In her rural schools British Columbia need not fear comparison 
with the rural schools in any other part of Canada, and in the 
cities the schools are in excellent working order and worthy of 
praise. The province is yet young and it has been necessary to 
attend to the wants of a Common school education first, but grad- 
ually in the High schools steps upwards are being taken. While 
chemistry has been taught in Victoria's High school hitherto it 
was not till this year that it was found possible to erect a laboratory 
for practical instruction in this important branch of science. This 
laboratory is now nearly completed, and is a move in a practical 
direction that should prove of great benefit to the rising generation, 
especially in this country of mines.

referred to as leading up to the discovery of gold on Bonanza, in 
June of the present year started up the Stewart alone in a small 
boat with a supply of provisions and tools to prospect the river 
and its branches, he being convinced that it offers the largest and 
probably the richest field in that country For prospecting. That is 
the stuff the true prospector is made of, and 1 am proud to say 
that he is a Canadian. 

"In regard to quartz claims. Seven have already been located 
in the vicinity of Forty Mile and Dawson. One of these, named 
Cone Hill, about two and a half miles up Forty Mile river, from 
the Yukon, is a veritable mountain of gold-bearing rock, and 
would require generations to work it out. Assays show from 
$3.00 to $11.00 per ton; the only question is, will that amount 
pay for reduction under the conditions there existent, and the 
enormous freight rates incidental to transportrtion to that vicinity. 
About forty miles farther up the river two large claims have been 
located by an expert miner hailing from the United States, who has 
had considerable experience in Montana and other mineral states, 
and he assured me that the extent of the lode on which these two 
claims are situated, is such that it is greater than anything else in 
the world, his assays showing the value to be about $8. 00 a 
ton. On Bear creek a quartz claim was located last winter, and I 
drew up the papers for the owner ; he had to swear that lie had 
found gold ; he swore this, but he would not tell me what it was. 
I pounded up several specimens of the rock in a hand mortar but 
had no sieve to properly complete the operation. Those who 
understand this will infer at once the difficulties I had to contend 
.vith. The poorest specimen 1 tried yielded one hundred dollars to 
• o the ton ; the richest, one thousand. Now while 1 am positive 
of this, I know nothing of the extent of the lode. The discoverer 
described it to me as being about 30 feet high and 15 wide, 
projected into the bed of a creek, but whether it was the lode itself 
or simply the result of a slide he did not know. liven if it is the 
latter it would not be a very difficult feat to find the lode from which 
it was detached. About' thirty miles up the Klondyke another 
quartz claim has been located by a Canadian, who swore positively 
that he found gold in it and that it was good, . but he did not say 
iust how good. 

"A point to which I now want to direct attention is that the 
gold on Bonanza and El Dorado creeks at certain stages has the 
same degree of fineness. As you come down both creeks it de- 
creases in value until it reaches a minimum of about $15.25 per 
ounce, Troy weight. From that point it again increases as we go 
farther dow n. Now if we draw a line through the points of corre- 
sponding value on these two creeks, we find that projecting them 
Eastward we strike Gold Bottom and Hunker creeks. Projecting 
them West we strike Miller and Glacier creeks, and the heads of the 
ruickes in Forty Mile, from fifty or sixty miles away. What do 
we infer from this? That there is a continuous system of gold- 
bearing rock running across the country in this direction. Again 
we find that the gold in nuggets found on Bonanza and El Dorado 
bears no evidence of having travelled any distance—in fact, the 
majority of the nuggets are as angular and irregular, in shape as 
though you had just pounded them out of the mother lode. This, 
I think, 'leads to the inference that that mother lode is not very 
distant from where the gold is now found, and 'the only debatable 
question in my mind is, is it in lodes of sufficient dimensions to pay 
for working by stamp mills, or is it a series of widely disseminated 
thin seams, that the miners term "stringers," so scattered as to 
render working them unprofitable. Time alone will reveal this 
secret. I have been told that gold has "been found a't the head of 
Lake Lebarge, on a stream flowing into the lake from the east. 
Prospects, too, are found 011 the Dal ton trail, on the other side of 
the Yukon river. A man riding across the.Alsek, on this trail, was 
thrown from his horse and in climbing ashore caught at a small 
tree, which pulled out by the roots. • Where he landed he saw 
something shining on the' rock. He picked it up and found that it 
was gold. He showed me this gold at Fort Cudahy in July, 1896, 
the amount being about $1 .60. Other prospects have also been 
found along the same trail, about midway between there and 
Selkirk. From these circumstances and discoveries, it may be 
assumed that in all this country there is gold, while in this particular 
zone it is specially abundant. ' This zone lies outside of a range of 
mountains which extends to the westward of the Rockies and has 
the same general trend. It consists of cretaceous rock rising into 
very high peaks in some places, and crosses the Yukon River just 
below the boundary. 

"Another product of the country that demands attention is 
copper. It is doubtless to be found somewhere on the White River 
in great abundance, although the location of the main deposit has 
yet to be made. Mr. Harper was shown a large piece of pure 
copper in the possession of the Indians ; indeed, 
myself. It comes from the vicinity of the White 
river somewhere— just where has yet to be dis- 
closed. Silver has also been found, and lead, and 
in addition, to work these when the proper time 
and facilities come, we have coal in abundance. It 
is found running along the base of the last described 
range of cretaceous mountains. A deposit ol coal 
in this range runs right through our territory. At 
two points near Forty Mile it crops out prominently, 
in one place only about three-quarters of a mile 
from t he bank of the Yukon River. A short dis- 
tance above this it crops out again only about eight 
miles from the Yukon, and whenever the Cone 
Hill mine, which I have spoken of before, is worked, 
the coal to work it with is only some fourteen or 
fifteen miles distant from the scene of operations. 
About thirty miles farther up, on one of the many 
small affluents of the Yukon, it again crops out a 
few miles from the bank of the main river, and at 
Fifteen Mile creek, and at the head of theThronda, 
there are also outcroppings of coal. On the upper 
branches of the Stewart coal is said to occur in 
the drift : and again about six miles above the Five 
Fingers coal crops out 011 the banks of the Yukon 
river. In fact, there is any amount of coal in the 
country with which to work our precious minerals 
when we obtain the necessary facilities. Regarding 
the surface of the country and the difficulties of 
prospecting: Passing down the river in a boat one 
sees a succession of trees, ten, twelve, fourteen and 
sixteen inches in diameter, and he naturally conies 
to the conclusion that it is a well timbered country, 
and so it is— along the margin of the river. But 
let him disembark"and go inland, and be will find 
the ground covered with what is locally known as 
' niggerheads,' which consist of columns ol de- 
cayed coarse grass peculiar to this region. They 
are formed by the annual growth of grasses decay- 
ing and falling down, while year after year the roots 
of the growing grasses bind this together into an almost solid 
column", which stands upon a bed of mud. To walk across a 
niggerhead swamp is one of the most fatiguing exercises one can in- 
dulge in. You cannot walk on them - you must walk between 
them. Put your foot on top of one of them -it sways under you, 
and down you go to your knees in the mud between them. The 
result is that the miners and other residents of that country keep 
as far away from the niggerhead swamp as they conveniently 
can, avoiding it as they would the plague. 

" For the rest of the country the surface is covered by from 
one foot to two of moss — and underneath the. everlasting frost. 
On this a scrubby growth of trees is found, extending up the 
mountain sides to an altitude of from one thousand to fifteen 
hundred feet above the river. It is this which appears to those 
passing down the river in boats to be a continuation of the good 
timber^seen along the banks. Timber that is fit for anything is 
scarce, and we should husband it carefully. A great deal of our 
timber has already gone down the river. It was our timber that 




have seen it 



built Circle City. Our timber lias indeed served all the purposes 
of the Upper Yukon country. A large amount of timber is 
required for the development of our own resources on the upper 
river, and our government should at once take steps to protect it 
for our own use and benefit, 

'' Above the timber line you come to the bare rocks — the crests 
bare save where clothed with a growth of lichen on which the 
Caribou feeds. There is no timber in the way here — no moss, and 
no brush. The miners, in travelling, consequently keep as much 
as possible to the top of the ridge. 

Bedrock prospecting necessarily has to be reserved for the 
winter. First the moss has to be cleared away, and then the 
muck or decayed vegetable mould has to be picked away for a 
depth of two or three feet. After two or three feet in depth has 
been picked out, a fire is built in this 'hole' as it is termed, *in 
the evening. In the morning the ground which has been thawed 
by the fire, is shovelled out, and in the afternoon wood for another 
fire procured; in the evening another fire is built, the ground 

thawed by this is the 
following morning 
shovelled out — and 
so on until bedrock 
is reached. Six, 
eight, ten and twelve 
feet of the surface 
is decayed vegetable 
matter and alluvial 
deposit of sand in 
the clay, termed by 
the miners ' muck. '

thrown on one side of the hole, and the paying dirt on the 
other. Near to and on bedrock the pay is found, which is 
generally not more than two or three feet deep. With reference 
to the so-called muck — all the way through it we find trees lying 
in every direction. These trees are of the same kinds of wood 
and present the same appearances of growth as those to-day 
growing on the surface. In order to determine approximately the 
age of tli e pay dirt, I have made a special study of features in this 
connection, but did not obtain suilicient data, nor was I long 
enough there to do so. I know that trees are now growing on 
the surface from one hundred to one hundred and fifty years of 
age, the roots of these very often engirdling trees fully as old of 
the same kind lying immediately beneath them. Beneath these 
again are other trees — and so on down to a depth often of twelve 
or fourteen feet. From this we must infer that the gold deposit, 
or pay dirt, was made thousands of years ago, yet in it we find the 
bones of animals which are still quite common in the district, and 
of others which are found farther to the south. I have in my 
possession two horns of the bison, or so-called buffalo, which a 
few years ago roamed the prairies to the south and east of this, in 
vast herds. These were, when I got them, in a better state of 
preservation than similar horns which one would pick up in a 
journey from, say Calgary to McLeod, or any other part of our 
prairie region which the buffalo frequented. I have also part of 
the born of a moose — part of the head of an elk, showing the brain 
cavity, which is as large and well-developed as that of any elk 
which might be found there to-day. I have also part of what I 
believe to be the neck vertebrae of the bison. Along with these 
are found the teeth of the mastodon — several of which were picked 
up on the claims of Bonanza and El Dorado last winter. In one 
of these claims a piece of a rib was found in the paystreak, to 
which some of the frozen flesh still adhered. It crumbled away, 
however, almost immediately on exposure to heat and the air. 
This piece of rib was not more than two inches in length, and from 
its size very probably belonged to one of the smaller animals, such 
as the mountain sheep or goat. I did not see or hear of any 
evidence of the existence of man at any depth in those creeks. I 
brought away for our National Museum sections of trees found in 
the so-called muck, from depths often or twelve feet. I will sub- 
mit these to our experts in the several branches concerned, together 
with the data I noted in connection' with them, and they can then 
theorize to their hearts' content as to their age. This much I will 





locate pay at the very first hole. The man adjoining may have 
to sink many. One instance I know of in which eleven holes were 
sunk across the valley without anything being struck in any of 
them. In fact, the valley was almost crosscut, as it is termed, yet 
a miner in the vicinity paid this unfortunate man $2,500 for a half 
interest in his claim, being well aware of the fact that eleven holes 
had been put down and nothing found. This I think gives one an 
idea of the confidence the miners have in the ground on those 
creeks. Now, suppose pay is struck in one of our holes. The pay 
streak, as I have said before, is seldom more than three feet in 
depth. On the side of the hole which shows the best indications, a 
fire is placed which thaws out a few inches on that wall to a height 
of forty-live feet. In the morning, the waste dirt, or what contains 
no pay, is shovelled out and thrown to one side, the pay dirt being 
placed in what is termed the dump, which freezes solid a few 
mornings after it has reached the top. This process is continued 
in the the direction of the best pay, a distance which is governed 
by the thickness of the crust on top. If this is twenty feet, you 
may drift thirty feet with safety, when a new hole or shaft has to 
be sunk and the drifting continued. In this way the pay streak is 
taken from underneath the surface during the winter until the 
water begins running in the spring, finds its way into the 
shafts, and hinders operations to such an extent that they are 
closed. Preparations for the erection of dams are then made, and 
sluicehoxes procured with which to wash the dump. As many of 
you are unacquainted with sluicing, I will give a brief description 
of it. A sluice box is about ten inches in width and twelve feet in 
length, the boxes so made that they fit into each other, like the 
joints of a telescope. In these are placed what are called riflle- 
bars, which are strips of wood about one inch square and eight or 
ten feet long nailed together at their ends so as to be parallel with 
each other, and about one-half to three-quarters of an inch 
apart. These are placed longitudinally in the sluice boxes, which 
are set up so as to have an incline of two or three inches fall per 
foot of their length. Into this system of boxes a stream of water 
is directed, which must be of suilicient volume to carry with it the 
gravel and dirt that is in the dump. As soon as the sun has 
attained suilicient force to thaw out the surface of the dump, it is 
as fast as thawed, shovelled into these sluice boxes ; the water 
carries down with it to the tailings, as it is termed, the refuse — that 
is, the gravel, sand, and other matter which is not wanted. The 
gold and the black sand, which is simply pulverized magnetic ore, 
owing to their much greater weight fall between the riffle-bars and 
are held there. As soon as the riffle-bars are filled so that there is 
danger of the gold passing over and downward to the tailings, the 
flow of water is stopped, and what is called the clean-up is 
made. That is the riflle-bars are lifted out and the contents of the 
sluice boxes gathered and the black sand and other refuse separated 
from the gold. In one instance eighty avoirdupois pounds of gold 
were realized from a single clean-up, representing about $16,000 
in money. This seems extraordinary, but we must bear in mind 
that the dump from which this came contained only $1 10,000 and 
took the united efforts of five or six men at $1.50 per hour for 
upwards of three months, not including the labors of sluicing, so 
that although it is tremendously rich, it is not exactly all profit. 

" I saw the other evening in one of the papers that a man 
who owns a claim on El Dorado and another on Bear Creek has 
sold out for $ 1, coo, 000. He went into the country a poor man 
with the intention of raising suilicient money to pay off the mort- 
gage on his place. Well, he has done so; he has not only paid off 
his own mortgage, but. the mortgages of all his neighbors. 

"Although these creeks are rich, and as I have told you more 
men have made homestakes there than anywhere else in the world, 
I do not wish you to look only on the bright side of the picture. 
An American, from Seattle, came in June, 1896, to the Forty Mile, 
with his wife, with the intention of bettering his condition. They 
went out again last July with $52,000. I was well acquainted 
with this man, a very decent, intelligent chap. He told me one 
day that if he could remain in that country from three to five years 
and go out with 85,000, he would consider himself in great luck. 
He has come out with $52,000, and after prospecting bis claim at 
both ends and a little in the middle, he concludes that there is 
$1,500,000 in it. 

" On the other hand, an old Scotchman by the name of Marks 
has been in there for eleven years. I have known him well, and 
once when he was sick last fall I happened to ask him how old he 
was. Sixty-three years, he said. Then I asked him how long he 
had been mining. His reply was forty-two years — in all parts of 
the world except in Australia. In answer to a question as to 
whether he had never made his stake, he told me he had never yet 
made more than a living, and often that was a very scanty one. 
This, of course, is the opposite experience, but I could quote 
scores of similar cases, so that I would not have you look too 
much on the bright side. 

"There are men in that country who are poor and who will 
remain so. It has not been their " luck," as they call it, to strike 
it rich, but 1 May say that that country offers to men of great 
fortitude, steadiness and some intelligence, an opportunity to make 
more money in a given time than they could pos- 
sibly make anywhere else. You have, of course, 
a good deal to contend with ; your patience will be 
sorely tried, for the conditions are so unique that 
they have surprised many who have gone in hope- 
fully, and have left in disgust. But while this is the 
case, there are many obstacles and disagreeable 
conditions in connection with prospecting. 

" First, a few words about the mosquitoes. 
During the summer, and until September, they are 
a veritable plague. They seem to feed on smoke. 
And as to fire -they appear to revel in it. The 
only way to escape them is to cover one's self 
with mosquito netting. Indeed, it is impossible 
to prospect in the summer time unless a man be an 
old miner and well hardened, for all day long, and 
twenty-four hours in the day, those mosquitoes are 
after you. It is no use trying to get rid of them. 
Of course they are not an annoyance in the winter 
time, but while we have no mosquitoes then, I will, 
on the other hand, show you what you may expect 
in the way of temperature. I have made some 
extracts from my meteorological records, which I 
will here present. They cover the period from Aug- 
ust, 1805, to November, 1S96, and show the highest 
and lowest temperatures reached, as follows: —

say — that this wood found at these depths is to all appearance the 
same as that which is now growing there. The size of the growth 
rings is no greater ; the nature of the timber is the same; and the 
diameter of the tree is no greater than that of those now growing 
in the same vicinity. These facts would warrant us in saying that 
the climate of this district in the days of the deposit of the pay- 
streak, as it is termed, was much similar to what it now is. Bed- 
rock, and the gravel above it, show no evidence of glaciation ; the 
gold itself bears no evidence of glaciation. This much I say on 
that point- — let the experts now argue it out for themselves. 

"Now, a few words on the' manner of getting out the dirt in 
this region. As soon as the ground is sufficiently frozen to enable 
us to prosecute our work without interference from water, we sink 
a hole to bedrock, as I have before described. The time this takes 
is measured by the depth of the hole, one foot per day being 
counted fair work. Should we reach bedrock without finding 
prospects, another hole has to be sunk in the same way, and this 
process continued until pay is struck, One claimholder may

"That makes a record from which may be obtained an idea of 
the temperatures. These temperatures show that it can never be 
an agricultural country, for the thermometer sinks so often below 
- 40, at which temperature vegetable development comes to a 
standstill, that only the commonest garden produce, such as 
radishes, lettuce, small cabbages and small turnips, attain sufficient 
size for use. I know one man at Forty Mile, who had a little farm 
011 which he grew potatoes and other vegetables, a quarter of a 
mile from the boundary line. He was such a patriotic Yankee that 
he would not live in Canada tinder any considerations, so when he 
found that Forty Mile was in the Dominion, he moved up the river 
as he thought a quarter of a mile on the Alaskan side of the 
boundary. However, when I surveyed the line, I found that he 
was only 150 yards outside of Canada, and my line actually took a 
small piece off his potato patch. He remarked that 1 came ' pooty 
near takin' his potato patch.' I said, yes — but would potatoes not 
grow just as well in Canada as in Alaska? 

" ' Course they would," he replied, 'Course they would.' 

"Then he added: 'I've no objection to living in Canada. 
Why, I've spent the best part of my life in British territory. I 
mined for years in Cariboo and Cassiar. Why Victoria was my 
headquarters. You must have heard about that big spree 1 had 
there once. They said I spent live thousand dollars in three 
week That's a lie. It was only sixteen hundred.' 

" A r *er finishing my work on the boundary line and on my 
return to Forty Mile, I had to pass this same old gentleman's 
cabin, where I remained over night. In the morning as I was 
packing up I found a bottle with a small glassful of whiskey in it, 
and I determined to try if his patriotism was proof against his 
appetite, so I said, ' Mr. Patch, I've a glass of whiskey here that I'll 
give you on conditions.' 

" ' What are they ? ' said he. 

" ' That you drink the Queen's health.' 

" ' I'll do it,' he said eagerly. 

" So I handed him the bottle, which he raised and said,' Here's 
to Queen Victoria and all her subjects.' 

" ' Clod bless her,' said I. 9 

" 'God bless her,' said he, with great emphasis, and swallowed 
the liquor with very great satisfaction, smacking his lips and 
remarking, ' That's good whiskey- - where did it come from? ' 

" I answered, ' from Canada, where eveiything is good.' 

" ' Well,' he said, ' I guess you're pooty near right there.' 

" This old gentleman informed me that he had tried for several 
years in succession to grow potatoes on the south side of Forty 
Mile, but they were invariably killed by frost. He then sought a 
nook on the hills on the north side of the river, where, the sun did 
not get around to them until towards noon. This prevented their 
being killed by too rapid thawing out by the direct rays of the 
sun. They were gently thawed out in the shade before the strong 
sunheat fell on them, and thus survived the action of the frost. 

" '1 tell you I'd rather have a good potato patch than a mine 
in this country,' said Mr. Patch, ' when you can get two bits a 
pound for them.' 

"These potatoes develop sufficiently to reproduce, but are 
watery and bad tasting. He did me the honor to cook me 
some out of those he had preserved for seed, and I ate them 
because he had cooked them, not for the pleasure it gave me. 
At Forty Mile they grow potatoes in a couple of gardens which 
were better tasting, haying suffered less from the action of the 
frost, the smoky atmosphere of the town preventing the 
radiation of heat during the night to the same extent as it 
does in the outlying places. The)- also grow radishes, turnips, 
lettuce and small cabbages, which taste well but would not 
take a prize at an agricultural exhibition. The Alaska Com- 
mercial Co. has had a couple of acres under cultivation in the 



vicinity of Forty Mile for several years. On this they have sown 
oats, but they never ripened. Good fodder for cattle could be had 
in this way by importing barley and oats, but the seed would have 
to be brought in every season as there is no kernel in the pod or 
shell. To those contemplating taking horses or cattle into the 
country for other purposes than slaughter, I would say, go in 
a couple of years in advance — get a favorable piece of land ; clear 
it, and prepare for the cultivation of such fodder as this. Other- 
wise you will have to import all the fodder you require. Horses 
have been in use at Forty Mile for several years now, but the 
owners depend largely on the trading companies for the food for 
their subsistence. Mr. Harper has had several horses at Selkirk 
for a number of years, the fodder for which he cuts from ponds in the 
vicinity. On this they pull through the winter, but they are not in 
a condition to do any work. Mr. Harper also has a small garden 
at Selkirk, in which he cultivates potatoes of fair quality. To 
preserve them from frost he has made a Large blanket, as it might 
be termed — made out of heavy ticking. Every evening when the 
sky is clear and frost threatens, he suspends this just over the 
potato tops. This to a very great degree subdues the intensity of 
the frost in its action upon the potatoes, but does not entirely save 
them. At Sixty Mile also he has a small garden on which pretty 
fair potatoes arc grown. This spot is more favorably situated 
than is the other locality mentioned, as the tubers are closer to 
the bank of the river with a warmer, sandy soil. The farming 
area is however, very small in comparison with the surface of the 
country, being entirely limited to the river bottoms, so that all 
vegetable food must be taken into the country as it cannot be 
grown there except at an enormous cost, and therefore will not pay. 

" For animal food there is the caribou and the moose, but the 
moose are never nearer than thirty or forty miles of the mines, so 
that it takes two or three days going from the camps to hunt 
them. There are too, white mountain sheep — pure white in color, 
but otherwise resembling very much in appearance the grey one 
found in more southern latitudes, but with a finer horn, more nicely 
curved. The caribou although they roam over the hills in vast 
herds are migratory in their nature and are rarely found two suc- 
cessive seasons in the same place. In the fall of 1895, a large herd 
came clown to the Yukon River, near our camp, adjacent to the 
boundary. Out of this herd I shot six in a little more than as 
many seconds, and twelve in a few hours. The part}- killed 
eighteen that afternoon, which was sufficient for our needs for the 
winter, and after this we often amused ourselves by stoning them 
and chasing- them from the dooryard. They seem to have no 
dread of man. This however is the case only when they are in 
great numbers. Singly or when only a few are together they have

great caution, and will not let you approach nearer than three or 
four hundred yards, if they are aware of your presence. They do 
not seem to have as keen scent as the moose, and rely more upon 
their eyes than their sense of smell. Hunting the moose is an art 
which requires considerable cultivation, a great deal of patience, 
and much endurance. I have known Indians to divest themselves 
of every vestige of clothing and go barefooted, in order to get near 
enough to a moose to shoot him. And this too at a time of the 
year when the mosquitoes were in greatest number. They did this 
because with clothing they might unwittingly catch a branch, snap 
it and make a noise ; while with their feet covered they might 
unconsciously put foot on a dry limb, break it, and scare the moose 
away. This gives a better idea of the acute sense of smell and 
hearing of the moose than anything- else 1 could say. The natural 
products of the country as a food supply may be said to be value- 
less when compared with the demand which will soon exist for it 
there. It might, indeed, be said that till food will have lo be 
imported. In the river are some small fish resembling the greyling, 
and the salmon annually make their way up as far the canyon, 
some two thousand miles from the sea. But long ere this they 
are pretty well spent. Now where there are plenty of salmon for 
the native to subsist on for a considerable period of the summer, the 
salmon is not worthy of note as an item in the food supply which 
will be required there. It was for years the principal source of dog 
feed for the Indians, but the last two summers very few have been 
caught, and the freighters have had to feed their dogs on bacon 
and flour, the former at thirty to forty cents per pound and the 
latter at ten or twelve. I might say for the information of those 
contemplating using dogs for a journey to that country, that 
Indian cornmeal, well cooked with a lump of tallow thrown in and 
well mixed with it, makes excellent dog feed. One hundred pounds 
of cornmeal and a pail of tallow, will suffice a team of four clogs 
for a considerable journey. This is not bulky, nor yet very heavy, 
and is very convenient, besides which the dogs seem to do well on 
it. Before the construction of the Canadian Pacific Railroad 
along the northern shore of Lake Superior, and yet along the north 
shore of Lake Huron where the local mails have to be transmitted 
by dog team, this was the clog feed used. At these points other 
food could readily have been obtained, and the inference is that 
experience has shown this to be the best. In the way of natural 
fruits, there is what is known as the high-hush cranberry, in very 
limited quantities however ; an abundance of blueberries on the 
low, marshy swamps ; and also a few swamp cranberries. There 
are also a very few strawberries in the warm, sheltered nooks 
where the moss has not covered the surface. The blueberries are 
the only ones worthy of note, being of sufficient quantity to con- 



tribute sornewhat to the larder. Out of them a wine is made. It 
does not ' fetch drunk ' as the miners say, and consequently it is 
not much in vogue. The only timber in the country that is fit for 
mercantile purposes is spruce. There are a few poplars which, 
however, are generally unfit for anything except fuel. The spruce 
is soft, weak and full of knots. \ 

" Now let me give you some idea of how things were righted 
and the law administered in that region before the advent of the 
mounted police. When I was in the country ten years ago, the 
miners were not very well acquainted with each otlier, and, there 
being no saloons, they attended pretty strictly to business. Con- 
sequently there were no rings or cliques formed, and when a miners' 
meeting was called to adjust any difference or dispute, it was 
generally decided fairly and on its merits. Soon after this, saloons 
were built, liquor came in in large quantities,' and a class congregated 
which might be termed professional loafers. These men were 
always on hand, and when a miners' meeting was called, they 
attended and voted in the interests of the saloons and their keepers". 

" As an instance, a poor little German, at Forty Mile, was 
passing quietly along the street one day, and a big ruffian, who 
rather prided himself on his capabilities as a bully, drew out and 
struck the little man a blow that paralyzed him. ~ He was power- 
less to help himself ; he could not match his strength against that 
of his assailant ; and so he consulted a German friend of his as 
to what he should do in the matter. The friend suggested a 
miners' meeting, which was called at once. Now, what do you 
think this miners' meeting did? As you would probably never 
guess, I will tell you— they fined the plaintiff $20.00 for calling 
the meeting, which was expended for drinks on the spot, the 
meeting of course being held in the saloon, and the chairman being 
in fact the proprietor of the place. 

"Another instance: Four miners were partners in four 
claims. These did not return more than expenses and poor 
wages, and they decided to sell. One of the partners was going 
to Forty Mile for something or another, and the others instructed 
him, if he could, to sell out for the whole lot. He asked them, 
what was the lowest they would be willing to take for their 
interests, so that he might have something to go on. After con- 
sultation they decided that five hundred dollars was the least they 
would be willing to take, but at the same time instructed him to 
get all that he could. At Forty Mile, he sold the four claims for 
$2,800 —$700 apiece. He handed the three partners $500 each, 
and put the $1,300 in his own pocket. Soon after, they discovered 
this fact, and called a miners' meeting to make him divide even. 
The meeting, by resolution, decided that ' as long as they got their 
$500 apiece it was none of their business what he got.' 

"Again, a miner commonly known as French Joe — -a French 
Canadian — was going down 'the creek,' as it is termed, to Forty 
Mile. While passing the cabin of a man whom we will call Jones, 
he was hailed and asked where he was going. 

" ' To Forty Mile,' he said. 

"• Well, you're going by Dick Brown's' — another fictitious 
name — ' Will you take down these two ounces and give it to him.' 
" ' Oui certainement, m'sr.' 

"The two ounces were weighed out and handed over to Joe, who 
carried them clown and faithfully presented them to Brown as direct- 
ed, with the explanation that they had been received from Jones. 

" ' But,' remarks Brown, 'that - of owes me three ounces.' 

"Joe was surprised, and a little indignant at his reception. 

" ' 1 don't know for dat, he gif me two bounce — der she was. 
Dat's all I know for. ' 

" ' But he owes me three," said the persistent Brown 

" 'Veil dat may be. She may be he owe you thousand. He 
give me two bounce — der she is. You got two bounce ?' 

" ' Yes, there's two ounces here.' 

" • Veil, dat's all he giv me.' 

" ' But I want my other ounce.' 

" ' Veil, sacr-r-r-e ' — the Frenchman was becoming warm — 
' perhaps next time you see him you ask him about her. I giv 
you two bounce — dat's all I got.' 

" Brown calls a miners' meeting to decide whether or not Joe 
shall pay him the extra ounce. Eighty-two miners attended, and 
after much discussion, in which Brown admits having received the 
two ounces from Joe, six voted that the Frenchman should pay the 
extra ounce, and five that he should not. The rest, as Joe 
explained, ' didn't giv dam no how — one way or de other.' 

" So the Frenchman was compelled to pay the extra ounce with 
the costs of the meeting added, amounting to nearly $150. Joe re- 
marked to me afterwards in telling me the tale of his misfortune. 

" ' By Gar — dat satisfy me with miners' meetings. I don't 
want any more clem things.' 

" What first brought the miners' meetings into disrepute was 
the result of one held at Forty Mile in June, 1S96. A tailor there 
had demanded payment of a bill of $4.50 from a barber. The 
barber put in a counterclaim which fully paid the tailor's bill. The 
tailor called a miners' meeting to decide between them. 

"The meeting adjudged the tailor $1.50, and one of its 
members then gravely proposed that he be fined $20.00 for calling 
the meeting. This was just about to pass unanimously, as things 
usually do at a miners' meeting, it being sufficient only to have a 
mover and a seconder, when another member stood up and pro- 
tested against this action, urging that if they fined a man for calling 
a meeting the poor man would have no way at all to get justice. 
They had awarded the man $1.50, and the imposition of a fine 
would be manifestly unfair. The meeting saw the force of this and 
let him go. 

" The barber then rose, and slowly, deliberately, and with a 
picturesque profuseness of profanity and an eloquence of meta- 
phor that did credit lo his originality, requested all and sundry 
present to go not to any more frigid clime. He would go 

down the river on the under side of a log, he observed, if the worst 
came to the worst — but as for that dollar and a half, they could 
. ! ! * * 

"A committee was forthwith appointed to try and collect the 
amount adjudged clue. They could, however, find no one who 
owed the barber anything, or if he did, was willing to pay it 
over to them. It was well known that if they tried to enforce pay- 
ment from the barber he would apply to the mounted police for 
protection, and of course their action in so doing would be punish- 
able. The absurdity of the situation dawned on the parties to the 
affair, and miners' meetings fell below par. 

" This and similar cases brought the miners' meetings into 
such contempt that all in the country were quite ready to join in 
their obsequies. I do not think that at present you could induce 
anyone to call a miners' meeting on any account. All seem lo be 
heartily glad that they have been abolished, and many miners have 
expressed to me their gratification at the way in which law and 
order are administered in Canada. They seem to be particularly 
pleased with the fact that a man's just rights do not depend upon 
his personal popularity — that his tender to his claim is not based 
on the number of times he treats when near the saloon - nor yet 
upon the quantity of whiskey he drinks, or any kindred merit, but 
simply and purely on his just and legal rights whether or not all in 
the country are his friends, or all his enemies. 

" I came a good deal in contact with these men during my 
work about the creeks, settled man)- of the disputes arising between 
them, adjusted many differences—and everywhere and every time 
they had the highest respect for the law. Never but once was 
anything unkind or uncomplimentary said about what was clone, 
and in that case the offender soon after offered a most ample 
apology. I think I can safely assert that, taken as a whole, there 
is no more lawlessness or disorder in the minds of the miners of 
that district than there is in the minds of the citizens of our most 
highly civilized communities in this favored hind. 

" In conclusion let me say that we have in the far north land, 
a vast region, comprising from yo.ooo to 100,000 square miles of 
untold possibilities. Rich deposits we know exist in it, and for 
aught we know many more equally rich may yet be found. We 
know now that there is sufficient to supply a population of a hundred 
thousand people, and I look forward to seeing that number of 
people in that country within the next ten years, It is a vast 
inheritance. Let us use if as . becomes Canadians- -intelligently, 
liberally, and in the way best to advance our country, Canada. Let 
us use it as becomes the offspring of the Mother of Nations."

More Than a Million Cases of Salmon Packed The Great Output of British Columbia's Saw 



Last Year— What the Several Canneries 
Have Been Doingr. 



THE British Columbia salmon pack for 1897 was greatly larger 
than that of other years, the pack of the Fraser river being 
larger than the output of the whole province in any preced- 
ing year as shown by the comparative figures for the past six 
seasons. The low prices in England were not warranted by 
the demand but were clue to the unfortunate pushing of sales. 
However, it is anticipated that as these prices have created a taste 
for the fish in new quarters that may prove beneficial and give a 
larger market. The slaughter prices of this year have resulted in 
the canners combine recently announced by which it is agreed that 
the prices of Fraser river fish will be fixed at 15s. 6d. for 200-case 
lots of tails and for Hats i(> shillings, and a reduction on 5000-case 
lots. Rivers Inlet fish will be sold at one shilling below this, and 
Skeena and Naas sixpence below. It is also decided to reduce the 
pack this year on the Fraser 25 per cent, of the 1M97 pack and the 
Northern packs 25 per cent. • of the average year's pack The 
Canadian market has turned out more satisfactory than last year 
and buying for the Eastern provinces is more free. 

An experiment was made by the Carlisle Canning Company 
on the Skeena, during the year to put up fish in porcelain-lined 
flats. This is the invention of Mr. S. Okell, and though more 
expensive than the ordinary method is a very attractive one and 
the 3,000 cases put up in this way last year found a ready sale in 
England. 

There were quite a number of new canneries last year as may 
be seen from a glance at the list.

Shown in Full Detail. 



THERE is little of importance in the way of changes to be 
noted in the lumber export trade for las't year as compared 
with the preceding twelve months. There was a good 
demand in the early and middle part of the year, but owing to the 
high rates of freights the export was curtailed during the last few 
months, nor is there much prospect of an immediate improvement. 
During the year there was a good deal of lumber shipped to 
European markets, which is somewhat of a new departure. It is 
to be noted that the vessels now engaged in the trade are much 
larger in tonnage than those that used to comprise the B. C. 
lumber fleet and the number of vessels has also steadily increased, 
for whereas a tew years ago the cargoes averaged .about half a 
million feet, now most vessels carry more than double or treble 
that amount, and even two millions is not unknown. At the 
beginning of 1896 the Central Lumber Company which practically 
controlled the export trade of the Pacific Coast went to pieces, 
and though there has been an attempt to reorganize that big 
combine, the effort was in vain. During 1897 the Pacific Pine 
Lumber Company, which combined five of the biggest American 
companies, decided to go into liquidation, but are now reorgan- 
izing under the name of the Pacific Pine Co. 

The outlook tor the lumber market on this continent, how- 
ever, is decidedly good. The farmers throughout Canada and the 
L'nited Slates and especially in the Canadian Northwest have had 
better prices during the year for their farm products and this will 
give them more money to spend in new buildings and improvements. 
The increase in mining industry and the Klondyke excitement will 
have an especial bearing on the Coast and in consequence British 
Columbia mill men may look for better times and increased sales. 

The amount of lumber carried by the lleet of vessels sailing 
from British Columbia ports last year exceeded sixty-eight million 
feet valued at about $600,000.

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ON A BUSINESS BASIS. 



The Past Year Has Seen The Element 
of Speculation Largely Eliminated 
From Mining Operations. 



WHILE there have been no particularly startling mineral 
discoveries in British Columbia during the year just 
closed, the progress in mining has been particularly 
gratifying when judged by the very large increase in the output, 
as compared with that of preceding years. When one notes that 
West Kootenay alone in 1897 has added more to the wealth of the 
province than did all the mines of British Columbia in the preceding 
years, the result is eminently gratifying. Taking the figures of 
the official reports the following is a comparison for the past eight 
year; the output including coal as well as the metals:

It may be noted too that the mining has been rapidly coming 
down to a better basis, that the attention of capital has become 
more directed to the province and as new mines are opened up and 
producing returns for the money expended in developing them, the 
effect has been to induce more investment in legitimate mining 
enterprises. The excellent and thoroughly reliable reports sent 
out by the Department of Mines have been of wonderful benefit, 
and prove the wisdom of the step taken by the government in 
appointing Mr. W. A. Carlyle as provincial mineralogist. Until 
that gentleman's appointment the mining reports were somewhat 
perfunctory affairs, but since he undertook his duties, he has made 
a thorough study of the conditions of the province and 
its mining interests. The result of this is seen in his 
reports w hich, instead of being a mere mass of figures 
and dull details, have placed before the public in a live 
and interesting way the possibilities of the mining 
resources of the province, and to these reports is very 
largely ascribable the success of the mining industry 
of the past few^ years. 

One of the features of the past year is the in- 
creased attention paid to the Coast mineral regions 
of the province which have hitherto been almost 
neglected. Now, however, a great many prospectors 
are engaged in the Coast region and capital is taking 
hold and developing the prospects found with good 
results. 

On the Mainland, Bridge river and Lillooet have 
come more to the front during 1897 as have also the 
districts south of Nelson. The "wild cats" are not 
all dead yet, but taking it all round, mining is get- 
ting down to a distinctly business basis. With the 
advent of railways more development is, made possible 
than could otherwise have been the case and the 
Crow's Nest railway, at present under construction, 
will probably settle the much-vexed smelter question 
by giving cheap coke and coal. The steamer service 
has been better in the mining regions during iSgj and 
this has all contributed to assist in a larger output 
from the mines. The Crow's Nest, too, will be an 
important factor in opening up East Kootenay, es- 
pecially as that district has been much retarded for 
want of railroads. 

While the mining industry has advanced satisfac- 
torily, of course there have also been some drawbacks.. Some com- 
panies, misled by bad advice, issued ridiculously high capitalization 
on simple prospects, claiming a large output and dividends on what 
was not in sight. The hopes not materializing these companies 
are now in trouble and are execrated although they may possess 
properties which, when properly opened up, will prove to be i;ood 
mines. However, as said before, mining generally has reached a 
better basis, and British Columbia does not lack for capital, for 
manv men representing large wealth are now in the country. 
Progress, too, has been greatly checked by the excessive prices 
asked for claims or prospects, and people unacquainted with the 
true value of such properties have paid very high prices for them. 
This, however, is righting itself and there is a steady advance 
in mining, nearly every prospect being worked showing great 
improvement and some new properties being added to the list of 
shipping mines, 

Immense interest has been taken in the northern part of the 
province since the Yukon discoveries and will have the effect of 
seeing the whole of the northern portion of British Columbia 
prospected thoroughly during the coming years. In this way the 
Yukon has done an immense amount of good to British Columbia. 
With the growth of mining, too, other industries have benefited, 
new towns have grown up, population is (lowing in and the 
farmers are beginning to realize good prices for their produce. 



commenced operationson Man- 
son, Germenson and Slate 
creeks. The nearest point on 
the Canadian Pacific Railway 

to these creeks, is distant 570 

miles, the first hundred being 
over a good wagon road; the balance of 350 miles is a trial, part 
of it the famous Telegraph trail! There is plenty of feed for pack 
animals along this route. 

Boats carrying four or live tons could be used from Soda creek, 
on the Faser river, 50 miles below Quesnelle, to within 60 miles of 
the mines, and there is a strong probability of the Dominion 
Government improving this water course so that it will be navig- 
able for light draft steamers. These improvements can be made 
for $100,000. 

In summer the Omineca can also be reached from the coast by 
steamer to Hazelton on the Skeena river, whence a good trail 150 
miles in length extends to the mines. Within the last two years 
the companies operating in the Omineca have expended a good 
deal of money on trails, so that pack animals can get in easily now, 
freight being reduced from the old time dollar a pound to sixteen 
and a half cents, from Victoria to Manson and Germenson creeks. 

The first rush to the Omineca was in 1870, when rich diggings 
were found on Germenson creek. The year following gold was 
found on Manson and other creeks but the country was nearly 
abandoned in a few years, partly owing to the Cassiar stampede 
and parti}' to the high freight, nothing being then known of modern 
hydraulic appliances, for ground that would not pay to work then 
will yield rich returns now. Of all the miners who first were 
attracted to the Omineca a lew only have remained there ever since. 

Up to 1878 over $1,000,000 was added to the world's gold 
by the Omineca creeks, and every year since a considerable 
quantity of gold dust has been taken out, while nuggets have 
frequently been found going over $200. This year the British 
Columbia Board of Trade folder gives $48,000 as being taken out 
by two men and besides that, at least $30,000 more has been taken 
by miners and prospectors rocking and hand sluicing. 

Professor G. M. Dawson, C. M. G., director of the geological 
survey of Canada, in his report entitled "The Mineral Wealth of 
British Columbia," (annual report 1887, part R.), speaking about 
Germenson creek, says : 

" In 1870 good shallow diggings for three miles yielding from 
half an ounce to three ounces a day of gold to a man ; total in 
this year $70,000. In 1871 much work going on, three men near 
the mouth took out ten ounces a day to the man, but there were 
many blanks." 

Speaking of Manson he says: "Gold discovered in 1871 
yielded $20 per day to the man ; in some places nuggets worth 
$80 to $100. "

The Omineca Country. 

A Rich Mining Territory Of The North Which 
Begins To Command Attention. 



IN the Omineca country, British Columbia has a vast area of gold 
bearing territory that has until now been very little explored. 
It extends from the Rocky mountains on the east to 128 3 W., 
while from 54 N. it runs north to 58". Properly speaking the 
gold bearing tract thus far discovered is on the Arctic slope and 
the streams tributary to the Peace river. Though known as a 
gold producing and wealthy district since the days of " Old Cari- 
boo," it. has remained terra incognita save to an adventurous few 
who each year have found their way there and generally returned 
with a fair reward for the long - , toilsome journey and the hardships 
and exposure incurred. The difficulty of access, the uncertainty 
of food supplies, and the great expense of transportation, have in 
spite of the richness of the country, almost entirely defeated all 
attempts at mining operations on an extensive scale until within 
the last two years, when one Ottawa and two Victoria companies 



As instances of the richness of Omineca it may be stated that 
during the season of 1897 the largest nugget found was worth $69. 
On Lost creek, a tributary of Manson, the Irwin company of five 
men took out 192 ounces in one week. Another company of four 
men took $105,000 out of one claim. On Black Jack gulch, 
another tributary of the Manson, five men, in 1871, made $200 a day 
continuously. All the work in these instances was hand sluicing. 

Vital and Tom creeks have been worked since discovered to the 
present day and now that companies with capital have taken hold in 
the Omineca, the output will no doubt increase largely year by year. 

The following incorporated companies are now operating 
extensively in the Omineca country : 

The Omineca Consolidated Hydraulic Mining Company, Ltd., 
incorporated under the Imperial act, capital $100,000, head ofiice, 
Victoria ; M. McGregor, president ; J. T. Bethune, secretary- 
treasurer ; C. N. Black, C. E., manager. 

The Caledonia General Mining Association, L. L., capital 
$1, 500,009: A. J. W. Bridgman, president; R. T. Williams, 
secretary-treas. ; C. N. Black, C.E., manager; head office, Victoria. 

The Forty-Third Milling and Mining Co, L. L., capital $600,- 
000, head office, Ottawa ; N. C. Sparks, president ; S. M. Rogers, 
secretary-treasurer ; Joshua Wright, manager. 

A Maryland, U. S., company are going extensively into 
dredging on the Parsnip and Nation rivers and the Vital Creek 
Company, and the Mayflower and Tom Creek Companies though 
not incorporated are operating. 

Amongst those who have stuck to the country since discovered 
may he mentioned, E. Evans, now recorder ; William Kynton ; J. 
J. May ; J. Lyons ; Chas. McKinnon ; Ah Lum, a Chinaman, who 
was making half an ounce a day last summer on Manson, and Ah 
Sam, another Chinaman, who worked twenty-four men last 
summer on Germenson. 

The Caledonia Company's property is on Germenson, they 
employed 70 men last season ; the Omineca Consolidated, on Man- 
son, Blackjack and Lost creeks, employed 30 men last season and 
the Forty-Third'S, on Kildare gulch and Slate creeks, employed 
60 men last season. The Consolidated and Caledonia own a saw- 
mill jointly on Manson, and the Forty-Third have a saw-mill on 
Manson. The last-named company have part of their hydraulic 
plant in, and part at Quesnelie on the way ; their's is an elevator 
proposition; 

The Consolidated have an hydraulic plant and electric-light 
plant purchased and now at Quesnelle on the road to Omineca. 
Their ditch is finished and made a ten-days run during the past 
season on a rich pay streak which well satisfied the owners. 

Without a doubt the Omineca is an extremely rich country, 
but not one for a poor man unless he goes to spend two years there 
and lose his time and at least $1,500. There may be one chance 
in ten to strike some new rich creek. For one hundred miles north 
of the Omineca river is a district absolutely unexplored by white 
men. It lies between the Peace river and the now famous Yukon, 
and to explore it will lake both money and grit! 



S early as the year i860, miners from different points were 
travelling towards the Lillooet district, buoyed up by hope 
and full of glorious expectations, of securing for themselves 
and for their families, if not affluence for the rest of their days, 
at' any rate a sufficient amount of the yellow metal to make their 
journey through life a little more comfortable. Many Victorians 
were numbered among the prospectors, and the boats from the 
Queen City carried numbers of these sturdy pioneers towards the 
road which led from Yale to the place of interest. 

As in mining districts of the present claims were located and 
worked as now — some prospectors being fortunate, others reduced 
almost to the point of despair through not having discovered gold 
enough to pay for their labor expended. Here also was witnessed, 
time and again, the strange freaks of Nature, exhibited none the 
less in the mineral than in the animal world. One man labored 
for months on his claim, without bringing to the surface a dollar's 
worth of the dust, while at a distance of only a very few feet, past 
the line of his claim, other men were jubilant over their rich strikes. 

For a number of years the mines were worked with fair 
results, but for a few years the output was not very encouraging, 
although the character of the rock formation, the fact of paying 
leads having been found and other conditions known to experienced 
miners, were strong proofs that the district was rich in mineral 
wealth. 

As a consequence prospecting and development work has been 
carried on, and to-day there are expert engineers and old-time 
mining men who go so far as to say that the mines of Lillooet are 
equal, if not superior, to any in the province. 

In Bridge River district, for instance, the Ben 'd Or group of 
claims, located by two young half-breeds named Burns and Cargill, 
and recently acquired by Messrs. McKinnon, Robertson, and Noel, 
are in point. The importance of these discoveries is seen by the 
fact that three different locations are now recorded for townsites, 
two on the south fork of Bridge river and one below the Ben d' Or 
group on Cadwallader creek. The claims here of known value are 
the Ben 'd Or group, the Ida May, two claims owned 
by the Alpha Bell Co. and the Monarch group, in 
which assays run as high as $700 to the ton. In this 
last-mentioned group some of Victoria's enterprising 
citizens are interested, and as it is located quite 
near the Ben 'd Or, which has been bonded for a 
million dollars, the prospects of its being something 
of value are certainly very encouraging. 

As to the district in general, the Colonist can- 
not do better than quote extracts from the annual 
report of Mr. F. Soues', the Gold Commissioner. 

" From a personal residence of thirty-four years 
in the district of Pemberton, Lillooet and Clinton, and 
during the whole of that time with exceptional op- 
portunities to learn the amount of gold obtained and 
the localities, I may be supposed to deal with the 
matter intelligently and correctly. In the decade 
ending 1869, official reports as to mines and mining 
i are conspicuous by their absence. The early miners 
into this province, in 1859-1860, worked their way 
up the Fraser, testing all the tributaries for gold; 
Bridge river in those years was located and worked, 
year by year, with varying success. The richest finds 
were obtained in the decade referred to. 

"For the decade ending '79, we have official 
mining statistics commencing in 1874, in some of 
which annual reports, place has been found for 
Lillooet district and the estimated returns. 

" From i860, to the discovery of Cayoosh creek, 
Bridge river had been the principal source of the gold 
obtained. In the early sixties, the principal workings 
were from the mouth to the head of Deep Canyon 
from which point the river flows through a long marshy section 
some fifty miles. Above this stretch Tyaughton creek has pro- 
duced considerable coarse gold. 

" On Cadwallader and the South Fork coarse gold is found in 
considerable quantities. The valley of the Bridge river for a long 
distance is paralleled by the valley in which are situated Seaton 
lake and Anderson lake, and at one point on Seaton lake the dis- 
tance to Bridge river, at Jack's Landing, is only about six miles. 
The division between these two valleys is a high and much broken 
ridge of mountains with numerous streams falling into these lakes. 
Bridge river gold, bears a strong resemblance to the gold found in 
the placer workings at Bendigo, Victoria, in the early fifties." 

Mr. Soues, makes mention of the fact that placer mining has 
with tew exceptions led up to the discovery of the rocky matrix 
from which the alluvial gold was obtained, and the rich quartz 
ledges that have recently been discovered have undoubtedly fur- 
nished the supply that has been gathered from Bridge river from 
its earliest history.

East Kootenay. 

Another Hitherto Neglected District Which 
With Improved Connections Will Prove 
a Great Producer. 



UNTIL last year East Kootenay received comparatively little 
attention from mining men, but the success which had 
attended the opening of the West Kootenay mines resulted 
in also attracting the eyes of the prospector here, and early in the 
season there was a rush to East Kootenay. Unusually wet weather, 
however, had the effect of keeping most of the new arrivals in 
their tents and very few really got into the hills. This explains 
the fact that there are no new discoveries of especial importance 
to report. 

Considerable work was done by Capt. Petty on one of the 
forks of St. Mary's river and this will be resumed during the 
coming season on a larger scale, exploiting veins of copper ore and 
also of silver-bearing galena. 

At the famous North Star group on the Kootenay river, six 
miles above Fort Steele, some ore has been shipped, but all efforts 
have been bent towards development and new bodies of ore have 
been found. 

On the Sullivan group, a mile and a half North of the North 
Star, and bought by the Le Roi owners, work was suddenly 
(Continued on Page Two. J 
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'HE present excitement about Klondike brings to mind the 
various mining- fevers in British Columbia, and it may be 
interesting to make a comparison of the routes travelled in 
the early days, with those that are now being so much discussed. 
In the spring of 1858 1 was mining- on the Yuba river in California 
when the Fraser river excitement broke out. The problem then 
was how to get there. The great crowd went to San Francisco 
and from there got up the Fraser river the best way they could, 
but hearing of the difficulties encountered on the river, suggested 
to some the idea of going overland from California. 
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Accordingly about the middle of May in that year twelve men, 
including myself, started from Marysville on the overland trip to 
the new gold fields. 

We travelled by Oravillc, Shasta, Yreka and Jacksonville, 
reaching Portland about July 10. There were very few settlers in 
that part of Oregon at that time and Portland was a mud hole 
with a few scattered houses. We bought our outfits at Portland, 
sent them to the Dalles by steamer, and drove our horses over the 
mountains by an old immigrant trail. In Portland we learned that 
a party of miners had started from the Dalles and had been driven 
back by the Indians and several of them killed. We met some of 
the party at the Dalles where we reorganized, forming a com- 
pany of 300 men. 

There was not at that time a, settler in Eastern Washington 
from the Columbia river to British Columbia. We had to guard 
our horses every night and use every precaution in the day as the 
Indians were watching us all the time, and if a man got separated 
from the party he would be shot, though we were too strong for 
the Indians to attack us openly. When within a few miles of Fort 
Okanagan a few Frenchmen in the party refused to travel accord- 
ing to the rules of our company. The next morning they lagged 
behind in starting and when they did start the Indians rode in 
ahead of them, ran off thirteen horses and killed one man. 

When we reached Fort Okanagan we learned that a party 
ahead of us had been attacked in passing through a canyon, by 
Indians, and driven back with several killed. They had been com- 
pelled to cross the Okanagan river and get to Fort Hope. We 
passed through the canyon, however, without being molested, but 
when camped on Grand Prairie, near the Thompson river, a man 
started a few minutes ahead and we found him within half a mile 
of camp killed and stripped naked. 

At Kamloops we met Mr. McLean, in charge of the Hudson's 
Bay Company's post, the first white man since we left Fort Simcoe 
near the Dalles. 

We reached the Fraser river at the Pavilion on Sept, 1, and 
then moved down to the Fountain and camped there. We found 
a few men there who had come in by Port Douglas and Lillooet. 

The Indians, had been somewhat troublesome before our party 
arrived but from that time on they gave no more trouble. A great 
number of that party started back within a few days and without 
washing a pan of dirt. We did some prospecting- and took out a 
little gold but found nothing of any value and in the fall, there 
being no grub in that country, we went to Yale. We had to go 
over the top of Jackass mountain, and the mountain between 
Boston Bar and Spuzzum, and also the one above Yale. 

After a very rough trip we found that the excitement had 
started from a little gold being found in the bars of the Fraser. 
However, we were here and some of us made up our minds to stay 
and see it out. About the seventh of December, 1858, quite a 
number of men left Yale for Victoria to winter, taking a steamer 
al Hope and running down below Harrison river. They got 
frozen in and not knowing how long they might have to remain 
there, the passengers all. left the boat to walk to Langley. In two 
or three days the ice broke up and the steamer ran down, but the 
passengers were back in the swamps so that she could not pick 
them up and they were over a week on the way, and nearly starved, 
before they all got to Langley. 

The Omineca excitement started in the fall of 1869, and in the 
spring of 1870 the rush started, some going by land, some by the 
Fraser and Stewart rivers and some by Giscombe portage, Parsnip 
and Omineca rivers. All of these routes were long and tedious. 
In the spring- of 1S69 six of us started from Qucsnelle mouth with 
a boat and four tons of supplies. The river rose very early which 
made the trip much worse than it would have been; We went up 
the Fraser too miles and up the Stewart river 150 miles and then 
through Stewart lake, Tatchey river, Cross lake, Middle river, and 
Lake Tatlah. From there we had to pack all our supplies on our 
backs fifty miles to the Omineca river. Our first discovery was 
Vital creek, where we worked that summer and took out about 
$600 each ; find that started the excitement. 

Our success made us determine to try Vital creek the next 
spring. We returned in the spring and found that we had worked 
the creek out before we left in the preceding fall, so the only thing 
to do was to go out prospecting. 

In July of this year Gennansen creek was struck, and then 
Manson creek, Slate creek and Lost creek. There were some 
fairly good paying claims on all these creeks and they were worked 



with more or less success until 
1873, when the Cassiar excite- 
ment broke out, and near- 
ly everyone abandoned their 
claims and joined in the rush. 
If that rush had not taken 
place I believe other good diggings would have been found in the 
Omineca. 

Cassiar was struck by Thibet and McCullough who had been 
in the mountains two or three years. They came up from the 
McKenzie river and arrived at Dease lake in the fall of '72 where 
they wintered and found some gold. They did not know where 
they were, and intended to go back the way they came, until they 
met some Cassiar Indians who told them it was only a short 
distance to salt water, pointing towards the coast.- Mr. Thibet's 1 
partner was frozen to death at the mouth of the Stickeen river 
going- up in the spring of '74. The rush to Cassiar all went by 
way of the Stickeen and the trail from Telegraph Creek. Cassiar 
was I consider the best camp for poor men ever found in British 
Columbia and the easiest of access. 

I think any person that made the trip to Cariboo in '59 01 
'60, or who went to Omineca in '69 or '70 would look on going to 
the Klondyke as a pleasure trip. A man can buy his ticket from 
Victoria to Dawson City, and sit in his cabin on the steamer till 
he gets there. The only trouble he is put to is changing boats at 
St. Michaels. Or, he can go earlier in the spring by the Stickeen 
and Teslin lake route. By this route he goes by steamer to 
Telegraph creek and loads his goods on a pack train ; and if he 
does not wish to hire a horse to ride, he can take his gun and 
travel along with the train and shoot all the game he wants. 
When he gets to the lake he can either build or buy a boat, load 
it with a summers' grub and go where he pleases. 

The Big Bend was another camp that was much harder to get 
to than Klondyke, but as I was not in that rush I will not attempt 
to describe the route.

Moses McGregor Writes of Another Rich Placer Dis- 
trict which Victoria Money and Enterprise 
Is Opening Up. 



IT is well for the people of British Columbia not to forget in the 
excitement of the Klondyke discoveries that there are, in the 
northern portion of the province, gold fields that promise to 
return just as good results when they arc opened up. I base my 
opinion upon my own personal experience of the Omineca country 
where I had occasion to go during'- the past summer in connection 
with the Consolidated and the Caledonia Hydraulic mining com- 
panies, in both of which I have interests. 

1 left Victoria towards the end of July and was away eight 
weeks, travelling up the Skeena to Hazelton by boat and from 
there going in 220 miles on horseback to Manson creek. 

The Consolidated Company have eight claims 1,500 feet square 
on Manson creek, and for the past two years have been making 
extensive preparations for hydraulicing. The ditch is ^ l / 2 miles 
long, and though the monitors were not yet there, on the 18th of 
August, when 1 left the creek, water was turned in and a six-inch 
hose was used for washing the dirt into the sluice boxes, which 
are already in position. That gave about five weeks' washing 
last season. 

To satisfy myself as to the value of the dirt on Manson creek 
I took a pan and, although no expert-at the business, I took out 
$3.40 in four hours right at the grass roots. Nineteen feet further 
down we tried the dirt and took out $54 in gold from five vards, 
75 feet above the bedrock, the gold being coarser in the lower 
sample, so one may imagine what it will be at bedrock. 

On Germensen creek, the Caledonia Company have already 
five miles of ditch finished, and have yet three miles more of ditch 
and 2,000 feet of Hume to build. This will take another year. 
The company have seven claims, and prospects taken by myself 
showed splendid coarse gold. 

The extent of the work done by these Victoria companies 
may be understood from the fact that they have had ninety men 
working on their properties, and though it takes a good deal of 
money to put in ditches and hydraulic plant, yet the richness of the 
dirt will bring back a genuine golden harvest. 

As an instance of how, even with the crudest handwork, Man- 
son creek pays, I may state that a short, distance from the com- 
pany's claims I saw five Chinamen at work. They were using a 
cradle on a bench 75 feet from the creek, and in spite of having to 
carry up in oil cans all the water they use for washing the dirt, 
they are making §3.50 a day per man. 

On Tom creek, 75 miles nearer the coast, I saw quite a num- 
ber of claims being worked, the miners making a good living out 
of their properties. 

There were some 250 men altogether in the district last sum- 
mer and one or two men have for many years been making a good 
livelihood by working in the Omineca— as for instance, Ezra 
Evans, who has followed mining there for twent-five years, and 
Kenton, who has put in twenty years of his life there. 

I might say that for a winter trail that from Qucsnelle is the 
best at present hut as the new trail from Hazelton is now being- 
put in shape, when completed will give the easiest and cheapest 
route for reaching the Omineca. I should like to say also that 
Mr. Sargent, the Hudson's Bay Company's manager, and Mr. 
French, the Company's manager at Babine, are extremely obliging 
and helpful to people travelling into the Omineca and at all the 
Company's posts the people I found most accommodating and kind.

It As Well As The Klondyke Well Deserves 
The Attention of The Miner 
And The Capitalist. 



IN the summer of 1894, I was attracted to Alberni by favorable 
reports of the Golden Fagle quartz claim, which was then first 
uciuy developed at thchcad of China creek. Though thatexcite- 
ment died out and Alberni has since then not attracted the attention 
it deserved until within the past year, from my own experience I 
have always had strong faith in the ultimate success of that district 
of the province as a gold producer, and for that reason I have 
stayed with the camp. The excitement attendant on the opening 
up of the Kootenay mines at first kept mining men's attention 
diverted to that portion of the province, to the neglect of the coast 
districts, and for a long time, on the principle that distant fields 
look greenest, the Coast people while eager enough to interest 
themselves in the Kootenay, refuse to notice tlxp opportunities that 
the Coast mineral districts offer so much nearer home. Still for 
all that, a faithful few though suffering from lack of capital stuck 
to Alberni, gradually opening up new claims and eventually they 
have forced the attention of capitalists to the district. Now to a 
great extent the difficulties of transportation from which the dis- 
trict suffered have been overcome by the building of good wharf 
facilities at the new townsite on the canal, and the construction of 
an excellent wagon road from here to the top of Mineral Hill, a 
distance of eleven miles, giving- ample facilities to the mines of the 
Mineral creek district for getting in supplies and for shipping pur- 
poses. This of course has given a much needed impetus to mining 



and "prospecting, and last season there were at least 250 men 
employed in the district opening up existing claims and prospecting 
for new ones. 

Alherni, while prlncipallyknown as , a quartz mining district, 
also has a great deal of placer ground, especially on China creek 
where hydraulicing is being pursued at the present time. The 
Alberni Syndicate, composed of London and Liverpool capitalists 
and represented locally by Messrs. James Armstrong and W. H. 
Bainbridge, have secured the Constance and Cateract hydraulic 
claims on China creek and are now working the latter with satis- 
factory results. The same companies are negotiating for other 
hydraulic properties on the creek. 

The Consolidated Alberni is the best known and best developed 
quartz claim in the Alberni district, and has now got beyond the 
experimental stage, as have also the Champion, Missing Link, 
Adelaide, Jack Taylor and the Quadra group of claims, all on Min- 
eral Hill. They are all free milling properties. Recent shipments 
of the Alberni Consolidated ore to the smelter netted $43 and the 
Champion and Missing Link netted $28,. 12. 

The Regina Group on Douglas Mountain on the opposite side 
of Mineral creek has had between $5,000 and $10,000 worth of 
development work done on it. The Alberni Syndicate already 
mentioned have recently secured this group and have a force of 
men working on the property with very favorable results. The 
ore of this group is copper, gold, silver and lead. A number of 
other claims are also being worked in the Alberni district. 

On the Alberni canal the copper belt has only within the past 
year come into prominence, but already quite a number of mining 
engineers representing large capitalists have visited the claims on 
Uchucklesett Harbor, Anderson Lake, Snug Basin, Green's Cove 
and Sarita River. Then on the West Coast, a continuation of the 
same belt, there are many prospects on Kennedy Lake, Deer 
Creek, Bear River, Sidney Inlet and Nootka Sound. The dis- 
covery of these has been so recent that so far there has not been 
time to do much development ; still with the enormous mineral 
showing throughout the belt, mining men generally are perfectly- 
certain that some wonderfully rich mines will be developed on the 
West Coast.

The Land of Good Mines-East Kootenay.

stopped for some unknown reason. Other claims near by are 
being prospected and with hopeful results. 

At the St. Eugene on Movie lake, the mine is being opened up 
and now there is a large body of ore in sight and on the ore dump 
awaiting - the coming of the Crow's Nest railway which will pass- 
close by. 

The large quartz lodes on Perry creek were tested and found 
to be very low grade ; but more work will yet be done on them. 

At many other points mining is in progress in some cases with 
much encouragement and with the advent of better communication 
in this enormous district Fast Kootenay should make rapid strides. 
New towns are springing up such as Wardner which until recently 
had no place on the map ; Cranbrook has come into being by the 
approach of the Crow's Nest railway- and promises to be an 
important place; while Fort Steele is growing- lustily, and with a 
railway to its doors will hold its place as a business centre among 
the mines that are opening in the district. 

The Crow's Nest Railway now being rapidly constructed 
means much for East Kootenay. It will run to Kootenay lake, 
where for a time connection with Nelson will be given by means of 
large and well equipped steamers. The large deposits of coking 
coal along the line are being opened up at two different places 
convenient to the railway line. This means that soon coal and 
coke can be landed cheaply at the Nelson, Trail or Pilot Bay 
smelters. Consequently the railway means that bodies of mineral 
which otherwise could not be mined for want of communication, 
will by its means be made accessable and pay to work, while the 
cost of smelting will be reduced owing to the cheapening of the 
coal and coke consumed. In addition to the Crow's Nest a railway 
is projected up the Columbia river valley to Golden. 



Improvements in Lillooet. 

In the past year, after building a wagon road up a very diffi- 
cult canyon, the Golden Cache Company^ has erected a ten-stamp 
mill on Cayoosh creek, and a three rail gravity tram 2S00 feet long 
has been built up to the ore chutes of the mine. Some tunnels 
have been driven in the large bends of quartz showing in the steep 
face of a high cliff of slates. The ore is a free milling with very 
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little sulphides. The company has had many difficulties to over- 
come in making their property accessable and from now on the 
work should progress without interruption and the* true value and 
extent of this ore body be ascertained. 

During the summer, work has been done on the Excelsior 
which has probably the extension of the Golden Cache vein and 
some high assay values are reported from the quartz in this lead. 
Nothing has been done on the Bonanza, but a number of, other 
claims are having quartz leads developed on them. 

Bridge river, sixty miles from Lillooet by trail, has attracted 
a great deal of attention by reason of the gold hearing quartz veins 
recently found there, from which fine samples of gold have been 
got, but which promise to carry low values. Many claims have 
been staked, but only on a few have quartz veins really been found. 
Work is being- done this winter and next spring will see a greater 
rush into this region. 

The town of Lillooet is enjoying some of its old-time prosperity 
through the revival in mining, the wagon road will soon be 
completed along- the Fraser to Lytton, giving much easier access 
to this town, famous in old Cariboo years. 
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Horsefly's Wonderful Placers.

The Deepest Found Anywhere, And of Such 
Richness As to Astonish The World.

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THE gravel deposits of the Horsefly district of Cariboo, have 
ever been a puzzle to the miners and prospectors of that 
region. It was first struck by a party of prospectors from 
the lower Fraser, in the summer of '59, who gained from $5 to 
3 oz. per day to the man, by that very primitive method of work- 
ing — rocking. These men then held the theory that obtains 
to-day, that they had . struck something similar to the celebrated 
California "Blue Lead." The shallow ground when worked has 
almost invariably given good results ; more ambitious prospectors 
have sunk a great number of shafts, seeking the main gutter of 
the ancient river channel, but for lack of capital and appliances 
failed to reach bedrock. 

The first work of any extent was done by a China company, 
on the west side of the present stream. From under one boulder 
they took over $30,000. 

In October of 1884, the first lease of placer mining gbund in 
this province was granted to Mr. Harper, of 362 acres, situated 
where the ancient channel is intersected by the present Horsefly 
river; wing dams were built, saw mill and centrifugal pump put to 
work, and large sums of money recovered from the river bed and 
shallow branches adjoining. Some of this ground was farmed 
out and one man, Sam Veyse, made $50 per day, day after day — 
for his own work. 

Four years ago Mr. Hobson started to open the Horsefly 
Hydraulic mine, equipped with 12 miles of ditch and pipe line, and 
the following season the output from the Horsefly was over $50,- 
000 — a run of 204 hours piping on the Horsefly hydraulic mine 
yielded $7,417 or $875 per day (24 hours), and the mine was 
expected to pay $100,000 in dividends the following season. In 
'96, the Horsefiy Gold Mining Company equipped with seven miles 
of ditch and pipe line, intending to work the Harper ground by a 
system of hydraulic elevators, and be ready for work in the season 
of '97. Unfortunately litigation between those two Horsefly com- 
panies regarding a water tight arose, and both have so far proved 
unsatisfactory, almost solely from this cause.' With 2000 inches 
of water, which they can easily get, and good management, the 
Gold Mining Co. should turn out a tremendous success. They 
were piping last September in dirt that ran $50 to the cubic yard, 
and no boulders to bother them. 

In '96 the Horsefly Hydraulic was bothered to such an extent 
with cement that they decided to put in a 10-stamp mill last spring 
which they did at a cost of about $40,000. *This has not proved a 
success. In the fall of '95 Mr. W. N. Bissett is quoted in the 
Mining Record as saying : " Not far from bedrock the cement gave 
' returns of about $4.50 per cubic yard, but on the whole he does 
not think the cement is rich enough to make it a milling proposi- 
tion," also : " The gold differs in quality and looks from the gold 
taken out 5 miles above, in the Ward (Horsefly Gold Mining Co.) 
mines,, which is worth about 60 cents per ounce more. From this 
and other causes Mr. Bissett does not think the two properties are 
on the same gold run, and is of the opinion that systematic boring 
would find, near these properties, other valuable mines. 

If there were more such sensible, practical, cconomically- 
incfined men in the province we should have more mines and 
fewer failures. 

So much for the mining done, but that does not tell all. We 
of Horsefly, by which I mean of Horsefly where it intersects the 
ancient channel, believe that within a very few years we will 
possess the greatest deep placers on earth. I have been prospect- 
ing this channel for the past three years and have proved it nearly 
half a mile in width but of depth we cannot speak with certainty. 
In '96 Senator R. H. Campbell, of California, took up about 6 
miles of the old channel and began sinking for bedrock. When he 
closed down last Sept. he had reached a depth of 264 feet, nearly 
200 feet through channel gravel and had not yet struck bottom. 
This channel is overlaid with volcanic clay for a depth varying from 
34 to 76 feet. Mr. Campbell begins work again in the spring. I 
can quote his opinion as given in a private letter: "You are well 
aware of the richness of the Horsefly Gold Mining Company's 
ground extending on either side of the Horsefiy river. You also 
know that the gold obtained was only from the surface, and thai 
the deeper portions have never been touched. By far the richer 
portion lies deeper and, in my opinion, when reached, will surprise 
not only the people of British Columbia, but the whole mining 
world. In all my 45 years' experience as a gravel miner in Cali- 
fornia, I have never seen anything like it tor extent and richness." 

Mr. Campbell is no "light weight" and is backing his opinion 
with his money and time. 

This ancient channel is tapped by Black creek 24 miles east of 
Horsefiy City, intersected again at Horsefly, and its gravels are 
again exposed in Beaver Lake valley proper about 5 miles west of 
Horsefly, and of such depth and extent has it been proved that it 
is now supposed that through this channel once ran the waters of 
the Fraser, the North Thompson and possibly the Columbia from 
the Big Bend, to the Pacific. About 30 miles of this channel is 
leased from the province by companies formed in California, Vic- 
toria, Vancouver, Montreal and England. It is a big assertion ! 
There are many big things in Cariboo ; great possibilities, great 
mines, and a great extent of untried country. There is one mine 
there that will prove, I think, the biggest gold producer in British 
Columbia. I speak of the Cariboo Hydraulic. Splendidly equip- 
ped, splendidly worked, the only things that so far kept it from 
making a record have been want of water, and the confined space 
in which they have to work. All this is mending with development; 
the World, Rome or the Cariboo Hydraulic were not built in a day. 

The end of Cariboo is not yet. I heard one old gentleman 
say, from the depths of a very easy chair, "You have nothing 
there ! Why don't you go to Rossland?" 

" Because, sir, you have nothing there to attract a Cariboo 
man," was my reply. 

It took very many years to convince capital that the Le Roi 
was good, and we have just as good as the Le Roi in Cariboo, 
developing just as fast as the Le Roi did, only they are not heard 
of here, because Cariboo has never offered cheap stocks for sale. 
The mines in this great district are developing nicely and one da)' 
the province will awaken to the fact that " Klondik" (or better) 
t's in British Columbia.

C. R. Hosmer, Manager of the Canadian Pacific Telegraph 
Company, says : "There is now a government telegraph line from 
Ashcroft, on our main line, to Ouesnelle, B. C. , a distance of over 
200 miles, and we propose to extend this along the line surveyed 
by the government in 1S66-67, via Telegraph creek, a distance of 
about 1,500 miles. This line was projected to cross Behring 
straits to Siberia, and runs right through the Klondyke district. 
There are no serious difficulties in the way beyond that of trans- 
portation. The country is covered with small timber, suitable for 
poles, most of the way. The difficulties due to snow and sleet 
have been much exaggerated and can be overcome by the use of 
copper wire. " 

Two Chicago gold seekers started for the Klondyke last 
August and here is the way their clothing outfit was depicted : If 
the weather along the mountain trails makes it necessary, each 
was outfitted to wear a suit of extra heavy woollen underwear ; 
over that a suit of perforated chamois skin ; on top of that a suit 
of sheepskin, with the wool on, and finally a suit of" Mackinaw" 
— of about the thickness of a door mat. Their feet will be incased 
first in woollen socks, then sheep-skin socks, with the wool on, 
and then rubber boots with hob-nailed leather soles. A feature of 
their outfit is a cooking and heating stove that folds up like a 
time-table, and contains knives, forks, dishes, and a nine-foot 
telescope smoke pipe.

IN reviewing - the history of Victoria during the year just brought 
to -a close, and comparing- its condition and prospects now 
with what they were at the commencement of the year, the 
great improvement that has taken place must be apparent to the« 
most casual observer. 

When the year opened, a general feeling prevailed that the 
long period of depression which had existed throughout the

province generally was passing away, and that a new era of 
prosperity was dawning- and subsequent events have demonstrated 
that the hope was well founded, as is evidenced by the increased 
activity in every branch of business and manufacture ; and in no 
part of the province has it been more marked than in the City of 
Victoria. 

This must be attributed very largely to the increased develop- 
ment of the mining industries and to the greatly increasing output 
of the mines of Kootenay and other mining districts on the Main- 
land in which Victorians are largely interested, and for many of 
which Victoria is the principal market of supply, while the gradual 
but surely increasing development of the mines on the West Coast 
of the Island is another factor which in the near future will bring 
still increased prosperity to the city. 

In the summer and autumn just past the news of the great 
gold discoveries in the Klondj'ke district and the consequent rush 
of miners and others to the mines there, gave a great impetus to 
business generally in this city, more particularly to those branches 
engaged in providing outfits and supplies for intending miners, 
and in the coming - spring when it is generally known that Victoria 
is the cheapest and best place to outfit for the mines, that fine 
steamers will be running daily from this city to Skagway, 
Dyea, VVrangel and St. Michaels, there connecting with the river 
steamers and overland routes to the mines, and that the merchants 
of this city who have for the past 35 years been accustomed to 
provide outfits suitable for the mining regions have laid in 
enormous stocks from which they will be able to supply outfits, to 
all who may require them, at lower rates than they can be 
purchased elsewhere, the great influx of population will be such 
as will recall the old clays of golden Cariboo, and bring such 
prosperity to the city as has not been witnessed since the palmy 
days of 1862. 

Already the influence is being felt in the increasing demand 
lor stores and business places generally, at higher rents than those 
that have prevailed for some years past, while the demand for 
houses of a better class is another indication that the city is again 
filling up and increasing in population. 

"During the year a number of fine buildings have been com- 
pleted and others under construction, among them the new 
Parliament buildings, the Dominion Post Office, the Bank of 
Montreal, the new Colonist building and other business houses, 
besides a number of private residences, the expenditure on build- 
ing operations being about $335,000, all to supply actual wants 
and not for speculative purposes. Another evidence of prosperity 
is to be found in the increase of the number of chartered banks : 
a few years ago there were only two, the Bank of British North 
America and the Bank of British Columbia; now there are three, 
the Bank of Montreal having some years since established a 
branch here and finding their business satisfactory have erected 
an elegant and costly building on Government street into which

Mayor Templeton Shows How All Branches 
of Trade Have Developed and 
Advanced' in 1897. 



DECEMBER 31. — Vancouver has ever pointed with pride to her 
civic crest which bears the legend : "By sea and land we 
prosper." That legend — the inspiration of our City 
Fathers scarcely a dozen years ago when Vancouver was emerg- 
ing from the woods — has not, during a single year since the city's 
incorporation, been a misnomer. " By sea and land we prosper," 
is as true to-day of Vancouver as it was before the fire, and when 
1898 is ushered in, and the year's business is summed up, again 
will the proud statement be made, " By sea and land we prosper" 
— and the good news will be heralded more persistently and more 
emphatically from the fact that Vancouver's progress, during- 1897, 
has been more satisfactory than in any year since the existence of 
our city. 

This, however, is a bald statement and must be proved. The 
plan taken to prove this is as follows : To get a statement from 
numerous wholesale houses dealing directly with the retailers 
which will indicate the prosperity of the community at large. To 
get a general idea from the Inland revenue and Customs returns 
of the increase, or otherwise, in goods coming into the country 
from foreign parts. To get a general idea of the freight business 
handled by the steamboats and railway as compared with last year. 
To note the increase in real estate values or otherwise, and to get 
an idea of building operations for the past twelve months. This 
has beeirdone on the whole with the most gratifying results. 

Postmaster Miller says ': If we have no unforseen falling off in 
business the revenue for 1897 will exceed the previous year's 
revenue by $10,000, while in the Saving's Bank department the 
deposits for 1897 have been large and more numerous than in 
1S96. I should judge the increase to be about 25 per cent. 

Mr. Miller, of the Inland Revenue department states that that 
department has had a most satisfactory year, while the increase in 
revenue over the previous year has been so marked as to occasion 
comment at Ottawa. From January to November, 1896, the 
revenue was $125,469.34, while from January to November, 1897, 
the revenue had been 8169,032.89, showing an increase during the 
eleven months mentioned of $43,563.55. 

Through the kindness of Major Worsnop, the following 
figures are obtained bearing upon the Customs returns : In Janu- 
ary there was collected in duties, $31,568.67 ; in February, 
830,504.68 ; in March, $06,380.84; in April, $39,992.72 ; in May, 
$41,016.38; in June, $36,035.14; in July, $50,225.65; in August, 
$37,777.81; in September, $38,841.64; in October, $40,750.12; 
in November, $36,980.74 ; in December (estimated), $35,000. 

During the eleven months of 1897 there was an increase every 
month but in January over the year 1896, as follows : in January, 
$2,000 less ; February, $10,000 more ; March, $40,000 more ; 
April, $4,000 more ; May, $6,000 more ; June, $7,000 more ; July, 
$15,000 more; August, 83,000 more; September, $1,000 more; 
October, $1,000 more ; November, $6,000 more ; while December, 
as estimated, will be about $3,000 more — making in all an increase 
over 1896 of about $94,000. 

In the Freight department of the C. P. R. the information is 
obtained that the freight business of the division had increased 
fully 50 per cent, in the last twelve months, while a much larger 
increase in the future was anticipated. The Oriental business has 
not increased simply because the boats can carry no more. The 
same might be said of the Australian business, although since the 
extra steamer has been put on this route, the business has been 
increased by just .as much as the new boat could carry — about 40 
per cent. With the trans-Pacific business it is a question of more 
accommodation, not more business. They have all the business 
i.liey can handle. 

From the Telegraph department of the C. P. R. it is learned 
that the telegraph business has increased 33 per cent, during' the 
year, while it is anticipated that in the spring- the business will 
have increased 100 per cent. 

In the Passenger department the C. P. R. estimate that their 
Vancouver business has increased in the last twelve months by 
about 30 per cent, over the. preceding twelve months, while their 
Kootenay business is of course very much larger. 

The real estate men were next visited. A number of them 
stated in effect that the values of real estate had improved consid- 
erably and that the demand is better than it has been for the past 
five years. 

Mr. J. S. Rankin, who went more fully into the question, 
stated that the property he had sold at auction some seven months 
ago for $6,800 would now bring $12,000 in the open market, 
while west half block 104, div. 264a, Mount Pleasant, sold on 15th 
December, at auction, at $1,570, which could not be sold at all 
in 1896. 

Properties most desired were those on Water and Hastings 
streets. Attention was also being directed to Hastings street east 
of Carroll. Real estate in the West End was becoming really very 
hard to obtain, while in the East End, to a casual observer, there 
did not appear to be a house to be had. The same state of things 
prevailed at Mount Pleasant. 

Should the C. P. R. build the proposed wharves and terminal 
buildings, East End real estate will further increase in value. In 
the West End all the vacant lots are filling up in a surprising 
manner and a very fine class of houses is being erected, among 
the most recently constructed being Dr. Vanderburg's, Mr. Pcllew- 
Ihu-vey's, Mr. Abbott's Mr. Senkler's and Mr. Mann's. 



I think it is safe to say that we may prepare for much greater 
activity still in real estate and much residential building. Many 
handsome business blocks have also gone up within the last year. 
The new buildings for 1897, if made into a list would be a very 
long list. 

Insurance men state that business with them has been much 
better this year but that there was not so marked an increase in 
new business as in old risks dropped during dull times and 
now being picked up again and continued — an evident sign of in- 
creased prosperity. 

The hotels all reported increased business for the year, from 
10 per cent, to 100 per cent. In fact at present many of them are 
not catering very hard for new business, as they have all the 
guests they can attend to. This does not apply to all the hotels. 
Some amongst the largest will be able to handle a large part of 
the Klondyke trade, while if pushed could double up their present 
capacity. 

The banks and wholesalers were then visited. Perhaps on 
these gentlemen more than any others rested the onus of proving 
that times were good in Vancouver. The following is the result 
of actual interviews. 

Mr. Campbell Sweeny of the Bank of Montreal, said: " Un- 
doubtedly the business of Vancouver has increased within the past 
year. I think it very satisfactory. Collections are better. There 
is an easier feeling all through the business community." 

Mr. Godfrey, President of the Board of Trade and Manager 
of the Bank of British North America, said: "I consider that 
general and banking business has very much improved within the 
past year." 

Mr. Murray of the Bank of British Columbia, said : " With- 
out doubt there has been a decided improvement in business in the 
past year, while the banking business conducted is much more 
satisfactory. " 

Mr. Jukes of the Imperial Bank, said: " I see a marked im- 
provement in all classes of business as compared with last year, 
and indications for still greater improvement in the early spring 
are most encouraging." 

Among the wholesalers, — Malkin & Co., Produce Merchants, 
said: " 1897 has been a better and healthier business year all 
round than 1896. Not only was the business of greater volume 
but paper was decidedly better. It was met more promptly and 
there were fewer renewals. We believe that business has increased 
over 20 per cent. This is a fairly conservative estimate, while 
if it had not been a poor year for the fishermen on the Fraser the 
precentage would have been larger " 

The Brackman & Ker Milling Co., reported: "Business 
is much better and prospects are good. Money is easier. There 
is less paper. Farmers are better contented, getting better prices 
and are consequently more independent. A few more years like 
last will put them in clover. There is a better demand this year 
for all sorts of produce than last year." 

McMillan & Hajnilton, also produce, said : " Generally 
speaking business is much better this year than last — collections 
especially. City collections have been very good for the past 
month. " 

F. R. Stewart, gave this opinion: "We have found our' 
business has increased 50 per cent, over last year. Collections are 
satisfactory — in fact business is in a very satisfactory state. There 
is a healthier tone in the business community now than for the 
past five or six years." 

The Union Steamship Company, said: " Business is better 
with us this year than last. 

Evans, Coleman & Evans, declare: " Business is sounder 
and better all round than last year; we have had an increase in all 
departments. . Three months ago we ran out of goods ordered for

the year's trade — the amount ol goods which we thought would 
be ample for twelve months. Collections lor the last six months 
have been much better. A better feeling prevails. Our own 
business has increased fully 25 per cent, in the past year." 

The B. C. Iron Works, may be quoted : " Business has in- 
creased with us one hundred fold, so fast in .'act that we scarcely 
know which way to turn. We doubled our staff of men recently. 
Collections are good." 

Armstrong & Morrison : " We are very much pleased with 
the business done for the past year. It was far larger than an- 
ticipated. We should say times were prosperous. " 

W. A. Mcintosh, Butcher: "In 1896, we had three col- 
lectors out ; in 1897, we got along without any. Business is better." 

President Alexander of the British Columbia Timber and 
Trading Co. : "There is a better feeling in the east. Manitoba 
has been ordering more largely than heretofore, while the Crow's 
Nest Pass construction has stimulated the demand. On the other 
hand Foreign shipments have fallen off, not from lack of demand 
but because it is impossible to get enough ships. The coasters 
will not carry lumber owing to the Klondyke excitement. I know 
of no fewer than ten being chartered for the northern trade, while 
the foreign steel ships will not carry lumber as they are getting 
better rates for wheal." , • 

L, A. Lewthwaite & Co.: " Our business has increased 100 
per cent, since last year but as we do most of our business with 
the railway camps we do not mirror the prosperity of the retail 
trade and community at large." 

Langley & Co.: " Business is better this year than last, and 
collections are good." 

The Parsons' Produce Company : "Our business has more 
than doubled in one year. We suppose that indicates that some 
portion of the community are prosperous. Collections have been 
better this year than last. There are fewer renewals." 

Oppenheimer Brothers : " Business has increased over last 
year fully 25 per cent Collections are met very much better. The 
outlook is very hopeful." . 

Mr. Baldwin, our City Treasurer, stated that taxes are com- 
ing in fully as well as last year which was a phenomenal year for 
the collection of city taxes — and so the quest ended. 

We could have extended our research but as far as it 
went', actual statements have been repeated here showing con- 
clusively that from every standpoint, Vancouver has had a pros- 
perous business year, and anticipates with reason a continuation 
and increase of prosperity during 1898.

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Nanaimo Holds Its Own 



Acting Mayor Campbell Shows Why The 
Coal City is Satisfied With 
Its Retrospect.

ANAIMO, Dec. 31. — The year, 1897, so far as the city of Na- 
naimo is immediately concerned, can not be written down as 
a year of any marked progression or advancement. The 
•coal trade has shown a continuation of the depression which 
existed during- the year 1896, and when the output and ship- 
ment of the New Vancouver Coal Mining Company are totalled for 
■this year they will be found to closely approximate the totals of the 
previous year. As it is to the production of the Nanaimo collieries 
. that the city of Nanaimo, has to look for her business and progress, 
the amount of mining undertaken therefore becomes a reliable 
barometer in indicating the industrial and" commercial position of 
■this city. 

The foreign shipments of the New Vancouver Coal Company, 
for the eleven months of this year, were 206,979 tons, as compared 
with 207,217 tons for the corresponding eleven months of 1896. 
This indicates even in the face of the general business stringency 
that has fallen like a dark cloud over the Pacific coast, and which 
is only partially and spasmodically dispelled by the Klondyke glare 
of last summer, that Nanaimo has not marked a retrograde step 
•during the year. 

The star of hope however shines much more brightly at the 
wane of this annual cycle, than it did at the close of its predecessor, 
and today a confidence is felt, and the dark cloud is vanishing 
from our coast, while the hope is bright that Nanaimo will receive 
her full share of the prosperity of the near future. ;* 

To come down to the actual progress for this year, there is 
nothing of very great importance to record. It has been a period 
of holding on to what we had rather than of launching out or 
reaching for more. So far as public works are concerned there 
is only one to mention, the addition of commodious maternity 
and female wards to the Nanaimo hospital. This work is nearing 
completion, and will be found to be a valuable adjunct to the 
Nanaimo hospital — an institution of which the citizens have just 
•cause to be proud; and at the same time will be a boon to the 
sick and afflicted of our female population. 

The New Vancouver Coal Company have given our citizens 
•substantial proof of their faith in the permanency of their extensive 
coal fields, and a continuation of a healthy demand for the " su- 
perior black diamonds " which they have for many years ener- 
getically brought to the surface and disposed of to the foreign and 
domestic markets even in the face of keen competition the enter- 
prising management of the company are now erecting additional 
loading wharves, so as to enable them to load two of the largest 
•class of steam colliers in the same or less time than with the 
present facilities .they can now load one vescel. This new wharf 
will be constructed on the most modern principles while the 
appliances for the speedy handling of the coal will be strictly up 
to date. 

1 should also mention the removal of the Athletic club into 
their new and commodious building. The benevolence of Mr. 
Samuel M, Robins was grandly displayed in this instance. By 
him the old court house was removed from Front to Chapel street 
and converted in a most elaborate manner into a convenient and 
comfortable home for the athlete. It has a large hall for concerts 
and other amusements, a billiard room with a handsome table (the 
gift of Mr. John Pawson), also a reading room and library, the, 
latter a gift from Mr. S. M. Robins, and will compare favorably 
with any in the province. The appliances for the development of 
the muscle and the agility of the athlete are up to date in every 
particular. 

The commercial interests of the city, during the year, have 
been fairly well maintained, and it is a pleasure to note the fact 
that failures or suspensions during the year, have been few and 
far between, and the amounts involved extremely small, when 
■compared with the records of the previous ten years. 

In regard to the Yukon the merchants here are completing 
arrangments to handle a fairly large proportion of the Klondyke 
outfitting trade. Nanaimo being the last port of call for the 
Alaska steamships, makes it the most desirable city to outfit from, 
not onlv because it materially shortens the steamboat voyage, but 
because the successful Nanaimo miners, who returned rich men 
from the far Northern mines, have given to our merchants the full 
benefit of their experiences ; so that the outfits from Nanaimo as 
forcibly expressed by a packer, "are the best that went over the 
trail " last year. 

You will no doubt think that 1 have diverged from the usual 
path, in complying with your request for a brief article on 
the progress of Nanaimo for the year 1897. As I am only tem- 
porarily in the position of chief magistrate, 1 find myself compelled 
to write in general terms. ^

Mayor Shiles Cites the Causes Contributing to 
The Prosperity of New Westminster. 



NEW WESTMINSTER, Dec. 31.— As the year draws to a 
close, thoughtful citizens will ask one another " Has New 
Westminster progressed in 1S97. " As chief magistrate of 
the Royal City during that period 1 naturally take a deep interest 
in the query and the reply. lias New Westminster progressed? I 
am prepared to say, unhesitatingly, that after careful inquiry I am 
convinced our city has had a prosperous year. 

Good times on the Fraser river depend on the fishing, 
lumbering and farming. If fishing is good — if the lumbermen are 
busy and if the farmers are getting good prices — New Westminster 
is a prosperous and happy community. I claim that with some 
modification in regard ,to fishing, these very pleasant results 
■obtained in 1897. 

Farmers have had good sales, have got fair prices and the 
•effect has been electrical in certain portions of the business com- 
munity. A great many in this district who suffered during the 
hard times are gradually getting- on their feet again and are paying 
off their debts. This applies to those afflicted by the floods and 
the low price of grain. At. one time farmers could not get more 
than $5 or $6 for their hay ; they now get $10 and $12. Last fall 
before the rise, hay was selling at $6 and there has been no flood 
to injure the crop. 

Fishing was erratic. True it was the biggest year in the 
history of the salmon industry, but it was not a good year for the 
fishermen. However, it is a great source of satisfaction to know 
that the white and Indian British Columbia fishermen evened up 
thing's very materially by sturgeon fishing, and those who did so 
are in the habit of spending their money in New Westminster. So 
that we lost little, if anything, by the eccentric movements of the 
sockeyc salmon last year. 

Owing to the demand in Manitoba and for the Crow's Nest 
•construction, the lumber industry has been stimulated very much, 
-and will show up well as compared with previous years'. I am 



inclined to think that if details 
were secured it would be found 
that the increase in business 
over 1896 was very remarkable. 

These statements as far as 
they go are well enough regard- 
ing the possible causes of New Westminster's prosperity, but a great 
deal could be said as to the result of this prosperity. Every New 
Westminster citizen is proud of our City Market, and travellers 
from the Island and Vancouver who have happened to be in New 
Westminster on market day have been astonished at the compara- 
tively enormous amount of business done. Our market is one of 
the features of New Westminster, we may proudly boast of both 
in location, in the business done and in the commodious buildings. 
The farmers are New Westminster's chief standby and we have 
given them a good stopping place when they are with us and give 
them good prices for their wares, while in return they spend 
comparatively large sums with the merchants. 

Many other indications of our prosperity could be stated. The 
following quotations may be of interest. 

Mr. Johnstone, accountant of the C. P. R. station, says: 
"Without making a careful examination of the books, I should 
say our freight business had increased 25%, without taking into 
consideration the lumber shipments for the Crow's Nest Pass. For 
the last three months these shipments have been enormous, for 
instance during October, November and December, 1896, 71 cars 
of lumber were shipped through here. For the same months in 1897, 
525 cars left here. The total increase for the year is very large." 

Mr. Brimner, manager of the Bank of Montreal, says : "Gen- 
erally speaking business has been fully 50% better this yearthanlast:" 
Mr. Jardine, of the Royal City Lumber Mills : "Our business 
has increased 25 per cent, in the last twelve months." 

Through Mr. Wolfenden's kindness the Inland Revenue 
department report gives receipts of $8,075, a ver >' material increase 
for the year.

Nelson's Destiny Secure. 

Mayor Houston Quite Satisfied With The Record of 
The Twelve Months. 



NELSON, Dec. 31. — The people of Nelson have one ambition, 
that is, to make Nelson to Kootenay what Spokane is to 
Eastern Washington. The location of Nelson is all that 
could be desired, being both adaptable and central ; the resources 
of the country tributary are believed to be inexhaustible, although 
but partially developed. That her people have faith is shown by 
their works during the year just closed. If they continue as they 
have begun their ambition will be realized. 

In 1897 new railways have been completed and steamboat 
connections have been improved, which great mining divisions 
like Slocan and Trail Creek within less than five hours from 
Nelson. The camps in the immediate neighborhood, like those on 
Salmon river and Toad mountain, have made wonderful progress 
many mere prospects having been developed into shipping mines. 
Promising locations have been discovered on Forty-nine and other 
creeks flowing into the Kootenay river from the south. Stamp 
mills have been completed and are running continuously, and the 
capacity of existing smelters has been increased. An electric- 
power plant that may yet equal that at Niagara Falls is being 
installed at the falls on Kootenay river, eight miles below Nelson, 
and by the end of 1898 the cost of mining within a radius of fifty 
miles will be reduced 25 per cent. Industrial works such as 
foundries, have been established : wholesale houses have been 
started ; banking facilities have been increased. The people have 
taken upon themselves the conduct of their own local affairs, 
having- tired of the fraternal care of the provincial government. 
Since doing so they have built water works, laid sewers, and 
expended thousand of dollars on streets, sidewalks and other 
municipal improvements. Hundred ; of pretty cottages and more 
pretentious residences have been built, and all are occupied — 90 
percent, of the occupants being owners. Several fine-appearing 
brick and stone, and many substantial frame, business blocks have 
been erected — and none arc vacant. 

That Nelson is permanent is admitted ; that her people are 
well-to-do and contented is beyond question — for none go hungry 
and none are making preparations to go to the Klondyke.

Mayor Gordon Has No Reason to Censure- 
Dame Fortune For Her Treatment 
of Kamloops in '97. 



KAMLOOPS, Dec. 31.— During 1897 the progress of Kamloops 
city has equalled, if not exceeded, that of the previous one. 
Although the growth is gradual it is none the less sure, and 
we can congratulate ourselves that this growth is due to no boom- 
ing which has proved so baneful to other places in British Columbia; 
and as a consequence we have experienced none of the' after- 
depression incident to the booming process. 

The improvements during the year have exceeded $100,000, 
and not one building has been erected except for actual require- 
ments. Amongst the most prominent new buildings are the 
Commercial block, a handsome brick structure, owned by H. 
Bostock, M. P.; the Inland Cigar factory, also of brick; the 
Kamloops Musical and Athletic Association hall, which is a credit 
to the city and a greater credit to those who were concerned in its 
erection, and the new premises of the Inland Sentinel. Numerous 
residences have been erected of handsome design, and it might be 
added that all the buildings are of a much more substantial 
character than heretofore. 

By the foresight of the City Council in past years, we can 
proudly say that we own the electric light and water-works systems 
which of course tends to lighten the already light taxation. 

This year has been a remarkable one "for the city, on account 
of the development of mineral claims on Coal Hill and vicinity, 
situated but a short distance to the south of us. There is no doubt 
that the ensuing year will see some remarkable developments in 
these mines. Work on some claims has been and is still being 
prosecuted with commendable energy. 

The citizens are also very much interested in the all-land 
route to the Klondyke via the North Thompson river, thence by 
the main Cariboo road to Quesnelle, then to Telegraph Creek and 
on to Teslin lake to meet the water stretches which connect with 
the Yukon, and we have the assurance of the Local government ' 
that they will build the connecting link, viz., a wagon road from 
a point on the North river to Bridge creek. 

A short time since a Sewerage Loan by-law was submitted to 
the ratepayers which suffered defeat on account of the regulation 
of the Provincial Board of Health prohibiting- the discharge of 
sewage into the Thompson river, a very large body of water 
which empties into a lake, eight miles below the city, twenty miles 
long and one of the deepest in the mountains. I might add that the 
river below the city is not used by any one for domestic purposes. 

In conclusion I would express the hope, that at the end of the 
next year we may be able to report a still greater measure of 
progress in our little city, and wish to thank the Colonist for the 
privilege you have afforded us of telling how we have prospered 
during the year that is now gone. M. P. Gokdon,

Mayor Scott Says His City Has Reason To Accept

ROSSLAND, Dec 31.— Rossland, during the past year, 1897, 
has grown from a mining camp to an incorporated city of 
nearly ten thousand inhabitants. Since incorporation last 
18th of March, vast improvements have been made; streets have 
been opened up and graded, and wide sidewalks laid, where form- 
erly were pedestrain trails leading to a maze of shacks and cabins. 
Historic andpicturesque "Sour Dough Alley" is a thing of the past. 

We have now three chartered banks, all doing a good busi- 
ness ; wholesale and retail stores of every description carrying 
splendid varieties of goods ; a good sewerage system ; an electric 
light plant, and excellent fire protection. The Sisters of Peace have 
erected a fine hospital, where the poor and needy as well as the 
afflicted are tenderly cared for. All religious denominations are 
well represented, having good churches and settled pastors. It is 
expected that in the ne,ar future many of the surrounding mines 
now being worked will add to the already large number of shippers. 

Rossland is well represented in winter sports, there being two 
large skating rinks and two organized hockey clubs. There are 
now two lines of railway into the city — the Columbia and West- 
ern, and the Red Mountain — each handling a great deal of traffic. 
It is now almost certain that the C. P. R. will construct a railway 
into the city, in the early spring, that may be continued chrough 
to Penticton, which will open up a good trade to Grand Forks. 
Greenwood and other towns. 

Rossland is a very orderly and law-abiding place especially 
for a mining camp. The British law for which all have a high 
respect, is impartially and fearlessly administered, owing no 
doubt to the excellent police force established by the city. The 
consensus of opinion is that the future of Rossland is assured.

The Farming Centre. 

Mayor Armstrong Tells How Vernon Is Justifying 
Predictions Concerning It. 



VERNON, Dec. 31. — Vernon being- the business centre of the 
Okanagan and Spallumcheen valleys, which embrace the rich- 
est and most extensive agricultural sections of the province, 
it is of course a natural sequence of a plentiful harvest, that this most 
beautiful of inland towns has experienced a prosperous year.

A matter of more than ordinary importance to the progress 
and advancement of the city lies in the fact that during the year, 
by-laws were passed authorizing the council to expend $75,000, on 
water works, electric light, and city hall. These works will be 
inaugurated during the next few months, and when completed 
will add greatly to the already highly attractive nature of the 
town, which bears an enviable reputation as a health resort and is 
surrounded by a splendid district for hunting and fishing. 

Building operations were not remarkably active during the 
year.but some very creditable business blocks and residences Were 
erected, aggregating in value probably $20,000. These include a 
very handsome block now occupied by the Vernon News ; two 
brick stores built by A. Gilmore of Victoria j a fine residence by 
Mayor Armstrong; another by A. F. Morden ! an assay office by 
F. H. Latimer, and several other buildings of minor importance. 

Mining operations are being prosecuted with considerable vigor, 
and the Morning Glory Mining Co. , have recently erected a stamp- 
ing mill on their property close to the city, and while Vernon is pre- 
eminently an agricultural centre it has good prospects of soon he- 
coming equally well known in connection with its mining interests. 

It is the distributing point for freight tu the lower Okanagan and 
Boundary creek districts, and a large tracle which has increased very 
rapidly during the last year is carried on with Kootenay mining 
towns, which afford a market for our hay, grain, vegetables and flour. 

A co-operative creamery association has been organized and 
will probably commence operations during the next few months. 
On the whole the year has been marked with prosperity and ad- 
vancement and the prospects for the future stability and importance 
of Vernon are assured beyond ail manner of a doubt.

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Mining Many Millions. 

West Kootenay's Great Record As a Money 
Producer During The Year That 
Is Past and Gone. 

. , 

THERE h;is been a wonderful growth in the output of the 
West Kootenay mines for the year just closed and while the 
Klondyke excitement has on the surface perhaps detracted 
somewhat from the attention paid to the lode mines, still the 
growth has gone on steadily and as a result West Kootenay's out- 
put in 1897 is double that of the previous year as may be seen from 
the following comparison.

This will give some idea of the rapid growth of West Koote- 
nay's mines. 

The Trail Creek, or as it is more commonly called Rossland, 
district shows highly satisfactory progress for 1 897. Mining has got 
down to a steady business there and whereas there were formerly 
to be found croakers who shook their heads and dolefully predicted 
misfortune, the outcome has amply proved the good judgment of 
the mining men who pinned their faith on the district. While the 
tonnage shipped from the Rossland mines in 1895 was 19,700 it 
grew to 38,000 in 1896, and last year it doubled up again, to over 
70,000 tons, a highly satisfactory state of things certainly. 

The famous Le Roi mine has disclosed a very large body of 
high-grade ore to the present depth of 600 feet, and is shipping at 
the rate of 200 tons a day. This mine is well equipped and under 
able management is well opened up. Dividends of $675,000 have 
been paid by the mine to date, of which 8400,000 has been declared 
during 1S97. 

The War Eagle mine, though it has large ore reserves and is 
being well exploited under Mr. Hastings' management is not 
shipping ore, preferring to await cheaper transportation and 
smelting charges, which will come with the completion of the 
Crow's Nest Pass railway. Considerable work is being done at 
present on the Centre Star, and the mine has begun shipping. 

The Columbia and Kootenay property has developed into a 
mine during the past year and several properties are going into 
the hands of strong financial companies, such as the British 
American Corporation, Limited, which has within a few weeks 
purchased the Josie, Number 1 and Nickel Plate for good round 
amounts. 

On Sophia Mountain, a new district near Rossland, some 
very valuable properties are now being opened up. 

With a third railway as promised by the C. P. R. and cheap 
coke in Rossland, there will be a materia! reduction in the charges 
tor freight and the treatment of ores, while it is also likely that the 
low grade ore of which there is immense quantities but which 
hitherto it has been impossible to ship profitably, will be treated 
by wet processes as sulphide ores not materially different ore now 
being treated by this means at Johannesburg. 

The Heinze smelter has been at work steadily during the year 
and with satisfactory results. The Slocan district has, like the " 
Rossland, doubled its output in the past year and yet stands as the 
greatest mineral producer of the province. In 1S95 the output 
was valued at $545,000; in 1890 this had jumped to $2,010,000 
and for 1897 the value reached is quite $4,500,000. While the 
Rossland district is dependent on copper-gold ores principally, the 
Slocan is essentially a silver-lead district. Although the price of 
the white metal was so low last year the shippers from the Slocan 
received more for their ore than the preceding year, due to the 
high price of lead. Silver has touched its lowest point however, 
and is now certain to rise with corresponding benefit to the silver 
producer. 

The Slocan has a large number of profit-paying mines though 
many are held by private owners and the exact amounts cannot be 
obtained. The Reco has recently declared a dividend of $100,000 
making the second dividend of $100,000 that has been paid within 
a year, and $287,000 to date ; the Idaho in November paid a divi- 
dend of $30,000 making $240,000 paid by the property since the 
start; and the Slocan Star mine has paid in dividends $400,000 ; 
the Whitewater $124,000 and the Payne group $500,006. 

The Payne group and the Ruth have developed splendidly and 
the Slocan Star has started again to ship steadily, while the Last 
Chance now shows a large amount of high grade ore. The White- 
water has clone well and the prospects are very good for many 
other mines that last year with very little work on them were just 
beginning to show up. No new finds are to be reported in the 
district for the year, but claims that hitherto have only been pros- 
pects are now fast becoming mines. 

The Galena Farm has not enough work done to demonstrate 
the value of the big lead ; and though pay ore has not yet been 
found there is every chance of this becoming a valuable shipping 
mine. 

The Hall Mines smelter at Nelson will soon begin to test the 
Slocan silver-lead ore as it may be mixed with low grade Rossland 
copper ore, but the great want of dry ores forces most of the 
Slocan ores to be shipped away to outside smelters. 

In the Nelson district the Hall Mines or Silver King, as it is 
otherwise known, has been shipping constantly from 150 to 200 
tons per day of good ore to its own smelter. The tramway 
from the mines to the smelter is working admirably. At the 
smelter is the largest copper furnace in the world, with a capacity 
of over 200 tons. The company will also soon have a lead smelter 
in operation. 

A new mine, the Athabaska, has made several shipments dur- 
ing the year, and the well known Poorman is being further 
equipped but had had no output for 1897. 

Another new mine is the Fern, which has a tramway connect- 
ing it with a ten-stamp mill already in use and ten stamps being 
added. The owners claim to have a good amount of ore in sight. 

The Ymir will soon be a shipper and the Porto Rico, Dundee 
and others are being vigorously developed with high promise. 
Much prospecting is also being done on the Pend d'Oreille. 

Much greater interest was revived in Ainsworth district during 
the past season and many claims long idle are now being worked. 
Some important properties are also being opened up near Kaslo. 

The Pilot Bay smelter, after a period of idleness, has passed 
into other hands and will soon resume operations, the concentrator 
being already occupied with Blue Bell ore. 

Some advance was made in the Trout Lake district during 
1897 but was checked by the cessation of work by the Lillooet and 
Eraser River company. The Silver Cup mine is being carefully 
developed and in the coming year much more will be done, especi- 
ally near Duncan river. The ore is silver-lead but not so high 
grade as that of the Slocan. 

Very little is to be reported from Lardeau district as the trails 
are few and the country as yet hard of access. 

In lllecillewaet the Lanark has a fine mill and a tramway but 
somewhat prematurely erected. 

On the Waverley there is a large body of very rich ore and Mr. 
Grant Govan promises to ship 1,000 tons this winter. 

On the Big Bend, in Revelstoke district, the hydraulic works 
which have been in process of construction during some time past 
will be ready for operations in the coming season.

The Islands as Well as The Mainland 
Will Yield Vast Quantities Asso- 
ciated With Gold. 



IT has frequently been said that the attention of the world would 
some day be attracted to the copper-gold and free-milling gold 
properties on the coast and gulf islands of British Columbia, 
and that many camps within a few days run of the coast cities 
would yet rival if not outstrip the camps of Rossland and the 
Kootenays. So far the Rossland stocks are the favored ones in the 
cast. ii 
But as sure as day follows night the coast properties will have 
their turn, for the most prominent experts who have visited British 
Columbia pronounce many properties inspected equal to anything

they had seen as far as developed — in their life experience, and 
many of these experts have'telegraphed back to their people: "This 
is a wonderful country, 1 will stay here till you order me home." 

And these telegrams have usually been followed by the per- 
manent establishment of a branch of the firm in British Columbia. 
The writer has visited a number of representative mine owners 
recognized as authorities in the different sections mentioned, on 
mining matters, as far as the success or otherwise of the camps are 
•concerned, and his series of interviews is prefaced by a very valu- 
able written opinion from no less a person than Mr. Pellew-Harvey, 
a gentleman whose opinion is valued perhaps second to none in the 
the province. Mr. Pellew-Harvey says : 

" I consider that the prospects for the successful development 
of the mines of the coast were never brighter. Legitimate mining 
is being carried on and as a result the prospects are showing every 
sign of proving remunerative to those whose enterprise should be 
thus rewarded; particularly is this the case with the gold-copper 
ores." 

At Phillips' Arm the Gold Fields of British Columbia has 
•established a trading post, and Mr. Sherlock who is in charge 
speaks very hopefully of the final outcome of so much development 
now going on in the district, while the interests of those who hold 
stock in this company are being well looked after, all the properties 
of the company located there being worked to the best possible 
advantage. 

Mr. C. S. Douglas, a gentleman well informed regarding the 
mines in the district has this to say : " The English company who 
have bonded the Blue Bells group are hard at work. By the terms 
of their bond they pay the Blue Bells Company $14,500 cash and 
hand over to them 35 per cent, of the shares in a new English 
company capitalized at ,£100,000 with ^17,500 working capital. 
The first payment has been made and the English company are 
now spending in addition $10,000 on the development of the healthy.'' 
claims. " 

The Blue Bells tunnel is in 95 feet, cross-cutting the ledge at 
a depth of 80 feet. The ledge is 24 feet wide while there are drifts 
along the vein each way from the tunnel 50 feet all in ore. One 
shaft is down 15 feet ; another shaft down 20 feet, the latter shaft 
io he continued down 60 feet or more. The name of the develop- 
ing company is the London and Financial Development Coippany, 
with Mr. W. Pellew Harvey consulting engineer. They are 
•erecting substantial buildings for the men and large ore bins. 

Col. Forsyth, of Chicago, is operating at the head of Fred- 
erick's Ann at what is known as the Estero Basin or Salt 
Lagoons, comprising one of the prettiest bits of marine scenery 
imaginable at high tide when the sea rolls in and (ills up the lake 
for six miles. The colonel has built a residence on the banks of 
this lake. He has put down an undershot waterwheel 20 feet in 
diameter) and built a cement dam for the purpose of furnishing 
power to a concentrator which he intends to build. He owns the 
Athlete on Estero Basin and a number of other properties in camp 
on the same lead. 



lias had some development 
work on it and shows up very 
well. This property is owned 
by Mr. C. Colson, Mr. H. 

Hoare and Mr. C. S. Douglas. 

On the east side of Phillips 
Arm, development work is being done on the Don owned 
by Thos. Andrews, an Ontario capitalist. A force of men 
have been working steadily on the property for several 
months. On Thurlow Island next to the Shoal Bay post- 
office is situated the Douglas mine, recently purchased' by the 
British Columbia Agency. There is some development work'done 
on the property in the way of a tunnel and shaft. The difficulty of 
title has been cleared up and made sound for the British Columbia 
Agency, and development work is actively in progress. It is a 
promising property and the company have shipped 505 sacks of ore 
to the smelter. The result was not divulged. 

The Queen Bee, north on Valdez Island, owned by E. E. Rand, 
Dr. Carroll, Mr. Costello and others, has a shaft down about 30 
feet. The company have a very fair showing and good returns 
have been secured from assays. West, on Loughboro Inlet con- 
siderable work is being done. The Smith Brothers have put up a 
good hotel. The Haydbri Bay Mining Company, with Col. Tracy 
and Mr. McNair, of Vancouver, are doing considerable develop- 
ment work. 

On the east side of Loughboro Inlet, Dr. Bell-Irving has taken 
up some claims for a Scotch company and sunk a shaft 50 feet on 
one of the properties. Dr. Bell-Irving says he is much pleased 
with the assay returns. 

J. J. Banfield was interviewed 
regarding the Fanny Bay mine 
situated on Fanny Bay. He states 
that there are nine claims in the 
group. Development work is not 
being done at present. The tunnel 
is in 20 feet: The assays show up 
fairly well. In an open cut how- 
ever the ore was much richer and 
a large sample sent to the smelter 
went $114.20 to the ton in gold 
and copper. In another lead a 
very large body of quartz was ex- 
posed, but the quartz does not 
run high in values, although owing 
to its dimensions it should prove 
profitable to work. 

Mr. Edw'd Blewctt was spoken 
to in regard to the Gulf Islands. 
He said : "Judge S. P. Shope 
and myself have bonded five claims 
and 147 acres of land on Jervis 
Inlet, known as the Fitzsimmons 
and McKim properties. Ten men 
have been working on these 
claims for two or three weeks. 
They are showing up very well 
but will show up one hundred per 
cent, better when more work is 
ilone. Mr. Cobeldick stated to 
me that as surface showings these 
claims were the biggest things, in 
the way of copper-gold properties, 
that he had seen in the country. 

"When the men got through 
the capping the vein showed up 
from 60 to 100 feet wide. It is 
one of the biggest copper showings in the North American conti- 
nent. 1 have in all on the Inlet fourteen claims under bond. 
When the capping is passed the ore goes all the way from 7% to 
26% in copper and from $1 to $5. So in gold. Several experts, 
some of the best in the country, have examined these properties 
and speak in high praise of them. It is going to be a big camp. 
It is a splendid harbor — steamboats can go right up to the mine. 
The formation of the ore and the ore itself are strikingly similar 
to the Rossland deposits. 

" Regarding Texada Island, the Van Anda Company are going 
to put on a full plant of mining machinery and put on white men 
instead of Chinese. We were only prospecting before. Now we 
are going to mine. I think we will soon be in a position to ship 
100 tons, we have now 3000 tons on the dump. One of our ship- 
ments went $41.12, but this is above the average. I think the ore 
will averge about $30 or $35, so that it will be profitable slipping 
it. The shipments of ore that have been made went nineteen and 
half per cent, copper; $19.60 gold; and 8 oz. silver. This is 
smelter returns from the ore secured at the bottom of the shaft. It 
does not run that high on the surface, where it went but Si. 50 in 
gold and six per cent, in copper. 

"The Raven shipments on the surface went 7^ in copper, $1 
in gold and six ounces in silver, but at 130 feet in the vein you can 
get picked samples that run $17 in gold and 26 per cent, copper 
and 16 ounces in silver. . The Raven has several thousand tons on 
the dump, but like the Van Anda the values improve as depth is 
obtained. The Island camp is looking well. The old iron 
mint, once worked for iron, now worked profitable for copper, is 
showing up well. The Surprise is looking well. They are going 
down deep with good results. The Cap Chief is working fifteen 
men. Thos. Johnson, of Tacoma, is developing two of his proper- 
ties, the ore bodies of which are showing up strong and look

Great Companies Hydraulicingr on a Large 
Scale and Ancient River Beds 
Traced Out. 



Mr. J, Cobledick has purchased two claims in the vicinity for 
English people. He has built a good trail, put up cabins, and 
intends to develop. He has secured 160 acres of land and obtained 
good water power, It is supposed that he intends to put up large 
works. 

The Young Australia has a large amount of development work 
<lone. This claim is owned by Messrs. McKinnon and De Beck. 
The Alexander has also had a large amount of work done on it. 
This was the first claim to be developed in the district, and in fact 
attracted attention to that part of the country. It has a tunnel i.i 
120 feet with some drifting and shows a well-defined lead. 

This property belongs to Vancouver parties. Shipments sent 
10 the Tacoma smelter gave $28 to the ton. Negotiations are 
under way for the sale of the property to English parties. Joining 
the Alexander on the north are the Beaver Company claims, seven 
in number. They have a tunnel in 100 feet with a fair showing. 
The claims further up the mountain, in the vicinity of the Dorothy, 
have the best surface showing. 

The Dorothy Morton on the west side of Phillips' Arm is 
bonded by Lang and Ryan representing the Fairfield syndicate of 
South Africa for $20,000. They have been working all summer on 
the property. They have made their first payment and it is said 
their second will be made in January when it is due. The 
Champion, in the vicinity of the Dorothy Morton, has some devel- 
opment work on it and is now being inspected by Rossland parties 
with a view of possible purchase. The Empress, on the same lead, 



IN this famous district which the pioneers delight in calling "Old 
Cariboo" very heavy expenditures of money are being made 
on several large and bold undertakings. As all the ground 
that can be mined with limited means is now exhausted only 
Chinamen and a few whites continue to make wages working in 
a small way. 

At Barkerville the Cariboo Gold Fields Company have all but 
completed the construction of their works for mining a large body 
of gravel on Williams creek, below Camerontown. On the Balla- 
rat claim they have erected a big Hume 1800 feet long to tap 
Williams creek, and a double sluice 20 feet high and 800 feet long 
will be fitted with two Campbell hydraulic elevators by means of 
which, with a head of nearly 800 feet of water, all the gravel and 
clay in the river will be raised 90 feet from bed rock and carried 
away through the sluices in which will be caught most of the gold, 
although small sluices will be put in at the foot of the elevato*rs as 
soon as the pit will permit. Nearly $350,000 has been spent by 
this company and now fourteen miles of ditches and 5,000 feet of 
pipe line are in. Having secured nearly all the water supply round 
Barkerville they will be ready to begin work this spring, and ground 
paying two bits to the yard should return handsome dividends. 

On Willow river after much trouble and several disasters, Mr. 
Laird has sunk a shaft and driven a cross-cut in rock and is about 
to break into the bed of gravel lying in the old bed of this river at 
a depth of 100 feet. If this proves successful, much more of this 
kind of mining will be done, as there are miles along these Cariboo 
streams that could not be touched in early days as money and 
especially large pumping plants are required. 

On Slough creek a company is drifting to find the rim rock of 
this creek at the mouth of Nelson creek, when it is expected a 
shaft and drive in bedrock will be made to reach the gutter about: 
300 feet deep. A strong English company is said to have secured 



several miles of these river leases and will test the ground first by 
boring holes to find the lower bed rock and then by proceeding in 
the same manner as the Willow river and Slough creek people. 

Quartz mining still languishes although there are many quartz 
veins in this region, but no chutes of pay ore have ever been found 
to encourage more extensive and better work than has been done. 
M. E. Dumarais, after bonding a number of claims and expending 
over $40,000, did not feel encouraged to do more with these quartz 
veins. But the time may come some day when, working to greater 
depth, pay ore will be found, as there can be but little doubt that 
the famous placer deposits derive their gold from the erosion of 
these quartz veins in the Cariboo schists. 

At Quesnelle Forks the Cariboo Hydraulic Company took out 
$139,000 but lack of water allowed only a half-season's work. 
The large over burden of barren clav and 60 to 80 feet of gravel is 
being worked out, leaving 80 to 100 feet of rich gravel down to 
bed rock to be worked in the second bench. In the opening of this 
property about $800,000 has been spent in three years, and so far 
$350,000 has been recovered, and there is little doubt among those 
acquainted with the mine that this will prove one of the greatest 
mines in this province. During the coming summer $150,000 will 
be spent in damming Moorhead lake and building eleven miles of 
ditch to the mines. 

Very little was done on the other gravel deposits in this 
vicinity, but the Victoria Hydraulic Company are prospecting their 
claims. 

At Horsefly a ten-stamp mill was erected to test the cemented 
gravel though with what results is not yet known. 

Five miles away at Harper Bar, nearly 100,000 has been spent 
in putting in a hydraulic elevator plant to work the gravel on 
Ward's claim, and Senator Campbell sank a shaft 250 feet in what 
is believed to be an ancient river channel, but while still in quartz 
gravel it has not yet reached bedrock. Should Senator Campbell 
prove rich gravel to be there much more work will be done along 
the supposed course of this channel, which has been staked out 
for miles. 

On the Cariboo road the stage service is bi-weekly and as 
comfortable as can be expected. The majority of stopping places 
have been renovated, while a break in the journey is made by 
steamer from Soda Creek to Quesnelle Mouth! 

Near this latter place Mr. Charles Law is prospecting a deposit 
of lava-covered gravel believed to be a part of the ancient river 
system of this region. Some dredging has been done on the 
Quesnelle and Fraser rivers with no results. 



New Fields of Promise. 



The Quartz Masses of Boundary- Kamloops 
District Under Test. 



BOUNDARY CREEK has in the past year been brought very 
prominently to the front in the endeavors that are being 
made to get railway communication, and awaiting this only 
a fair amount of work has been done on the immense bodies of low 
grade ore — mostly gold-copper ore — which are to be found in the dis- 
trict. However a variety of leads have been discovered and the sur- 
face prospected promises well for the future of the district. Green- 
wood town is the centre of the present mining district and both this 
place and Grand Forks have grown rapidly and are flourishing and 
lively places. A railroad line is surveyed and located and it is 
hoped will be begun in the coming year giving the district outlets 
by Penticton and the Columbia. 

At Camp McKinney the famous Cariboo quartz mine has been 
at work steadily all the past year and has to date paid dividends 
to the amount of $175,000, taken from a gold-bearing quartz lead 
two to four feet wide that averages $16 per ton, assayed by amal- 
gamation. Work is being done on the continuation of this lead 
and on other quartz veins. From one of these — the Victoria — 
some good grade gold ore was sent to the smelter, but no ore 
chute has been found yet that compares with the Cariboo. At the 
Cariboo a new mill of twenty stamps is to replace the present 
ten-stamp one. 

Fairview camp has some of the largest quartz veins in the 
province, but so far this gold ore has proved to be low grade, 
though much of it will likely pay very well. The Tin Horn Mining 
Company is doing considerable work and has built a mill consisting 
of eight two-stamp batteries with triple discharge, with concen- 
trators, and milling has just begun. A number of other claims 
are being prospected and on the new townsite a fine hotel is built. 

The Smuggler has run nearly 1,000 tons, it is claimed, 
through the old Strathyr mill and it is reported that this ore gave 
$7 to $8 on the plates. Some important deals have been consum- 
mated in the camp and a tramway may be built from the mine to 
the Okanagan river, where a stamp mill may be erected. 

Other claims, such as the Stemwinder, Morning Star, and 
Winchester, are being tested. If in the large amount of quartz in 
this camp, chutes of pay ore are shown to exist by the work now 
in progress, Fairview will become a very important mining centre 
in a short time.

In the Vernon district a number of quartz leads have been 
prospected during the past year but no new pay chutes have yet 
been found. A stamp mill for the Sarah claim has been ordered 
but is not yet in position. The district is too new yet to say much 
about and so far very little work has been done by experienced hands. 

In Kamloops district considerable excitement was aroused by 
the finding of copper ore on Coal Hill, three miles south of the 
town ; many claims were staked off and in the work done a 
number of small veins of yellow copper and magnetite have been 
found carrying some gold and silver values. The most important 
work, however, is that done by Mr. Cobeldick on the Lucky Strike 
where a shaft was started on yellow copper ore which, however, 
has not maintained its width. Mr. Cobeldick purchased this claim 
for $5,500 and has bonded the surrounding properties and will 
work all winter, greatly proving up the possibilities of this region. 
,

MY attention was first attracted to Kootenay in October, 
1891, at which time there were only the Silver King and 
Blue Bell mines and a few Ainsworth prospects known, 
excepting the new locations made near Carpenter creek in the 
Slocan district. 1 have, of course, only interested myself particu- 
larly in the Kaslo and Slocan districts and can therefore speak 
more definitely of that section than of the enormous growth of the 
other rich districts oi West Kootenay. At that time there was not 
a trail to bring' the new mines of the Slocan into touch with the 
outside world. In the winter oi 1892 the Kaslo and Slocan railway 
charter was procured, trails were made from Kaslo during- that 
summer, and the development of the mines in consequence of these 
trails caused a wagon road to become a necessity which private 
enterprise was equal to and in the winter of 1S92-3 a road was 
constructed lit for sleighing. 

Meantime such mines as the Whitewater, the Slocan Star, the 
Dardanelles and a number of others now well known, were being 
rapidly opened and proving the great mineral wealth which 
attracted a large influx of mining men in the spring of 1S93. Until 
the month of May of that year the outlook was particularly bright, 
but then a little black cioud appeared which grew into the terrific 
financial storm that culminated in the widespread depression now 
so happily passing away. 

Those who were engaged in silver districts generally were 
of course affected the most, the crashing of banks throughout the 
United States, leaving scarcely a man who was engaged in the 
Slocan district with a dollar to continue his work, as most of the 
capital which was developing the mines had up to that time come 
from the neighboring republic. With this depression came the 
tremendous slump in the price of silver, which shook all confidence 
in the white metal industry. Very little work coiild be accom- 
plished under circumstances which prevented the mine owner from 
obtaining returns for months from his ore shipments and it came 
to a point where the development of the mines practically de- 
pended upon those who were too poor to leave the camp, but who 
were content in their knowledge that its richness would finally 
overcome these difficulties and discouraging conditions. To other 
troubles were added disasters of fire and flood in Kaslo in 1S94, 
which practically destroyed the town. 

During the year 1S93, Professor Parks, a geologist of some 
note, and a mining engineer had reported upon the Slocan country, 
and it is noteworthy how closely the estimates they made of the 
richness and probable output of the mines have been borne out by- 
after results ; so proving the value of having skilled advice such 
as is being given today on the mining districts of the province by 
Mr. W. A. Carlyle, the provincial mineralogist. 

In 1S95, railways were in the field olfering greater facilities 
and cheap transportation for ore and the output of silver-lead 
mines immediately increased in spite of the prevailing price of 
silver, owing to the extent and high character of the ore. 

There are now over fifty shipping mines in the district and the 
output continues to increase month by month. 

This section retains the right to be called "the poor man's 
camp," for compared with other mining camps the amount of 
money required in opening up the Slocan mines is but a bagatelle. 
The fact that only a small amount of money is required to prove 
the value of Slocan prospects takes away to a great extent the 
worst features of mining speculation, and at present I can state 
positively that the mining industry of that section is without in- 
flation and upon a permanent and purely business basis and still 
offering many opportunities for those having capital to invest.

fl Cassias Retrospect. 



One Of The Veterans Writes Of The Men And 
Methods Developing This Rich District Now 
On The Eve of Fresh Fame. 



IT is a noteworthy circumstance in connection with mining in 
British Columbia, that the discovery of gold in the Cassia r 
district should fall to the lot of men from nearly the extreme 
east of the Dominion of Canada. 

After a journey of over three thousand miles for long- distances 
through almost unbroken forest, over wide extents of trackless 
plains, up snow-capped mountains ; encountering the hardships 
and struggles incident to travelling in those times, two men from 
one of the eastern provinces reached the Liard river (DeloreJ. 
Thibert and McCulloch were the names of these venturesome 
prospectors who, in their search for gold, had determined to reach 
this comparatively unknown country. They followed the Liard 
river up its course and found gold at a place called (in honor of 
the discoverer) McCulloch's bar. 

This was the first gold found in this district and the year of 
this important event 1873. Continuing their way up the Liard, 
they arrived at Dease river, a tributary of the Liard. Here they 
changed their course and prospected along the Dease river until 
they reached its source, Dease lake. At the foot of this lake a' 
small stream empties itself, and up its unknown waters these hardy 
prospectors pushed their way, and succeeded in locating a few 
paying discoveries. This stream is known on the map asThihert's 
creek. 

The season was far advanced and not caring to spend the 
winter there, besides having a desire to reach civilization again, 
they came out by way of the Stickeen river to Victoria, where they 
remained until the following spring. 

Information regarding that district was eagerly sought by 
Victorians, and in the spring a large number started for the newly- 
found gold regions. Thibert and McCulloch were among the 
party, but in going in poor McCulloch, who looked forward with 
hopeful expectations to success, died near what was known as the 
Desert, on the banks of the Stickeen. Thibert reached Thibert 
creek, where he met with fairly good results. 

Moore and sons, who had joined the rush, also located a claim 
on this creek about twelve miles from where it empties into Dease 
lake. They went back and following Dease creek, a small stream 
running into the lake of the same name, discovered a claim which 
gave them a handsome return for their labors. The next spring 
Moore Brothers obtained a charter from the government and 
constructed a trail from Glcnora to the head of Dease lake, over 
which pack trains were run, goods being transported at forty cents 
a pound. They finally sold out to the government. 

In 1875 Harry McDame reached the scene of mining oper- 
ations and went down Dease lake and river to a small stream 
now known as McDame's creek. In prospecting this stream rich 
strikes were made and a great influx of miners followed as a 
natural result. In succeeding years Spring creek, Dennis creek, 
Rosella creek, Gold creek and Walker's creek were found to be 
rich in the precious and much-coveted metal, and mining was 
actively carried on, on all these streams. 



The gold dug out ofWalker's 
creek was of the most valuable 
character, assays running as 
high as $20 to $25 to the 

ounce ; although that of Dease 

creek $15.40 to the ounce and 
Thibert creek $16 to the ounce, was to be considered worth 
searching- after. 

It was all placer mining that was done there with the 
exception of a few tunnels in hillsides, in which what were known 
as China pumps were used. These consisted of a box with 
wooden buckets, turned by a, crank or by the water power, as 
circumstances called for. Miners employed wingdams chiefly on 
Dease and other creeks. 

Mining- here was Exceedingly easy compared with placer 
mining in many other places, as pa)' dirt was found at depths 
ranging from four to six or seven feet below the surface, and 
abundance of timber, with not too great a supply of water were 
easily obtainable. 

Although many of these mines have been worked over two or 
three times, yet sufficient gold has not been obtained for a number 
of years to pay for the labor and time spent, and the opinion of 
miners is not that there is no more gold there, but simply the 
creeks have been washed out. 

Many of the gold-seekers in those clays made money in 
Cassiar ; many did not, but as a rule the lucky miners there, as in 
other mining districts the world over, were not constituted on the 
same lines as old King Midas but followed very closely in the 
course pursued by Swiftwater Bill of Klondyke fame. 

That Cassiar has yielded much wealth to the Province of 
British Columbia, and added to the gold output of the world, is 
borne out by the reports of men who, acting for the government, 
have furnished statistics at once accurate and convincing. By 
reference to the map, it can be seen at a glance that Cariboo, 
Cassiar and the now fabulously rich Yukon are in the same 
mineral belt, and it is only reasonable to suppose that furnishing 
the gold of these rich placer diggings, or at any rate the source of 
it will yet be located the mother quartz, which as science teaches 
is its most likely origin.

VICTORIA'S FREE LIBRARY. 



What is Yet Required to Make It a Great 
Educational Institution -Record of 
the Past Year. 



IT may safely be asserted that a large juajority of the population 
get their education after leaving school, and whether that 
education will be liberal or otherwise, depends largely on the 
advantages offered. To obtain books, to buy magazines, or simply 
to read the current events of newspapers — these are avenues of 
knowledge to which many people have not easy access. 

To overcome this obstacle to learning, and thus put within 
the reach of all, reading matter of the proper character, is one Of 
the grand objects of a Free Library. The city of Victoria, recog- 
nizing this fact, has established an institution of this kind, where 
those who thirst for knowledge may come and drink — drink from 
the fountains of science, history, literature, fiction, art or in fact 
from any subject that may suit the particular taste. 

The desire among the people of Victoria, and especiallv the 
young, to read and become informed is evidenced by the steady 
growth in the membership of the library during the past year. The 
reading rooms also are nearly always well occupied, a fact in itself 
indicative of the interest and consequent good to be derived. In 
the selection of books, there is great variety of taste, the majority 
having a preference for fiction or novel reading. These books, are 
read hurriedly and quite often are returned in a few days. This is 
a mistake on the part of the reader, as surface work of this kind 
without time for thought, leads to an inability to concentrate 
attention on substantial reading matter. 

In the librarv at present there are in the neighborhood of seven 
thousand volumes, but while the most of these are quite modern 
and up to date, a large number are old books, containing much 
useful information, it may be, yet antique and of no value to present 
conditions. Remarkably true is this of books treating on science. 
The advancement in this subject in all lines, during the past quarter 
of a century, demands the very latest books, and what Newton 
wrote about the laws of gravitation, or Franklin said regarding 
lightning, are of no practical value to the understanding of 
hydraulics, or the application of electricity. 

There is also a much felt want in the line of magazines, and in 
order to have a library replete with the latest and best works, on 
the tables should be found the choicest of this class of reading. 
Then there is another requisite of a good library, namely, books of 
reference. I£very student knows, that in the reading of a book, or 
magazine, allusions not understood by him, or names with which he 
is unfamilar appear, and if he is unable to get information on these 
points, interest flags, and the benefit he might derive, is materially 
lessened. Such a work as The Century Encyclopaedia and Dic- 
tionary, would remove this objection, and at the same time be a 
valuable addition. It is a work of ten volumes, containing- com- 
pact, full and accurate information. 

If under existing conditions, the members number over five 
thousand with the suggestions already offered toward improvement, 
together with others to be mentioned, it is not too much to expect 
double this number at the close of the year 1898. 

Thus far reference has been made chiefly to the deficiency in 
reading matter — but there is another question that requires consid- 
eration in order to attain the best results, and that is the building 
itself. 

The room at present has many draw-backs. In the first place 
it is too small to admit of additional shelves being put in, without 
rendering it cramped and uncomfortable. A large number of the 
members are considerably past the prime of life and do not believe 
that climbing three flights of stairs is conducive to longevity to say 
nothing of present inconveniences. To obviate this difficulty and 
remove any objection on that point, the suggestion is offered, that 
as the old postoffice is soon to be vacated, the city might procure 
that building, which is well situated, and could easily be converted 
into commodious, well-lighted and cheerful rooms, in keeping with 
such an important institution. 

And now comes the question of finance, or how are all these 
desirable ends to be reached. Let us consider at the outset how 
it is maintained at present. The city provides $1200. out of which 
is paid the librarian's salary, of $720 a year, leaving a balance of" 
$480 which is practically all' that is available for the purchase of 
books, papers, etc., an amount quite inadequate. 

All Victorians anticipate and in fact their expectations are be- 
ginning to be realized, a considerable influx of population. Many 
of those who reach the city will remain, and a place to spend a few 
hours quietly where they can read and gather information, will 
meet with their approval and support. 

It is quite plain also that the business men of this city will 
derive the most benefit from those people, and it is not only to their 
interest, but also their duty to the city's interests to aid this 
library by way of voluntary contributions. It would also be a 
means toward' the end in view, if an annual entertainment were 
held under the auspices of the Free Library of Victoria. In this 
way interest would be taken in the workings of the reading rooms 
and in a few years time Victoria could boast of having not only a 
Free Library as now, but: one of the best in any city of the 
Dominion. 

The following statistics regarding the Free Library of Victoria, 
will he of interest. During the past year there has been an awak- 
ening of interest among the people along educational lines 
generally, and in connection with the Library this has been very 
noticeable. Following is a record of the Library for each month:

Renewed Activity In Railway Construction — 
Projects In Which Action Is 
Being Taken. 



IF one-half of the railways projected in 1897 in British Columbia 
reach the final stage of completion and operation, the richest 
mineral and agricultural parts of the province will no longer 
remain unknown quantities to the outside world. 

A review of the railroad situation of British Columbia for 1897 
cannot help but be encouraging to a people who have long felt 
that a vast area of rich country is lying practically undeveloped 
owing to poor travelling and transportation facilities. With the 
marked renewal of mining activity in the province last year, came 
the cry from all parts for better facilities for handling the immense 
bodies of ore, particularly in the Kootenays. While two lines 
only were completed in this particular district, the Crow's Nest 
line will soon be built far enough to the westward to tap perhaps 
the richest quartz country the world has yet seen. 

The Trail Creek "Tramway," one of the lines built in 1897, 
or more properly railway as now constructed begins on the west 
half of the Columbia river, at the town of Trail, and extends in a 
south westerly direction, through the valley of Trail creek, to the 
town of Rossland, a total distance ( including switchbacks ) of 
1 1.04 1 miles. The present terminus at Rossland is temporary, and 
is at the crossing of the Trail wagon road. The railway, however, 
is projected beyond this point to the Le Roi mine in Red Mountain, 
a further distance of 2.204 miles. 

The railway has been constructed as a narrow gauge 3 feet 
clear between the rails, throughout the whole length. Provision, 
however, has been made, by widening the road-bed, for laying a 
third rail between the Town of Trail and Trail smelter, a total 
distance of 9,200 feet. By this means standard-gauge engines and 
cars will be able to reach the smelter from the river front. The 
other railway completed, known as the Red Mountain railway, and 
built by D. C. Corbin & Co., while lying partly in American 
territory, has proved of much service already in the district which 
it opens up. It begins at Northport, a small town in the State of 
Washington, on the east bank of the Columbia about two miles 
.south of the International boundary, and extends in a northerly 
direction'to the Town of Rossland. The part of the road-bed lying 
north of the International boundary in the Province of British 
Columbia is very nearly 9 8-10 miles in length. The railway has 
been constructed as a standard gauge 4 feet 8}4 inches from centre 
to centre of rails, except on curves when a maximum spread of 1 
inch is allowed, making the maximum gauge 4 feet 9^ inches. 

As regards the Crow's Nest Pass railway so much is daily 
ibeing written in regard to the work of construction, it is needless 
to review it here. It is probable that over 100 miles of the road 
will be built this year. The cost of the 330 miles is estimated at 
twenty-five to twenty-six thousand dollars per mile, exclusive of 
.the equipment of the road. 

Strenuous efforts on the part of coast cities to secure the 
building of a direct railway into Kootenay resulted in the Provin- 
cial Legislature voting a grant in aid of $4,000 per mile for 330 
miles between Boundary Creek and the coast. It is stipulated 
that the company taking hold of the building shall equip and 
maintain a ferry suitable for freight and passengers between the 
Mainland and Vancouver Island. 

The Local Legislature has also voted a grant in aid of 230 
miles of railway between Bute Inlet and Quesnelle at the rate of 
§4,000 per mile. The importance of this line may be seen from 
the fact that a rich country will be opened up, and the bulk of the 
trade thus created will be placed in the hands of coast merchants. 
The charter of the Cassiar Central railway has been acquired by 
British capitalists and while the line will be short, probably about 
75 miles, an immense area will be tributary to it. 

With the excitement due to the rich gold discoveries on the 
Yukon, came a large number of applications for the incorporation 
of companies to run lines over the different routes on the way to 
the gold fields. If 50 per cent, of these are completed. the country 
upon which the eyes of the world are now fixed will soon be as 
accessible as an eastern province or state. A perusal of the 
various applications filed during 1897 will not prove uninteresting.

THE amount of work accomplished during the past year in 
extending Victoria's sewerage system, whille not as great 
as the previous year, was considerable. There were laid 
down during the year 1897, 1,059 «i?eal feet of sewers which, with 
the 67,836 feet previously laid, make a total of 68,895 f eet or 13,04 
miles. The number of buildings connected in 1897 was 94 which, 
with the 1,268 previously connected, make a total of 1,362. The 
surface drains now cover 9.02 miles, 3,830 lineal feet having been 
laid during 1897, and 44,803 feet having been previously laid, a 
total of 47,633 feet.

Victoria Easily Ranks First Among the Shipping 
Ports of the Dominion. 



IN no other particular does the importance of Victoria as a 
shipping port show to better advantage than in the return 
of the number and tonnage of sea-going vessels which annu- 
ally clear at the local Customs house. The following particulars 
compiled from the report of the federal department on trade and 
navigation are made up to the 30th June, 1896— the returns for 
the next twelve months bringing the information down to J une, 
1S97, not being made public until presented to parliament at its 
next session. Both in point of number of vessels and tonnage 
Victoria is, by long odds, the most important shipping port in the 
Dominion, as the following table giving the returns for the seven 
principal ports will show : —

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Statistical Progress of 1897 — Extensive and 
Practical Development Under Way.

MINING for the precious metals on Vancouver Island has 
made greater advance during 1897 than during any previ- 
ous year. Until last season mining, except in one or two 
instances, had not advanced beyond the prospecting and recording 
stage. During the past summer however, several capitalists and 
companies purchased mining properties, and have proceeded with 
their development. This is notably the case in Alberni District, 
where an English syndicate have been opening up the Golden 
Eagle group at the head of China creek, while another company 
under the direction of W. H. Bainbridge have been systematically 
developing another group of mines, and are also preparing for 
hydraulic work on China Creek. The Alberni-Consolidated group 
has been further opened up, and recently passed into the hands of 
a London company who will begin operations with the intention of 
making them a dividend paying property. A large amount of work 
has been done on the Regina group on the south side of China 
creek, and many others of the claims have been more or less pros- 
pected. At Sidney Inlet another English company are opening up 
what promises to be a magnificent gold and copper mine. Other 
points on Clayoquot Sound have also been more or less exploited. 
The attention of capitalists having been given to the mines of the 
West Coast in a practical way, ensures a rapid advance of the 
mining industry in that section. The mineral belt extends the full 
length of the island, and many mineral claims have been recorded 
from near the neighborhood of Victoria to Cape Scott. In the San 
Juan valley are numerous bodies of copper and gold ores as yet but 
imperfectly developed. The same is true of Nitinat lake and river, 
and various points on Barclay Sound and Nootka Sound. On the 
East Coast at Goldstream, a few miles from Victoria, in the Cowi- 
ch'&n District (notably Mt. Sicker) and at Cameron lake very, prom- 
ising properties have been located, and are being prospected to a 
greater or lesser extent; 

The facility and economy with which mining operations can 
be conducted on the coast, because of the cheapness of freight and 
supplies, the nearness of the mines to coke, coal, wood and (iux, 
abundance of water, and moderate priced labor make them a 
very attractive investment.

In the Midst of Mining Excitement the Agricul- 
turist Has Steadily Advanced and 
Added to His Importance. 



IN Reviewing the agricultural industry of British Columbia it 
may be stated that the prospects of the country are excellent. 
This is due not only to the increased demand and higher 
prices obtained for farm produce, but also because the hard times 
experienced during the past three or four years have led to greater 
economy in the production of staple crops, the employment ol 
improved labour-saving machinery and a closer attention to details 
in farm work — so that at the present time, with a rising market, a 
larger demand than can possibly be supplied by home products, 
and lessened cost of production, the farmers of British Columbia 
have every reason for self-congratulation. 

Horses have been in great demand for transport purposes in 
connection with the rush to the Klondyke, and it is safe to 
prophesy that there will not be a spare horse in the country in the 
coming spring, and as a natural consequence prices will be higher 
than for many years. Cattle are also in good demand, and went 
into winter in fine condition owing to the better feed furnished by 
the ranges, following on a heavier rainfall than usual. There is 
also a notable freedom from disease amongst the herds, and 
tuberculosis, which a few years ago bade fair to become prevalent, 
has been almost stamped out under the provisions of the Contag- 
ious Diseases of Animals Act. 

The sheep industry has been languishing in some districts 
owing to the depredations of panthers in the lower portions of the 
province, and coyotes in the interior, but in sections where these 
serious drawbacks are absent, more attention has been given to 
this branch of agriculture. The Flockmaster's Association have 
done good work on Vancouver Island, and greatly improved the 
size and quality of mutton sheep by importations of fine-bred rams 
ot the Shropshire, Oxforddown and Southdown breeds, distributed 
amongst its members' Hocks. On the Mainland splendid sheep of 
the leading breeds were exhibited at the New Westminster exhi- 
bition, which must leave their mark on the flocks in their districts. 
If the pests referred to could be controlled there would be scarcely 
a limit to the profitable expansion of sheep growing in the province, 
as the demand is unlimited and natural conditions highly favorable. 

Hogs are being produced in large numbers, Berkshires and 
Tamworths being the favorite breeds; they are notably free from 
disease, and very soon it will be in order to commence pork pack- 
ing on a large scale, as the present output of hogs is almost too 
large for the butchers trade, and the demand for the cured hams 
and bacon is enormously large and constantly increasing. The 
desirability of establishing pork packing in British Columbia is 
obvious, tending as it would to retain in the province the far too 
large sums of money that are now being paid for the imports from 
Eastern Canada and the States of bacon and hams. 

It is gratifying to note, too, that more attention is being paid 
to poultry farming and there is a great improvement in the quality 
of chickens sent to market, evidently due to the fact that improved 
breeds, such as the Wyarulottes and Plymouth Rocks are becoming 
more generally distributed throughout the country. 

Dairying is rapidly taking its proper position in the economy 
of provincial agriculture, creameries have been in active operation 
during the year at Ladners' Landing, Chilliwack, Duncans, Salt 
Spring Island, Vancouver, and New Westminster, and in con- 
junction with several private dairies which are equipped with im- 
proved dairy machinery, have practically supplied the home market 
for fancy butter, obtaining higher prices than ruled for any im- 
ported goods. The Dairymen's Association has been more in 
evidence than in previousyears, and organized several well attended 
public meetings in the principal dairying districts — and the Secre- 
tary, Mr. G. H. Had wen, proposes holding another series of meet- 
ings before spring in conjunction with experts from the Dominion 
Dairy School, which will still further promote this promisingindustry. 
Mr. Christian Marker of the Dominion Dairy Commissioner's 
staff has recently been sent to the province to continue the good 
work commenced a few years ago by the government, in dissem- 
inating up-to-date information among the farmers on the best 
dairy methods. 

The fruit crop of the year has been a notable one, both for 
abundance and quality. The export trade in fruit conducted by 
the British Columbia Fruit Exchange, has increased nearly four- 
fold in value over that of the preceding year, in spite of 
lower prices. Plums, apples and pears have constituted the 
bulk of the shipments in car-load lots, but a large business has 
also been done with the towns of the Northwest Territories and 
Manitoba in strawberries, blackberries and cherries, shipped by 
express. There is still something for fruit growers to learn in 
regard to the grading and packing of their fruit, but generally 
speaking, there has been a marked improvement in this respect, 
attained by following the California system and style of packing. 
The coloring and quality of home-grown apples this season has 
been a subject of frequent remark, and can usually be traced as 
due to the better care given to orchards and the effects of judicious 
spraying and pruning of the trees. In this connection the work of 
the Board of Horticulture is being duly recognized as of the 
greatest value. Instead of several thousands of dollars going out of 
the country for winter apples, as in previous years, the home demand 
has been supplied with choice fruit and a large amount exported. 

By a careful inspection of all imported pears and apples, and 
the rejection of diseased and wormy consignments, the home 
market has been kept free from inferior fruit. This has entailed 
some loss upon outside shippers, but the action of the board has 
been endorsed by the leading horticultural journals of California 
and Oregon, and so far as the province is concerned, has been 
highly beneficial to both producers and consumers of fruit. 

The co-operative system of export marketing followed by fruit 
growers has proved of great value, as instanced by the fact that 
the average return for plums to the producer has been consider- 
ably larger than that obtained by Oregon and Washington shippers 
to similar markets. 

During the past year the work of the Fruit Exchange has also 
been extended to the home market, and stores have been opened 
in Victoria and Vancouver under its management with a view to 
the bringing of consumer and producer in direct connection, and 
regulating the supply of fruit. 

As showing the increased interest being taken in fruit growing 
it is stated that the Provincial Fruit Growers Association has 
increased its membership three-fold during the year, under its 
energetic president, Mr. T. J. Earl, of Lytton, who has been 
untiring in his efforts to promote the interests of the fruit growers 
of the province. 

The hop growers of British Columbia, who planted English 
varieties of hops, are in high feather this year. The quality of the 
cured article shipped to England has been pronounced equal to the 
best Kentish hops, and as prices are on a higher plane than for 
several years past, most satisfactory returns have been received 
for this season's production, and there is every reason to believe 
that the acreage of such varieties will be largely increased. Mr. 
Breeds, of Saanich, has particularly well-cared for yards of English 
hops and thoroughly deserves the success he has achieved. 

The grain crop for the year has been a very heavy one, 
especially so on the lands in the lower Fraser valley. From West- 
ham Island 125 bushels of oats to the acre are reported and prize 
samples of this cereal exhibited at New Westminster went 48 lbs. 
to the measured bushel, 

The wheat fields of the Spallumcheen and Okanagan valleys 
yielded much better than expected in the early part of the season, 
and on well farmed land, particularly where summer fallowing is 
practised the yield was fully up to the average, and the quality 
excellent. 



Owing to the unusually abundant summer showers the hay 
crop all round was also exceptionally abundant. Those who com- 
menced haying early suffered some inconvenience from the late 
rains, but In general the crop was secured in good condition. As 
a rule, farmers have been reluctant to part with their hay, expect- 
ing to realize higher prices in the spring-, and quite a large amount 
has already been imported from the Sound to fill immediate require- 
ments at Victoria. The same conditions which favored the hay 
fields, also suited the potato lands, consequently the yield of this 
useful tuber is good all round, and generally of excellent quality. 
Where diseased potatoes occur it will be found as a rule that suc- 
cessive crops of potatoes have been taken off the land. Where 
rotation of crops is practised and on all new land they are sound 
and good. 

The increase in mining and consequent influx of population 
has had the effect of giving the farmers better prices for their 
products. 

The excellence of British Columbia fruit was again proved at 
the fruit fair at Spokane where, in competition with the farmers of 
Oregon and Washington, the British Columbia growers captured 
many of the first prizes. 

Successful dyking in the Delta, Matsqui and Pitt Meadows on 
the Lower Fraser has caused a large farming development in those 
districts during the past year. 

Flax growing and tobacco culture have respectively received 
considerable attention, and in all probability the former will yet 
become one of the permanent agricultural industries, when the 
cultivation and working of the raw material is better understood. 

More attention is being given by farmers to organization and 
co-oper;.tion in marketing produce; the Vancouver Island Produce 
Association may be cited as an outcome of this tendency. Already 
it is doing good work, and if properly supported by the farmers 
and fruit growers of the district will eventually become a very 
powerful factor in the home market, and serve the best interests 
of both consumer and producer. Farmers' Institutes are also 
being established throughout the province. 



Building- Operations. 



Substantial Improvement in The Character of 
Structures Erected in Victoria During 
the Year Just Ended. 

_ 

ALTHOUGH 1S97 has not been a heavy building year, it has 
nevertheless witnessed substantial improvement in the 
general character of business premises. And it is an excel- 
lent sign of the times that the demand for modern office and store 
accommodation is better today than it has been in recent years. 
Many new business blocks and not a few pretentious residential 
structures are projected for 1898, while the year just closed has 
witnessed the completion and occupation of" the new Parliament 
Buildings ; the practical completion of the new Post Oflice ; the 
erection of the new Bank of Montreal, Colonist oflice and St. 
Joseph's hospital. Building Inspector W. W. Northcott, thus 
summarizes the improvements of the past twelve months :

The Fire Department. 

Victoria Has The Lowest Fire Loss of Any 
City on the Pacific Coast— A 
Splendid Showing. 



AT the close of the year 1885 the Victoria Volunteer Fire 
Department disbanded, after protecting the lives and prop- 
erty of citizens for many years, and a paid department was 
organized. It has since been the good fortune of this city to claim 
the lowest recorded losses, by fire, of any city on the Pacific coast. 

Year after year has passed away without serious conflagrations. 
Since 1886 no brick buildings were destroyed and no fires extended 
beyond the buildings in which they originated, within the fire limits 
of the city. 

The past year added but $14,000 to the losses with 87 fires 
and alarms. Twenty-nine paid men occupy two fire halls in the 
business district, while the residential sections are covered by hose 
companies located at Oaklands and Victoria West. The district 
south of James Bay is provided with a hose wagon. Thirty 
volunteers constitute hose companies in the outside districts. 

The Gamewell Fire Alarm system was installed seven years 
ago, and was later extended to cover Oaklands, Victoria West and 
Cadboro Bay road. This work was undertaken last year and 
successfully carried out. The Mayor and Fire Wardens then 
introduced new rules and regulations under which a number of the 
Call Firemen are required to remain in the fire halls during night. 
A quantity of new hose was purchased and a' number of hydrants 
erected during the year. 

The apparatus in use at the present time comprises two steam 
fire engines, one chemical engine, one atrial truck, one hose car- 
riage, two hose wagons, three hose carts, 7,500 feet of hose, 
thirteen horses, 154 hydrants, thirty-four alarm boxes, and all 
necessary equipments for quick and efficient work. Swinging 
harness, sliding doors, fast-hitching collars, and every convenience 
for prompt response to alarms have been provided. 

During 1897 the losses by fire, within the fire limits, were less 
than $3,000. The two principal fires, at D. McNaughton's resi- 
dence and Smith & Elford's brickyard, were over a mile from the 
nearest fire halls, with no hydrants in the localities. Losses at the 
two fires mentioned amounted to $6,900, almost one-half of the 
total amount of losses during the year. Many improvements were 
introduced last year which added to the efficiency of the depart- 
ment. The following will show the number of fires and losses 
during ten years :

Victoria and British Columbia Occupy Honored 
Places as Contributors to The 
Federal Revenue. 



THE customs returns covering the province of British Columbia 
for the year just-closed, furnishes very satisfactory evidence 
of the continued growth of the commerce of this part of the 
Dominion. Not only in the amount of duties collected at the 
various ports of the province is the gain manifest but more 
particularly in the exports. In this particular the growth . of 
Kootenay is very marked, for while during the twelve months 
ended December 31, 1896, the exports entered outwards at Nelson 
(which includes the whole Kootenay district)represented $2,803,964 
for the same period up to 31st December last, they represent no 
less a sum than $7,715,418. Of this amount the mines are credited 
with nearly the whole sum $7,654,799. This result_ speaks 
volumes for the growth of the mining industry of the province. It 
is well to note also the increase in customs revenue from the same 
district, — during 1896 the collections were $250,947, while for 1897 
they were $431,038. 

Although by far the largest gains have been made in the new 
mining districts of the province, it will be noted that there is a 
steady advance nearly all along the line — the one exception being 
that of Nanaimo, which is no doubt accounted for by the some- 
what smaller market for the output of the coal mines of that district. 

But every citizen of Victoria must feel a pride in his city when 
he turns to the figures as furnished by the local customs house, — 
for beyond a peradventure it shows right here the great bulk of 
the business of the province is transacted. 

It is in the import trade that commercial supremacy of this 
port over any other in British Columbia is manifest and the growth 
of this branch of trade during the last year has been most gratily- 
ing. In 1896 the collections at thrs port were' $634, 570 while dur- 
ing 1S97 they amounted to $733,439 an increase of about $100,000. 
Of the $1,766,039 contributed* by the entire province in custom's 
dues during the past year Victoria's share was $733,439 ° r ver y 
nearly one-half. The value of imports increased from $2,743,550 
in 1896 to $2,913,594. Victoria's exports in 1896 were $2,863,- 
434 and for 1897 they were $1,594,956, a seeming deminution, 
which is explained by the fact that Victoria salmon canners who 
operate a large proportion of the packing establishments on the 
lower, Fraser, have, during, the last year or so loaded their foreign 
salmon fleet at the canneries instead of bringing their output to 
this port for transhipment. This together with the' restrictions in 
connection with seal fisheries more than makes up the deficiency.

In computing British Columbia's payments to the Dominion 
treasury on account of duties, the fact must not be lost sight of 
that in addition to the $1,306,738 appearing to the province's 
credit on the books of the provincial customs houses there is a very 
large payment on the same account which is credited to other 
provinces, in the shape of imported goods which having paid duty 
at the port of entry — say Montreal — are afterwards shipped to 
this province for consumption. So that in point of fact instead of 
occupying fourth place in the above tabic British Columbia un- 
doubtedly returns annually to the federal exchequer in the form of 
customs duties an amount to give it third place in the list,

The District Shows an Enormous Increase in 
the Number of Claims Recorded— 
Harrison Lake Prospects. 



NEW WESTMINSTER district has not until recently been 
considered a mining centre, yet in 1896 so great was the 
work done in this division that the Texada Island business 
was transferred to Nanaimo. In spite of this " the business," 
says, the Mining Report, "has been beyond all precedent." A 
comparative statement for the three years 1895-6-7 will show that 
New Westminster mining division is growing in popularity.

The ores are generally speaking, low grade and refractory, but 
above Harrison lake between that sheet of water and Lillooet district 
is a section of country which is likely to prove one of the richest 
in the province. This includes Fire Mountain which owing to the 
energy of the Fire Mountain and Fire Lake Gold Mining companies 
has already been proved to be rich in copper and free gold pro- 
positions. Several of the claims here situated have been already 
opened up, and in every case where this has been clone, a more 
than ordinarily promising outlook has been uncovered. 

The property of the Skookum Chuck Mining Company is on 
Tipilla or Fire mountain, adjoining the property of the Fire 
Mountain Gold Mining Company on the Northwest. There are 
six claims in the group, Barkoola, Golden Eagle, Washington, 
Toledo, Monterey and Myrtle. About $1,000 worth of develop- 
ment work has been done on the Monterey, an open cut 10 feet 
wide, 20 feet deep and 48 feet long, and a shaft 21 feet deeper from 
the floor of the cut, peacock copper ore and free gold showing all 
the way down. There are several veins in the works, the widest 
being 26 inches and the assays running from $25 to $210.45, 
though this is not from picked samples. The property has been 
bonded lately for $100,000 to Toronto people who expect to do a 
large amount of work during the coming season. 

Near Skookum Chuck are a number of claims including 
the Rankin group, owned by New Westminster men, which are 
attracting considerable attention, being rich in free gold. 

On the Money Spinner, belonging to the Fire Mountain Com- 
pany, the surface showing of the very strong ledge — which is from 
6 to 10 feet in width — carries high values in an essentially free- 
milling condition. The development of this property has so far 
justified the expectations of the company, and has continued with 
depth to give good results, retaining its free-milling character with 
greater width, and has a very even value. The development so 
far is an adit level running on the vein, which is now in over 140 
feet, while a chamber has been cut at 75 feet and winze started, 
which is now down 35 feet and running on the vein, which is at 
this point 5 feet wide. In places the vein so exposed is never less 
than 6 and more often 10 feet in width ; again, in many of the cuts 
free gold can plainly be seen ; sometimes there is a capping of 
quartzite over the vein, which, however, is easily removed, expos- 
ing the same rich character of quartz beneath. The vein has been 
exposed for about 1,000 feet, although traceable for a very much 
longer distance. 

The surface showings on the remaining properties of the 
company are such as to justify the expectations that eventually 
development will prove up other mines on the property of good 
value, but showing in many cases that the high gold values are 
carried in the copper, and are not entirely free milling. The com- 
pany have built a wharf for handling freight, and constructed 16 
miles of a pack road, This road is now being used by many 
others who have located very promising properties, both free 
milling and often veins carrying azurite and bornite ores, including 
a very good grade of copper and lead sulphurets, which have lately 
been discoveJed ; in fact the whole district seems to be a net work 
of intrusive serpentine dykes carrying high gold values, either free 
or in combination with copper principally. In the middle belt ot 
the mountain', however, where is situated the Money Spinner 
group, trachyte, porphyry, and phonolite have intruded themselves 
throu'gh' the original sedimentary country rocks, concealing the lat- 
ter or altering it almost beyond recognition by metamorphic action. 

The mill of the Fire Mountain Gold Mining Company is situated 
in an air line one-half mile from the tunnel of the Money Spinner, and 
will be connected with it by an aerial tramway now on the ground. 
The plant of the mill consists o'f one 5 foot improved Huntington 
mill ; two Frue vanners ; one boiler and engine, 20-hjrse power; 
one Pelton wheel, with 300 foot 'fall, capacity 80-horse power, 
which can be increased to double that capacity by the addition of 
another wheel below; one saw mill, capacity 10,00-.' feet per diem; 
one bullion. and retort furnace; the .necessary copper plates, ore 
crushers, ore bins, terminals, tracks, etc., and is capable of hand- 
ling 30 tons per day of Spinner rock. The mine has already put 
600 tons- of good milling' ore on the dump and several thousand 
tons in sight. Trial shipments of ore to San Francisco shows a 
result of $74.13 per ton in gold. 

The Star mineral claim is situated at the east end of Fire lake 
at its outlet, and has a very strong vein of gold quartz exposed in 
places, but so far undeveloped. The claim has at all seasons some 
10,000 inches of water with unlimited head. Probably, in the near 
future, this water on the Star mineral, claim may, as the many 
promising prospects of ; the district are developed into mines, 
furnish power to work them all, and, apart from its very promising 
mineral value, be of value for this and as a future townsite. ' 

The townsite of Tipelia has great natural advantages, not 
only from its position at the head of navigable waters, but also 
from the fact of its being the only all-the-year-round point for 
boats and will eventually command all the trade, not only of the 
Fire Monntain district, but of all the very promising mining 
country lying south-east of the Lillooet country and from the town 
of Lillooet, and' is about' 180 miles shorter to the coast than by 
other routes. 

A general' store, livery 'stable; boarding house, storehouses, 
and a few small houses comprise the present building .improve- 
ments. Thecompanyjs steamer. City of Tipelia, makes daily trips, 
carrying the mails between the Harrison Hot Springs and Tipelia, 
the distance being 40 mile's. 

According to Messrs. Brown/ Lourie, Campbell and other 
well -kndwri mining men -who- know the ground, this particular 
locality has a great future., P.eyelopmen.t is proving this -and 
another year should place Fire Mountain in the very first rank of 
British. Columbia mining camps.- On Harrison lake the Providence, 
Victoria, .Imperial''. group and other properties are justifying the 
hopes oftheir locators. The Fat Man, on the direct line of the'C. 
P. R. below Agassjz, is being rapidly opened up, to the satisfaction 
of the owne'rs who have refused it is' saicf considerable figures for 
their property. Pitt lake has at least two proved propositions, the 
Champion group and the Rocket owned by the Golden Ears Min- 
ing Company. j .... .. . , l 

The " Cromwell," "Champion," "California" and " Sunny 
South" are located about two and a half miles from the junction 
of the lake and Pitt river on the east side of the lake. On the two 
first named development work has been, done during the past year. 
The formation of this property is on a bluff or a hog's back ; 
on the east side is driven a tunnel some 60 feet, all in mineral, cop- 
per ore of high grade assa ys frum.it. giving from, unsel.ected.oce 10. 
per cent, to 30 per cent, also carrying gold and silver. This tunnel 
is at an elevation of 950 feet, from the lake level. , On the west side 
300 feet across the bluff and 3oo,feet loweV, Is driven an adit'ioo feet 1 
to tap the upper lead, this also is in mineral. The property is 
considered, by imining experts' \yho. have visited it, as very valuable; 
and it" is "at the present time attracting considerable attention,-; 
several propositions for'n transfer.'deal are now receiving consider- 



ation. If this property was otherwise situated, in a known mining 
locality, its value would be enhanced and attract much more 
attention than it does at present, ibeing in a heretofore ' unknown 
mining locality. The prospect has natural advantages greatly in 
its favor. The lake is tidal ; vessels drawing ten feet of water can 
enter it at all times of the tide and at all seasons. Timber 
sufficient for all purposes, and a water course with power sufficient 
for a concentrator flows down on the east side of the claims which 
is never failing. The mine is in a direct line from the lake, less 
than half a mile. A chine from the lower tunnel can be con- 
structed at trifling expense. The government have built a road 
from the lake to both lower and upper tunnels for ore-shipping 
purposes. • •' 

The Rocket claim in close proximity to this group is being 
steadily developed, and according to the published reports of the 
owners runs high in both copper and gold. 

On the Coast development work is being done on numerous 
claims, the property of Mr. Eraser, on Bowen Island, having been 
developed to the extent of some $7,000. Messrs. Fitzsimmons et 
al, the owners of the Bonanza group at Jervis Inlet, having well 
opened into the properity have succeeded in dispensing of it to a 
rich syndicate who will next summer thoroughly work it. Jervis 
Inlet has several other fine properities the principal of which is that 
owned by the Jones-Edmonds syndicate, consisting of four claims. 

On the East side of Princess Royal Reach, Jervis Inlet, and 
about four miles south of The Westminster State Company's 
quarry, are the Nellie, Ethel, Pattie and Arthur claims, upon 
which work to the extent of $r,8oo has been done in explorations 
and tunneling. The vein upon this group is from 8 to 12 feet 
wide, and has been traced from the shore line to a height of about 
fifteen hundred feet above the Inlet. The ore is pyrrhotite, which 
bears a great resemblance to the Trail Creek ore. The facilities 
for mining and shipping are unexcelled, as the ore can be dumped 
from the mouth of the tunnel into ore bins upon the wharf where 
ships of any draught can be loaded, as there is from twenty to one 
hundred fathoms of water close to shore. In the estimation of 
mining men this group is considered most promising and it ought 
at no distant date to be a regular shipper.

A Scarcity of Vessels And High Rates The Chief 
Characteristic Of Trade— Small Returns For 
The Government Dry Dock, But A 
Busy Season Expected. 



STARTING brisk and continuing good until a few months ago 
with rates steadily increasing until now they are more than 
double what they were a year ago, with an era of prosperity 
dawning, the shipping of Victoria has done much during the past 
twelve-month to establish the commercial interests of the city 
abroad. Foreign trade is lacking in volume now for the simple 
reason that tonnage is at a high premium and scarce. Of course 
vessels are as numerous, even more numerous, now than ever they 
were before, but from British Columbia's point of view they cannot 
at present be secured in numbers sufficiently great to fill all 
demands. There is a cause for this shortage of tonnage and ad- 
vancement of rates and it lies in the great export trade that was 
last year done by the United States. Crops were inferior all over 
Europe in 1897 and the over-production in the United States gave 
engagement to all the available carriers on thi6 coast in taking the 
surplus yield abroad. Rates naturally rose as the vessels became 
scarce, and today they are quoted from San Francisco to Cork at 
37s. 6d., whereas a year ago they were considered good at 17s. 6d. 
From Portland and Tacoma a year ago they were about 20s. and 
today they are given at 42s. 6d. and 40s. respectively. From the 
port of Victoria during the past year there were 1,076 deep sea 
clearances and 1,164 entries, so that these figures will convey some 
idea of the enormous proportions of the tonnage that day by day 
for 365 days in the year enters and leaves this port. The coasting 
trade for the year has been equally good, taking the returns at 
1,398 for the clearances and 1,385 for the entries. In only one 
direction probably can it be said that Victoria's fleet, foreign and 
coasting, has not added to its numbers during the just dead year 
and that is in regard to the sealing craft — a fact not to be won- 
dered at. There has been nothing new built in local yards during 
1897, .but what ship-carpenters have lost in this way they have 
fully made up for in repairing and general job work, It is true 
that the government dry dock has not been engaged much during 
1897, but the scarcity of vessels stands good also for this. Other 
docks, however, have enjoyed a good " run " and that the dry 
dock will make amends for the time lost during 1897 in 1898 can 
hardly be doubted. The returns of the dock for the past year 
are as follows :

Victoria's Vital Statistics. 



A Light Death Rate For 1897 — How Some Are Un- 
equally Yoked. 



SMALLER by nearly a hundred the mortuary returns for 1897 
stand out in cheerful comparison with those of the previous 
year, when the deplorable bridge disaster counted heavily in 
the list of dead. Taking 240 as the actual number ot deaths dur- 
ing the past year, it is perhaps safe to say that no other city in 
Canada can make a better report, that is in so far as death rolls 
are concerned. But favorable comparisons are in order with 
Victoria's vital statistics and the recorder who. treasures up these 
statistics has a bigger box of certificates to exhibit in regard to 
births. Last year 304 little strangers were welcomed to Victoria, 
as against 289 during 1896. In matrimonial circles there has been 
a depression, the first in several years, and the calendar passes 
with only 137 dates struck out. With registrations of this kind 
it is interesting to note the ages recorded; uniformity is seldom 
seen while cases where the man is 30 or 40 and the woman 18 
or 25 are the rule rather than the exception.
